SPEECH-MAKING UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 


That grand and good Democrat, “ Gen’ral”’ 
John M. Palmer, was not at Willow Springs 
yesterday; that grand and good Democrat, 
“ Buck ’’ McCarthy, was there, and so also was 
that equally grand and good Democrat, 
Michael C. McDonald. Andy Rider and Mike 
McInerney were there; Tommy Gahan and 
Billy O’Brien were there; "Rod Laverty and 
Bill Bradburn were there. But “ Gen’ral” 
Palmer, wise old gentleman, did not show his 
patriarchal face among the classic elms. If 
he had his face would have seen a great crowd 
of good Democrats and more pretty fights 
than it is the fortune of most faces to seein a 
lifetime. 

It is doubtful whether “Gen’ral” John M. 
Palmer ever intended to be at the County Com- 
missioners’ picnic. It is true the Hon. Michael 
McInerney of the yards and the Hon. George 
Edmanson of the County Board have at times 
shown their friends a letter of acceptance 
from **Gen’ral’’? Palmer, written on blue- 
lined notepaper with the watermark of the 
Transit House. But John P. Hopkins, who is 
acandidate for Sheriff against Mr. Edman- 


_son, declares that the: letter was penned by 


the cunning hand of the Hon. Mike, and that 
the good **Gen’ral”’ never intended to be 
present. 

Mr. Hopkins was at the picnic because he is 
acandidate. While he was there he received 
a telegram from one of the “Gen’ral’s”’ 
household to this effect: “Unless you folks 
fix it up between you Gov. Palmer will be 
there the 26th.”’ The “fixing up”’ alluded to 
was a settlement of the conflict between the 
County Democracy, which will hold its picnic 
two weeks from yesterday, and the Commis- 
sioners. Both of them wanted the grand and 
good “Gen’ral,”’ but the fates had decreed 
that only one of them could have him. 

Mr. Hopkins’ Game. 


When he received the message Mr. Hopkins 
was mightily stirred, and he smote the walls 


‘around him and swore he would wage de- 


structive war on the good “‘ Gen’ral,”’ on Mr. 
Edmanson, and on Willow Springs, which is 
thé private property of Mr. Edmanson. In 
furtherance of this plan he rowed across the 
river and ‘rented Columbiae Park, 
a fival picnic ground, for the . County 
Democracy picnic. Then he fired a 
message at Gen. Palmer, warning him 
to beware of Mr. Edmanson, and then he 
went home. So “ Gen’ral”’ Palmer did not 
appear. 

“‘ But,” said Mr. “Buck” McCarthy, “one 
of the lads dressed a bullock in five minutes 
and forty-two seconds, and what more does 
yez want?” - 

” Really nothing more was to be desired. If 
any additional recreation had been demanded 
it could have been furnished at a moment’s 
notice, for it was a crowd, as. that 
grand and good Democrat, Andy Rider, 
chastely observed, that “‘ played all games.” 
The various planes of political and social 
life were largely represented. There was pres- 
ent one candidate for County Treasurer—to 
wit: Mr. Charles Kern, who wore a white 
waist-eoat, a silk hat, anda geranium; there 
were represented three candidates at least for 
Sheriff—namelyf Mr. George Edmanson and 
Mr. John P. Hopkins representing themselves 
and the Hon. Michael B: Bailey representing 
Congressman Frank Lawler, who was too 
busy looking after his country’s welfare down 
in Washington to represent himself. Mike 
McDonald fluttered about the crowd with

‘The arrival of the train gave the signal for 
the event of the day—the beef-dressing con- 
test. The dressers were M. F. Mullens of 
Chicago and Charles Westphal of San Fran- 
cisco. Mr. Mullens wore a white stovepipe 
hat and a lawn necktie before the struggle, 
and when the contest began he just took off 
his hat and coat and pulled on a pair of yel- 
low overalls; Mr. Westphal stripped to a 
blue undershirt. 

The two gentlemen had met before in a 
race of this sort andin spite of the fact, so 
Mr. Mullens’ friends say, that Mr. Westphal’s 
adherents fastened the hide of Mr. Mullens’ 
bullock with carpet tacks, Mr. Mullens won. 
His judge yesterday was Mr. Rodney Laverty, 
who also wore a white stovepipe hat and 
checked trousers. Mr. Walter Dennison was 
Mr. Westphal’s judge, and the two chose Mr. 
John J. McCarthy asthe third judge. Ald. 
Thomas Gahan, Ald. Willam J. O’Brien, and 
William Bradburn, Esq., were chosen time- 
keepers. 

‘The Contest. 

Commissioner Kelly climbed to the top of 
the platfornf and spoke as follows: 

*“Now look here, people, we don’t want no his- 
sin’ and no hollerin’, an’ we ain’t a goin’ to use 
no force, just moral suasion, an’ we want 
everything to be pulled off with proper de- 
corum, andif these skates outside doesn’t 
keep quiet, we'll make ’em do it, for we’ve 
got the authority for to do it.”’ 
¢ This was followed by aspeech in the same 
vein from the eloquent lips of Mr. McCarthy, 
after which Capt. Shea laughingly tossed alarge 
man into a maple tree, and quiet reigned 
while the bullock was led out and tied to the 
posts of the killing stand.

His feat was ac- 
complished amid much applause and a great 
deal of advice from the spectators, who knew 
a great deal about butchering. 

But the cheers for Mr. Westphal were whis- 
pers tothe roar for Mr. Mullens when that 
gentleman skinnedhis bullock in five minutes 
and forty-two seconds. Mr. Mullens put on 
his stovepipe hat at the conclusion of the 
match and marched proudly to the speakers’ 
stand, where a gold watch was handed him by 
the Hon. Larry Boyle, who compared him to 
the champions “ of the early days of civiliza- 
tion.”’” Mr. Mullens put the watch in his 
pocket and made no reply.

After the dressing contest a mass-meeting 
was held. “‘Pudd’’ Mulkan’s quartet sang, 
and Judge Hunter of Paris, Ill., the Hon, 
Charles K. Ladd of Henry County, and can- 
didate for Superintendent of Schools Raab, 
spoke. The audience was not large, and at 
one time a more than usually interesting fight, 
in which a red-headed man drew a revolver, 
80 depleted the crowd around the stand that 
ohly Gen. Lieb and Pat Clabby’s colored man 
remained to applaud. At & o’clock everybody 
who could went back to town.

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GEN. PALMER’S CAMPAIGN. 


HE MADE THE OPENING SPEECH AT 
GIRARD YESTERDAY. 


A Big Demonstration Made by the Visiting 
Democrats and Citizens of Girard—The 
General’s Address Hardly Satisfactory to 
His Bourbon Audience—He Advocates a 
Northwestern Policy in Which Illinois 
Should Take the Lead—Speaker Reed’s 
Policy Assailed. 


Grirarp, IIL, July 26.—[Special.]—Gen. 
John M. Palmer opened his campaign for the 
Senate here today, and made a speech which 
failed to satisfy the cravings and desires of 
the Democratic heart. It was a flat, listless 
affair, and did not possess the sparkle and life 
necessary to give it due recognition by the peo- 
ple. The General is, it can be truthfully said, a 
little disappointing at times, just when the most 
is expected of him. His speech at the Dem- 
ocratic State Convention of last month wasn’t 
first chop, and this of today was no better. 
Still the reverse of the proposition is true. In 
obscure places before small audiences, when 
unimportant issues are at stake, Gen. Palmer 
often makes some mighty efforts, and the 
speech of this afternoon is not to be accepted 
as a tair evidence of his pronounced ability, 
because it was not up to his standard. 

Probably the most noteworthy remark was 
that concerning the place Illinois had taken 
in the politics of the Nation, and as the third 
State in the Union it would hereafter be the 
dominant factor in politics. He also referred 
to a Northwestern policy and to the posi- 
tion New York and Indiana had hereto- 
fore held in dictating the political affairs 
of the country. This, he said, was 
to be endured no longer. Gen. Palmer’s re- 
marks on this line of thought have led many 
to believe that it is probably his intention to 
allow Illinois to present his name for the Pres- 
idency at the National Democratic Conven- 
tion of 1892, for such is the fair construction 
of his words. 

All of Macoupin that is Democratic, and a 
good share of Sangamon and other adjoining 
counties, assembled here in honor of the oc- 
casion. The Hendricks Club of St. Louis 
and the Hon. Jeff Chandler were in Girard as 
well. It was indeed a great day in the history 
of the town, and its citizens, irrespective of 
party, united in making the demonstration 
a grand success, for such it was. 
There was an abundance of every- 
thing needful for the comfort of 
and enjoyment of mortal man. The park in 
the center of the town was used for the meet- 
ing, and it overflowed with all of the time- 
honored attractions usually seen on such oc- 
casions. There were the same old merry-go- 
round swing propelled by that same old sway- 
backed horse and that same old fiddler who 
sawed so industriously on one string. There 
were the cane-racks, and the soap-sellers, 
and the shooting-galleries, to say noth- 
ing of the ginger-cake and lemonadg¢ 
booths and the man who makes the ice- 
cream candy right there on the spot. There 
were needle wheels and other devices of 
chance, and on the outskirts of the crowd out 
of sight of the vigilant police nimble-fingered 
young men expressed themselves as willing to 
wager money, in sums large or small, as to 
the location of a bit of putty supposed to be 
under one of the three shells which the young 
men aforesaid tossed about the tops of barrel 
heads. : 

But the greatest attraction, next to the 
principal speaker of the day, was exhibited in 
a mammoth wooden tank. The man who had 
the show bawled as loudly as he could: 
“Come up, come up, everybody, and see the 
mammoth sea monster from the Indian 
Ocean. It has four feet, two eyes, and a tail, 
weighing 34,382 pounds. It propels 
itself through the water ~ with the 
speed of thirty knots an _ hour, 
Dr. Livingstone says on page 918 of his travels 
he has often seen these monsters of a weight 
of 30,000 pounds. This is the biggest on earth. 
Every man here today owes it to his wife and 
children to show them this mammoth of the 
deep. The admission is but five cents, with a 
glass of lemonade thrown in.”’ 

The gentleman had on exhibition a fair sized 
sea turtle such as one sees in front of restau- 
rants in cities. It might have weighed a couple 
of hundred pounds and it might not. The 
tank it was in would have held a small drove 
of cattle. There were amusements for those 
desiring diversion, food for the hungry and 
drink for the thirsty. 

The Pride of Girard. 

Girard may well be proud of the success of 
her demonstration, or in the vernacular “‘ Her 
rally.”’ She has cause to be proud of a good 
many things and of the part played by two of 
her citizens in particular. Reference is made 


_to the man who acted as Marshal of the day 


‘and the drum major of the Girard, b d, 
without whom the day would have comé to 
a standstill long before noon. The master of 
ceremonies was a horseman from way back, 
and he was attired like the man who displays 
the dancing horse in the circus. The bridle 
reins were gripped in his left hand and in his 
right he carried a long, red buggy whip on 
which ribbons were knotted. His hands were 
neatly gloved in heavy kid, with broad stitch- 
ing on the backs. 

The drum major’s antics gave enjoyment to 
the young and the old. He wore a frock coat 
always tightly buttoned, and his head was 
shorn of hair until it shone like a young 
onion. With easy grace he maneuvered his 
band through the town, blowing a 
whistle and tossing the staff, indicative 
of his position eas high as the 
tops of the maples in the park. Folks fairly 
shuddered and blinked their eyes lest he miss 
the staff and fail to catch it as it returned to 
earth and it be broken to pieces, but he got 
there every time. The gentleman makes 
harness when he isn’t practicing with the 
staff. He hasn’t done much in the harness 
line lately, because he has been learning 
new movements for this rally. From early 
morn until noon delegations kept coming 
into town. They came from all the little 
towns hereaways, and the local band and the 
master of ceremonies were kept very busy in 
trotting to and from the depot doing the re- 
ceiving act. They generally got somebody to 
receive every time a train came into either 
depot, for Girard has two railroads occupying 
separate depots. Once or twice they made 
water hauls. 

Just before noon Gen. Palmer came up 
from Carlinville and was duly received. Then 
a hundred horsemen galloped their steeds 
around the park so as to cover everybody with 
dirt and dust. As the hands of the clock met 
at high noon every bell in Girard except those 
in the hardware stores rang as if from com- 
mon impulse, “‘ Dinner is ready.”” Everybody 
shouted and a halt in the proceedings was 
called. The drum-major of the Girard band 
unbuttoned his coat. and went home and the 
band dispersed. The master of ceremonies 
paced his steed to his stable, the red buggy- 
whip trailing in the street as he rode along. 
Folks ate, drank, rode in the swing, played 
chuck-a-luck or faro bank according to in- 
dividual inclination. 

Listengmg to the Speeches. 

In the language of a wetl-defined specimen 
of the “‘mossback”’ Democrat, there was a 
“right smart of péople”’ surrounding the lit-

tle. Then a brass band enlivened the enthusi- 


asm by playing “‘ Put My Little Shoes Away,” | 


and Gen. John Mayo Palmer of Springfield 
and Carlinville proceeded to open his canvass 
for the United States Senate and the Demo- 
cratic campaign of 1890. 

Gen. Palmer led out by saying he felt he 
was among strangers, inasmuch as many of 
his old associates had been removed by death. 

‘TI stand in a peculiar position,’ said Mr. 
Palmer. “I have been nominated, strange 
as it may seem, by the Democracy of 
the State—nct by a State convention, 
but by the people of the townships 
and counties in the State—as a candidate 
for Senator. We Democrats must make 
an effort to bring this great body under popu- 
lar control if possible... There is a growing 
tendency on the part of our political institu- 
tions to centralism. Power i§ escaping from 
the hands of the people and is ing collected 
and grasped by other organizay not under 
the control of the people, and, the people of 
Illinois with whom I have ted, feeling 
that the time had come when an effort must 
be made in the direction of in@reased popular 
influence in the government’ of the United 
States, have chosen to nominage me.”’ 


Touching on Speaker Retéd’s Course, 

The House of Representati and the fact 
that the Democrats of the mt Congress 
wanted to be present for the purposes of 
obstruction and not for voting came in fora 
few remarks. Speaker Reed’s policy was de- 
nounced as having no precedent. The minor- 
ity had been made to control the majority. 
Despotism has been established in the House of 
Representatives, the only department of the 
Government elected directly by the people. 
‘“‘ Not being satisfied with this despotic con- 
trol of the House of Representatives in its 
own hall, the same party, Onder the same 
leaders, has determined that the election of 
members in the House of Representatives 
shall be taken from the control of the people 
and placed in the hands of officers appoint- 
ed for their management,” exclaimed Gen. 
Palmer. “The theory is thé people can no 
longer be trusted with the control of the elec- 
tion of a House of Representatives. It. is true 
they say the condition of things in the South is 
the justification. My friends, despotism 
knows no territory. That is a pretense—a 
mere pretext. The real purpose is to subject 
not only Southern but Northern free men to 
the rule of these irresponsible election 
officers. We must, therefore, struggle 
for the recovery of the Senate, and the people 
must control these election,” and having thus 
relieved himself, Gen. Palmer cut the air with 
a vigorous gesture, took a drink of ice-water, 


| and proceeded to indorse the action of the re- 


cent Democratic convention as a step in the 
right direction. Then he spoke of the im- 
portance of the next Legislature and sailed 
onto the subject of “The -Tariff Is a Tax.” 
It was the old story. The farmers were over- 
burdened by taxes to maintain a system of 
protetion which benefited a few wealthy 
men. Continuing, the General said: ‘‘ The 
elecction of Senators by the people is another 
great question. Heretofore the polities of 
this country. has been: contrdlled by two 
States, New York and Indiana. We have, 
with a great degree of devotion, allowed our- 
selves to be dictated to by these States. Is 
that to be endured any longer? 

“Today Illinois is the third State in this 
Union, with its great city on the lake, which 
is to be the great commercial. polis not 
only of the Northwest, the Union, This 
State so abounding with 4 » thi 
in the center of the Northwest, is here- 
after to be the dominant element 
in the . political affairs of this . coun- 
try if the people have the courage to 
emancipate themselves from the narrow views 
to which they have subjugated themselves so 
long. There must be a Northwestern policy, a 
Northwestern policy must be for the largest 
freedom of trade and for the raising of sums 
of money demanded by the actual needs of 
the Government.”’ 

Gen. Palmer’s Compliments to the Press. 

In conclusion Gen. Palmer made reference 
to what hetermed a class of public men and 
to one ortwo great newspapers that attack 
protection and denounce it and characterize 
it as robbery, and yet those same men, those 
same newspapers blindly bandjtogether and 
attack and denounce the very men supporting 
their position.

Mr. Gilbert, Supervisor of the Census, 
figures up Chicago’s population as 1,101,263. 

Mr. Frankland, Superintendent of the 
School Census, comes forward with a total of 
1,205,993, ! 

The first impression on comparing these 
widely different returns is that Mr. Gilbert or 
Mr. Frankland made an error of one figure in 
adding up the sixth column; that Mr. Gilbert's 
figures should read 1,201,263; or Mr. Frank- 
land’g,should be 1,105,998. A discrepancy of 
4,730 would be easily accounted for, 

It is not so easy to account for a difference 
of over 100,000, 

One of two hypotheses must be accepted. 
Mr. Frankland’s enumerators added one to 
every ten, or Mr. Gilbert’s enumerators 
missed one in every ten. Mr. Gilbert says he 
took all possible precautions to see that no one 
was missed. Mr. Frankland says he em- 
ployed nearly all experienced enumerators, 
that he himself had considérable experi- 
ence in census enumeration, “whereas 
Mr. Gilbert had not that advantage; 
that he took a much longer time to the work, 
was not hurried, and therefore probably ob- 
tained more accurate results. 

Mr. Gilbert has insinuated that it was to 
Mr. Frankland’s interest to obtain as large a 
figure as possible, since the school.funds are 
divided on the population ratio, Mr. Frank- 
land suggests that Mr. Gilbert had a political 
are for keeping the figure as low as possi- 

This interchange of personal convictions 
has gone on for several days without any 
material result, and itis time for the chief 
party in interest, the City of Chicago, to take 
a hand in the argument. 

A Chance for Correction, 


Taz Trrisune renews its request that all cit- 
zens who are sure they were missed by the 
Federal Census Supervisor send their names 
and addresses to be forwarded to the proper 
officers. A few weeks ago there were several 
hundred responses to Taz Tripune’s inquiry, 
but Mr. Gilbert claimed the majority of them 
were from sections of districts which his enu- 
merators had not then reached. 

This is purely a question of fact. If Mrp 
Gilbert’s enumeration is approximately cor- 
rect, then Mr. Frankland will find it difficult 
to explain how he allowed his men to make 
such errors without detection. Both the 
school census enumerators and the Federal 
enumerators swore before a notary public 
to the accuracy of their returns, 

No penalty might be found of easy applica- 
tion to the school census enumerators if they 
have padded their returns and made false en- 
tries, but the census law night reach the care- 
less Federal enumerators. The Federal census 
districts averaged about 3,000 persons each, 
and if the school census returns are correct, 
the Federal enumerators omitted on. the 
average, thirty-eight persons. Averages are 
never maintained throughout and hence 


many districts might be found where 100 or - 


more were missed. That would make the 
matter serious enough to be called criminal 
carelessness under the census law.

REVOLUTION DOWN IN GUATEMALA, 


New Terrors Added to the War with Salva- 

D+ serine Latter’s Suceesses Confirmed. 

ASHINGTON, D. C., July 26.—[Special.]— 
At last tidings have been received by the State 
Department from Lansing B. Mizner, the 
United States Minister Resident at Guatemala. 
A few words were received from him yester- 
day by cable merely stating that “‘ Consterna- 
tion and danger exist at Guatemala, owing to 
rumors that the Guatemalan forces have been 
defeated by the Salvadorans.”’ 

Complaint has been made to the State De- 
partment by the Pacific Mail Steamship com- 
pany that the Colima, one of their steam- 
ers, was detained at San José de Guate- 
mala, July 19, by the Guatemalan author- 
ities. The department promptly cabled 
Minister Mizner and again several days later, 
instructing him to report the facts of the case 
to the department, but so far no communica- 
tion has been received from him on the sub- 
ject. Assistant Secretary of State Adee says 
the information so far obtainéd in regard to 
the alleged detention of the steamer Colima 
and the seizure of part of her cargo is con- 
flicting in its character. The Complaint re- 
cites her detention by the authorities of Gua- 
temala July 19, while a subsequent report re- 
cites that she lef San José de Guatemala July 
18 om her way south. 

Mr. Adee believes some time must yet 
elapse before we shall know the exact condi- 
tion of affairs in Central America. The same 
conditions prevailed at the time Gen. Barrios 
was killed, when his death was not definitely 
known here for several weeks r it oc 
curred. Guatemala and Salvador have each 
of them full ion of the telegraphic 
outlets from their respective countries, 
no news is allowed to go forth unless it is 
favorable from their point of view. The 
opinion prevails at the legation of Costa Rica 
that neither she nor Nicaragua is likely to 
take any active part in the present struggle 
between Guatemala and Salvador. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 26.—[Special.]— 
Sefior Domingo Estrada, Consul-General for 
Guatemala in this city. today received the fol- 
lowing from the Guatemalan Minister in the 
City of Mexico, dated July 25: . 

“Guatemala accepts the war which has 
been provoked by Salvador. Salvador’s army 
was routed by our troops on the 23d inst. 
The seizure of arms on the steamer Colima by 
the Guatemalan authorities took place with 
the consent of the agent of the steamship 
company and of the American Minister, 
by virtue of a provision in the con- 
tract existing between the §Govern- 
ment of Guatemala and the Pacific Mail 
Steamship company, which reads: ‘This 
company binds itself not to permit troops or 
ammunitions of war to be carrried on board 
of its steamers from any of the ports of call 
to ports of or adjacent to Guatemala if there 
is any reason to believe that these troops or 
materials will be used againstthe Government 
of Guatemala, or if pillage or war seems to be 
intended.’ ”’ 

Sefior Estrada is of the: opinion that the 
hostilities will be-of short duration, because 
neither party to the conflict is able to bear the 
heavy costs of war, and beéides because the 
rainy season, which is now in Pp makes 
strategic movements in the regions involved 
a physical impossibility on aécount of swollen 
rivers and roads made impassable by heavy 
rains. 

City or Mexico, July 26—Via Galveston.— 
It is stated here that the Guatemalan author- 
ities have cut the land telegraph lines, so that 
no news can be sent from that quarter. It is 
reported that there is considerable dissatis- 
faction in the Guatemalan ranks.

How the Heligoland Cession Bill Carried. 


As the debate on the second reading of the 
bill for the cession of Heligoland to Germany 
progressed toward the division in the House 
of Commons iast night it was apparent that 
Mr. Gladstone’s refusal to discuss the agree- 
ment with the German Government on its sole 
and individual merits had completely disor- 
ganized the line of attack upon the Cabinet 
which hdd been mapped out by the opposition. 
The result was that the fight against the meas- 
ure was limp and ineffective, and the criticisms 
which the speakers on the Liberal side had 


speakers, turned out rather feeble, because 
there was no heart left in their work after 
their great leader’s withdrawal from the 
contest. This state of affairs re- 
sulted in a large majority for~ the 
Government, the bill passing its second read- 
ing in the Commons by a vote of 209 to 61. 
Not only Mr. Gladstone, but all the other Lib- 
eral leaders as well, abstained from the divis- 
ion, and a number of the Radicals followed 
suit. In the majority were included the votes 
of Lord Hartington, Sir Henry James, Mr. 
Chamberlain, and Mr. Bradlaugh. 
Salisbury’s Foreign Policy Upheld. 

This attitude of the opposition toward the 
Heligoland bill has greatly encouraged the 
Conservatives, as they regard it as a recogn\- 
tion by the best men of all parties of the wis- 
dom of Lord Salisbury’s foreign policy. Per- 
haps this is rather a sweeping deduction, par- 
ticularly in view of Lord Salisbury’s signal 
failure thus far in his management of trans- 
atlantic diplomatic matters; but it demon- 
strates the confidence which is felt in his 
handling of England’s relations with the na- 
tions and territory of the Old World and the 
general acceptance of even the less popular 
features of his African settlement. The vote 
will certainly help Lord Salisbury perceptibly 
in his diplomatic contest with M. Ribot 
over the Protectorate of Zanzibar and the 
French claims in that island. 

Englishmen Popular in Zanzibar. 

Private advices from Zanzibar state that all 
the foreigners except the Germans welcome 
the establishment of a British protectorate. 
They are certain that it will tend to increase 
the commerce of the place. The English are 
popular there, while the Germans frighten the 
Africans, offend the other Europeans, and 
terrorize the Arabs. The German residents 
are disappointed at the establishment of the 
British protectorate. 


Prehibition of Cattle Importation. 
Since the deputation of members of Par- 
liament and others interested in Mr. Plimsoll’s 
bill for the restriction of deck loading, par- 
A, ticularly with regard to the cruelty inflicted 
on cattle by crowding during transit across 
the Atlantic, waited on Mr. Smith, 
First Lord of the Treasury, and 
Sir. Michael Hicks-Beach, President of the 
Board of Trade, Thursday évening, the 
Board of Agriculture, of which Sir Henry 
Chaplin, who is also a member of the Cabinet, 
is President, has decided to enforce the act of 
1878, which has been altogether neglected of 
late years and which limits the deck loading 
of cattle and prohibits the carriage of ani- 
whls on deck at all during the winter season. 
This act contains also other stringent provi- 
sions which are designed to  pre- 
vent overcrowding, and it empowers the 
Privy Council to pass regulations 
' to protect animals carried by sea against the 
evils complained of. Sir Michael referred 
this act, and promised to see Mr. 
aplin about it, and his suggestion has met 
with the above result. During the coming 
session of Parliament the Government 
will support the bill, which is designed to 
enact certain penalties for cruelties to cattle 
in transit. The trouble heretofore has been 
that the regulations already existing have not 
been applied to trans-atlantic vessels, and so 
have not affected cattle coming from America. 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach’s remarks in 
‘ speaking to the delegation Thursday night 
seem to indicate that it is the intention of the 
Government to make the bill, under the 
guise of a humane measure, a prohi- 
bition of the importation of American 
eattle. At all events, the labor members of 
the Huuse of Commons already express them- 
selves as ready to back Mr. Plimsoll’s bill, 
with the understaanding that it proposes to 
prohibit thé importation of live cattle. Any 
such measure, however, will meet with fierce 
opposition, and is certain of rejection when it 
comes to a vote in Parliament. 
Matters in Bulgaria Continuing Serious. 
It is learned from Constantinople that as a 
«onsequence of the menacing tone of the 
Russian note addressed to the Turkish Gov- 
ernment concerning the possible reply of the 
Porte to the Bulgarian note asking for 
the recognition by that power of the 
present, position of the Principality 
the .Sultan’s Ministers, thrown into a 
sort of panic by the formidable attitude of the 
St. Petersburg Government, propose to annul 
the firman recently issued which granted to 
three Bulgarian‘ Bishops three vacant sees in 
‘Macedonia, and for which out of courtesy M.

A MEETING BETWEEN BISMARCK AND 
HIS EMPEROR IMPENDING. 


Improving [Prospects of a Russo-German 
Understanding—A Scandinavian Coali- 
tion—Bismarck Fears Nothing but Tri- 
fling with Anarchists—German Socialists 
Not a Happy Family—The Medical Con- 
gress—Empress Frederick’s Forthcoming 
Book.

Bert, July 26.—Emperor William will 
arrive on Monday at Wilhelmshaven, where 
he will hold a ministerial council. The 
officials here do not expect that he will come 
to Berlin, as his program is 80 
crowded that he will hardly have 
time to visit the capital. It is whis- 
pered that busy as the Emperor may be, he 
has sent a communication to Prince Bismarck 
intimating a desire to make a short visit at 
Friedrichsruhe. The Emperor is_ utterly 
averse to all public action against the 
Prince on account of his public utterances on 
State affairs, and desires a conciliatory meet- 
ing with his former Chancellor. Besides the 
annoyance arising from Bismarck’s pub- 
lished interviews,the Emperor must have been 
stung by the Prince’s personal = sar- 


‘casms, made with the apparent intention that 


they should be repeated in the court circle. 
The question of how to silence him probably 
occupies the Kaiser’s mind fully as much as 
do the critical developments in the East. 
Meantime all idea of adopting legal measures 
to suppress the ex-Chancellor’s utterances 
have been abandoned, Prince Bismarck 
has paved the way for an amicable 
meeting by a letter sent to Chancellor 
von Caprivi in response to an 
inquiry connected with the business of the 
Chancellerie, in which he expressed a desire 
to see the Emperor as soon as he returned 
from Norway.

Within a 
month, therefore, it will be known whether 
the German-Austrian relations with Russia 
will be more friendly or strained to the point 
of rupture. 

The Grashdonin of St. Petersburg, edited b 
Prince Mestshersky, which is credited wit 
an occasional inspiration by the Czar, says 
the Russian policy is on the eve of a change, 
which will harmonize the German and Russian 
policies in the Balkans; that negotiations 
are coming to a climax, and _ that 
the coming interview will re- 
establish clauses in the Berlin treaty which 
are now violated. The basis of the expected 
arrangements appears to be the Czar’s ac- 
ceptance of Emperor William’s candidate for 
the Bulgarian throne. Events in Bulgaria 
however, may precipitate a revolution and 
nullify the Emperor’s diplomacy before the 
rulers confer. 

Preparing for an Emergency. 

In view of a failure of the negotiations, 
ledding to a. final rupture with Russia, 
the Emperor, during his recent visits 
to Copenhagen and Christiania, revived 
the proposal for a Scandinavian co- 
alition, including the reabsorption of 
Finland by Sweden... The Czar’s ukases, tend- 
ing toward a complete’ Russification of Fin- 
land, create a feeling of intense discontent, 
which is ripening toward revolt. The Em- 
peror offered King Oscar as the price of Swe- 
den’s entry in the Dreibund the prospective 
restoration of Finland. 

The Ex-Chancellor on the Situation. 

Prince Bismarck, giving the Novoe Vremya 
correspondent a second interview, deplored 
the menacing aspect of affairs and said he felt 
that it was now more than ever his chief duty 
to try to assure the peace of Europe. Why, he 
asked, should Germany continue to regard 
Russia as an inevitable enemy. At the 
present moment, he said, absolutely no 
reason existed for a German war with 
Russia, and an attack on Russia by the Ger- 
mans was inconceiyable on any good grounds. 
Germany's @nergigs ought to be concentrated 
in dealing with the dangers of socialism. The 
longer the State gave away to the Anarchists’ 
demands the bloodier would be the issue, 

The whole tenor of the interview wupqorts 
that Bismarck, if unreconciled to the Kaiser, 
will become a formidable opponent in an 
line of foreign policy involving a quarrel with. 
Russia.

Contentions Among Socialists. 

The Socialist committees have intrusted to 
Herren Bebel, Liebknecht, Singer, and Auer 
the preparation of a plan for the reorganiza- 
tion of the party to be presented to the con- 
gress which meets in Berlinin October. | 

The language of the Volks Tribune, which 
is edited by the extremist Schippel, forebodes 
increasing friction between the different sec- 
tions of the party. Herr Liebknecht’s paper, 
the Volksblatt, declares that the Berlin con- 
gress will prove the solidarity of the party and 
show the world a united German democracy 
prepared to battle with new arms on a 
vaster battle field. As to individuals 
who manifest a lack discipline, 
the Volksblatt settles them by chasing them 
out ofthe party. Herr. Schippel hasn’t the 
bulk of the Socialists behind him, but what he 
wants in numbers he makes up in the fervor 
of his ideas and his unwearied propaganda is 
fast converting the masses from the policy of 
moderation advocated by the older Social- 
ists. The Bresden Arbeiter Zeitung and the 
Madgburg Volkstimme accurately reflect the 
feelings of the more extreme side in accusing 
Bebel and Liebknecht of exercising a choking 
influence on Socialist activities enervating the 
proletarian agitation. 

The Coming Medical Congress,

Last winter 
Judge Marshall had an

7, when he had a se- 

vere attack of cholera- 


fects of which he never 
rallied. He _ con- 
tinued to grow worse, 
and Thursday evening 
JUDGE 8. 8. MARSHALL. sank into a comatose 
condition and remained unconscious until the 
end came. 

The funeral will take place at1o’clock Mon- 
day. 

[Samuel Scott Marshall was born near Shawnee- 
town, Gallatin County, Ill., March 12, 1821. He 
spent two years at Cumberland Vorlegs; Prince- 
ton, Ky., but his advancement in knowledge was 
due more to assiduous private study than|to_ edu- 
cational facilities. He studied law with Judge 
Henry Eddy of Shawneetown, and on ad- 
mitted to the bar at once took high rank asa 
lawyer. In 1846 he was elected to the islature, 
and in 1847 was elected by that body Prosecuting- 
Attorney of the Third Judicial District. 
In 1851 he was elected Judge of the Seventh Judi- 
cial Circuit, and in 1854 resigned to me a 
Representative in Congress. .He was reélected in 
1856, but was not a candidate in 1858. In 1861 he 
was elected Judge of the Twelfth Judicial Circuit 
and in 1864 resigned to again become a member o 
Congress, to which ition he was reélected four 
successive times. politics Judge Marshall was 
a strong Democrat, and during his life was a 
power in that party in the State and Nation. }

It has 
a 6 feet 6 inch front wheel, and the estimated 
speed is fourteen miles an hour. .

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LATEST GAS ORDINANCE, 


PURPOSE OF THE PEOPLE WHO ARE 
BACK OF THE PROJ ECT, 


A Denial That the Scheme Has Any Con- 


nection with ‘the Standard Oil Company 
—Mr. Fizer Is Confronted with Two 
Wives and Owns Up—Mr. Yerkes De- 
termined to Have Ne Union Among His 
Employes—Other Local News, 

A Chicago capitalist, who declined to permit 
the use of his name, said of the gas ordinance 
considered at the Council Monday night: 

“They are all wrong in calling that a Stand- 
ard Vil affair. Here are the facts: About two 


_years ago a party of Chicago and Eastern peo- 
‘ple accumulated gas lands and leases in Indi- 


ana with the intention of making an arrange- 
ment with the Chicago Gas Trust company to 
pipe the gas to this city. Just about the time 
everything was in readiness to go ahead law- 
suits came on, the consequence being that the 
scheme was dropped. Afterwards it was re- 
vived, more suits came, and the matter was 
dropped again. This was done three times. 

“ At last the Chicago people became dissat- 
isfied with the way the matter was being treat- 
ed and insisted that the Eastern people should 
either go on or drop out and let others take 
their places. The effect of this was that all 
but one of the Eastern members of the syndic- 
ate sold ont, their shares being taken by Chi- 
cago people. 

“The plan originally was to have the Gas 
Trust company take the whole business into 
its hands, guarantee the bonds of the Indiana 
company, which was necessary to conform to 
legal requirements so as to condemn rights 
of way. The Gas Trust company was also 
to guarantee the money which would 
be reqmred to carry on the project. 
After the downfall of the Gas Trust 
company of course this plan was impractica, 
ble, and on the selling out of the Eastern peo- 
ple the others concluded that, instead of hav- 
ing bonds guaranteed, etc., it would be best 
to put the cash into the enterprise and go on 
with it ona cash basis. Accordingly each one 
interested agreed to put in his share and the 
first two installments have been paid. 

‘Prior to calling the installments, however 
an agreement was made with the Consumers 
company to take whatever natural gas it 
could and convey it through its pipes. At the 
same time it was considered proper to organ- 
ize a Natural Gas company, whose province it 
would. be to take the natural gas at ‘the State 
line and deliver it in‘ this city. | This is the 
ordinance presented to the City Council for 
the Chicago Economical Fuel-Gas company. 
The purpose of the company is to re- 
ceive and distribute whatever fuel gas is not 
taken by the Consumers’ company, the object 
being to eventually cut loose from the Con- 
sumers’ company entirely. It is not consid- 
ered good policy to tear up the streets and lay 
pipe until the rcapacity of the Consumers’ 
pipes is overtaxed. When that time arrives 
then the other company will be in operation 
and I expect as much as 50,000,000 cubic feet 
of gas will be delivered in the City of Chicago 
in a day of twenty-four hours in the course of 
the next three years. 

“I would also say that the Standard Oil 
company has no connection with the matter 
whatever. In fact, I do not think a single 
person interested in the project is in any way 
connected with the Standard Oil company. 

‘**In regard to the price which is fixed-in the 
ordinance: Natural gas being much more 
powerful and having much greater heating 
qualities than manufactured gas is worth a 
great deal more. The price, net, has been 
fixed at fifty cents per thousand, and consider- 


“ing the risk the parties are taking in putting 


their money into the business, I do not think 
it at all excessive. To getthe gas to Chicago 
two large pumping stations must be erected, 
the distance that the gas is forced being 
about 150 miles, the nearest ground being 123 
miles ina straight line. You can therefore 
understand that the cost is much greater than 
ary other natural gas that is supplied in any 
Every mile that the gas is forced 
costs more than a proportionate increase in 
the cost of delivering it at the end of the pipe. 
That is to say, if it costs a certain amount to 
force it fifty miles it would cost ten times 
that sum to force it one hundred miles.”’ 

The friends of the ordinance count on its 
certain passage Monday, and that, too, with- 
out material change. They say that in addi- 
tion to thethirty-two Aldermen who voted for 
it Friday night it will receive the votes of 
Vierling, who is expected back to defend his 
ordinance, L. B. Dixon, Hepburn, Duer, Mar- 
tin, Jackson, Harris, Kelly, and Kerr. Per- 
haps all of these Aldermen have not been con- 
suited. Unless the supporters consent to 
amendments there will be a prolonged con- 
test over the matter.

NO UNIONS AMONG HIS EMPLOYES. 


Mr. Yerkes Says His Men Do Not Need Any 
“ Association.” 

President Yerkes said to a Trrsunz reporter 
yesterday, speaking of the new union the men 
claim to have formed: ‘Sooner than allow 
my company to be dictated to by a crowd of 
men under the leadership of Socialists and 
Anarchists I will discharge every one on the 
road. I will not tolerate any union among 
the men, and every one who joins any labor 
association will be minus his job.” These 
words from the head of the North Side Street 
railway company can be given but one con- 
struction and that is obvious. 

‘It is the result of the agitation of.dis- 
charged employés who wish to stir up discon- 
tent among our men,” Mr. Yerkes said, “ and . 
itis nota general movement on the part of 
the men themselves.”’ 

‘Would you object to the starting of a be- 
nevolent association?’ 

“ Of what benefit would that be to the men? 
They would have dues and assessments to pay. 

- While the company has in operation for their 
benefit a benevolent institution, if you 
can call it that, which is far 
ahead of anything they can get up. 
In case € man is taken sick while on duty the 
company furnishes him with a physician free 
of charge, allows him one-third of his regular 
pay during a period of three months, we sup- 
PGing that if not well at the expiration of 

time he is a chronic invalid. In case of 
death $400 is paid his widow, or persons en- 
titled to his death benefit. Not one penny is 
deducted from the men’s wages to pay for all 
this, the company assuming the payments 
themselves.”’

SAYS THE SURVEYS ARE TOO SLOW. 


President Nelson Dissatisfied with the 
Work of the Engineers. 

President Murry Nelson of the Drainage 
Board is not satisfied with the progress of the 
engineering department in its work of mak- 
ing surveys, and he said so yesterday at the 


regular meeting. He had been told that it 
would be 100 days from Aug. 1 before any re- 
port would be made on the engineering work, 
and he thought that he knew as much now as he 
would know in three months. ‘ My business 
judgment may not be in order now,”’ he said, 
“but I believe that if we don’t use our busi- 
ness judgment against the technical science of 
this department these vague surveys may con- 
tinue for months to come. I think it is time 
to do something, and I want some one to act 
with me in pushing the work.”’ 

Judge Prendergast agreed to some extent 
with Mr. Nelson and revived the proposal 
made by Commissioner Hotz at the last meet- 
ing to appoint a committee to act with the 
engineer. He voted against the proposition 
when it was first made, he said, but he had 
changed his mind. He renewed it in the form 
of a resolution as follows: 

That a committee of three be appointed by the 
President on engineering which shall have charge 
of the execution of the orders of the con- 
cerning the engineering work of the district and 
report to the board from time to time. 

Commissioner Hotz opposed the resolution 
because it looked like pushing the engineer. 
His proposition of the week before meant co- 
operation. He thought it might be advisable 
to aid Mr, Cooley in ascertaining the super- 
ficial area for condemnation purposes, thus 
hurrying on the work. 

‘Tl have changed my mind materially upon 
the point,’”’ said Judge Prendergast. Once 
I thought we might be able to prepare several 
condemnation cases, but I now doubt if any 
court would entertain more than one.” 

The resolution was then adopted, notwith- 
standing the opposition of Mr. Altpeter. 
Messrs. Prendergast, Wenter, and Holz were 
named as the committee. 

The Committee on Permanent Headquar- 
ters made a report favoring the Monon Build- 
ing on Dearborn street. There being some 
opposition action was deferred for one week. 

The Finance Committee reported the form 
of a:note for the $25,000 that is to be borrowed 
for current expenses. The note is payable on 
or before May 1 with interest at the rate of 5 
percent. The money is to be borrowed from 
the Continental National Bank. Some 
changes in the rules were then made, the most 
important being: 

All ordinances of the board and all its acts 
orders, and resolutions involving the incurring of 
indebtedness or the expenditure of money shall, 
after their passage, be filed in the oflice of the 
Clerk and recorded by him in a book to be kept 
for the purpose, and such record shall be signed 
by the President and Clerk. 

In all cases where a resolution or motion is en- 
tered on the minutes of the board the names of 
the members moving and seconding the same 
shall be entered also. 

A resolution changing the time of meeting 
to Friday afternoon at 3 o’clock for the sum- 
mer was presented. With the others this will 
be considered next Saturday.

A Committee Appointed to Get Co-opera- 
tion of the Press.

that Oscar Neebe should be released from the 
penitentiary,. held a brief session yesterday, 
Mr. Matt Benner presiding, at the rooms of 
the Personal Rights League, No. 95 Fifth ave- 
nue.

THE NORTH TOWN ASSESSMENT. 


An Increase of $820,680, Principally in Real 
Estate Along the Lake. 

The North Town assessment has been com- 
pleted.

CAUSED DEATH AND RUIN. 


LAWRENCE, MASS., VISITED BY A DE- 
STRUCTIVE CYCLONE, 


i. 


Eight People Killed, Many Badly Injured, 
and Hundreds Left Without Homes— 
Buildings Carried from Their, Founda- 
tions and Crushed Upon Their Occupants 
~—List of the Victims—How the Storm 
Approached the Town. 

Bostoy, Mass., July 26.—(Special.]~The 
flourishing city of Lawrence was visited today 
by one of the most sudden and destructive 
cyclones known to the Eastern States, and 
eight persons were killed, sixty seriously’ in- 
jured, seventy buildings were wrecked or de- 
stroyed, and 600 people made homeless. Such 
is the summary of thecatastrophe. The'prop- 
erty loss will aggregate about $125,000. 

Bfortunately, it will fall almost wholly 
upom the industrious poor, and in only a sin- 
gle case was it insured against the elements. 

The path of the storm was only about 400 feet 

wide, but starting from the Boston and 

Maine railroad station’ in the southern 

section of the city it extended parallel with 

the Merrimac River four miles clear into An- 
dover. The force of it ceased as suddenly as 
it had appeared. Qn one side of a road where 
it ended the windows and blinds of a/farm- 
house are wrenched and shattered, while just 
across not as much as a vine or a rosebush is 
disturbed. About a mile of this path lay 
through South Lawrence; the ground was low 
and new and during the last dozen years has 

been covered by the cottages of the mill 

employés. They averaged about $2,000 

in value, and the wind swept them down like 

80 many card houses. The storm struck the 

city shortly before 10 o’clock. 

Miraculous Escape from Death. 

The northern boundary of the belt of de- 
struction was but three streets south of the 
lofty mills, with theit busy throngs of thou- 
sands of workers, showing how narrow was 
the escape from more appalling loss of life 
and property. 

Buildings were crushed like eggshells. Some 
were lifted from their foundations and dashed 
to pieces. Others were tipped over or blown 
from their position and more or less dam- 
aged, The air was filled with flying débris. 
Most of those who met death inthe wreck 
were killed instantly. Many lay unconscious 
or groaning in the ruins of their homes. 
The survivors were too much terrified to 
know where or when the cy- 
clone ended its course, but the 
train of ruin in its path showed that 
ittouched the earth at or near the cricket 
grounds, crossed Emmett street, Broadway, 
the railroad, and Parker street, and entered 
Springfield street at its southwest end, tra- 
versed its entire length, demolished nearly 
everything in its course, including one house 
on Foster street and two on South Union 
street, where they cross Springfield street, 
passed from Springfield street .into Union 
square, leveling over 500 trees, and thence 
over Shawseen River into the Town of An- 
dover, where it exhausted its fury on trees and 
fences. 


Caring for the Injured. 

As soon as the survivors realized the extent 
of the devastating work word was sent 'to the 
police station and ambulances with ajsquad 
of officers started for the scene. 

An alarm was rung in and the firemen ren- 
dered great assistance in removing the in- 
jured from the ruins, The ambulances car- 
ried several loads of mangled and crushed 
human beings to the hospital. Others were 
taken to private houses. 

The work of devastation began at the cricket 
grounds on the southwest with the uprooting 
of a number of trees.. On-Emmett street the 
wind lifted a story and a half house belonging 
to Thomas Evans bodily and slapped it into 
the roadway a complete wreck. Mr. Evans, 
his wife, and baby were in the house at the 
time, but escaped without injury. House No. 19 
Emmett street, occupied by a family: named 
Daley, was lifted from its foundation and 
dashed down. No. 6 was partly moved from its 
foundation. In the rear of No. 6 was a story 
and a half house, occupied by James Lyons 
and family. Hearing the approach of the 
storm Lyons rushed into the house, seized his 
baby from his wife’s arms, and fled to the 
street. Both man and child escaped, but the 
dead body of Mrs. Lyons was subsequently 
taken from the ruins of her dwelling. 

At the foot of Saunders court a switch- 
house in which Michael Higgins, a section 
hand, was standing was taken up bodily by 
the wind and carried under the overhead rail- 
road bridge cro. sing Salem street, where Hig- 
gins fell out and was instantly killed. The rail- 
ing on this bridge was taken off as though 
with a knife. Several houses were smashed 
here. F. S. Cars, chief clerk in the Boston 
and Maine car-shops, says there were a sudden 
rumbling sound and darkness. Timbers and 
trees flew by the car-shops at a terrible rate. 
When this had passed he and other occupants 
of the shops saw that the Cutler House was in 
ruins, and summoned help and they began 
at once to search the ruins, Miss Flos- 
sie Cutler was found in the cellar 
with a sprained ankle. Mrs. Cutler was found 
in the ruins hurt. Little Helen Cutler was 
crossing the Salem street bridge at the time 
within a stone’s throw of her home, and was 
buried beneath a pile of lumber and ruins. 
She was found and dug out, but has since died 
from concussion of the brain.

Buenos Ayres, the Capital of the Argentine 
Republic, in Open Revolt. 
_Busnos Ayres, July 26—Noon.—A revolu- 
tion has broken out here this morning. The 
troops inthe garrison rebelled and firing is 
now goingon. All the shops are Closed on 
account of the battle raging in the streets. 
Sefior Garcia, Minister.of Finance, is held a 
prisoner by the revolutionists. . 

1:50 Pp. m.—Desperate fighting is now going 
on. Many have been killed on both sides. 
The insurgents are advancing toward the 
Plaza de la Victoria, where the President’s 

alace and the town-hall are located. The 
resident has escaped to Rosario. 

3:10 Pp. M.—A revolutionary government is 
announced with Sefior Arem as President and 
Sefior Romero as Minister of Finance. 

_ The authorities still hold out, but the revolu- 
tionary movement is extending hourly. 

[Buenos Ayres, the Capital and the seat of gov- 
ernment of the Argentine Republic, is the most 
flourishing of the South American cities, due, no 
doubt, to the presence of a large foreign popula- 
tion. Itis located on the southern bank of the 
La Plata River, about 200 miles from tide-water, 
and possessed of a harbor accessible to a portion 
of sea-going vessels and doing an_ immense busi- 
ness. The city was founded in 1578 by the Spanish 
conquerors, and is remarkable for its many hend- 
some buildings and architectural monuments. It 
contains quite a number of educational institu- 
tions of high rank. and shows everywhere the in- 
fluence of the most modern European civilization. 
The population in 1887 amounted to 459,663, nearly 
one-quarter of which are Englishmen, Americans, 


end net ne of Republic. The business of 
city reached in 1584 $73,000,000 in imports and 
$44,813,000 in exports, being about two-thirds of 
the entire trade of the Argentine Republic. There 
are seven banks with an aggregate of capital and 
deposits amounting to $133,000,000; then there are 
eighty-two newspapers, including twenty-five 
dailies, horse-railroads, and other modern im- 

rovements. Up to 1580 Buenos Ayres was the 

apital of the State of the same name, which for 
a song, time resisted its absorption into the Argen- 
tine Republic, but since that time it has been 
Grverecc as a national district. It is not un- 

ikely that the present troubles are but a renewal 
of the st ruggles of the State of Buenos Ayres for 
autonomy, which has never taken very kindly to 
the role it has ta, play in the Argentine Resaiiie 
and was forced into it only by the intervention of 
Chili and Brazil. The trade of the United States 
with Buenos Ayres amounted in 1887 to $11,004,553 
exports to and $5,938,808 imports from the Argen-

Mr. Cooper claimed -that the rulings made in 
compliance with this request were unjust and 
unfair to practitioners other than Lemon, and 
asserted that the bureau had been engaged 
fora long time almost exclusively in the 
consideration and advancement of Lemon’s 
cases. 

Mr. Cooper also called the attention of the 
committee to-the charge relative to the 
refrigerator company. é said that he un- 
derstood on credible information that a 
large number of employés of the Pension Of- 
fice had stock in that Corporation, and that 
Private Secretary Tanner had devoted much 
of his time to it which should have been given 
to the work of the office. The report con- 
tinues: 

The committee had no testimony except that of 
Mr. Cooper and copies of documents produced by 
him, ant they called no other witnesses because 
Mr. Cooper- declined to give the names of persons 
who he said had personal knowledge of the trans- 
actions charged, although requested to do so. He 
ussumed, as a Representative, the charges made 
against the Commissioner, and assured the com- 
mittee that he would furnish fall and satisfactory 
proof to establish them before any committee 
which the House shall establish to conduct the 
lnvestigation. 

The committee deems it proper to state that 
nearly all the essential statements of Mr. Cooper 
are hearsay and his conclusions conjectural. It 
does not know whether they are true or false; but 
whether true or false, your committee believes that 
an investigation should be had to the end that the 
truth may be ascertained The public service 
must not rest under even a suspicion and 
the character of public officials must 
be so clean and their administration so honorable 
and straightforward as to command the public 
confidence and withstand the most careful scruti- 
ny. Every public official should invite the most 
careful investigation of his public and official 
acts, and your committee believes that Gen. 
Raum, whose public and private character has 
been heretofore without the taint of suspicion, 
-~vill gladly promote the investigation. 

After this matter had been disposed of the 
House went into Committee of ithe Whole 
(Mr. Burrows of Michigan in the chair) on 
me Senate amendments to the Sundry Civil 
bill.

The Senate Interested in France’s War

Wasurnetor, D. C., July 26.—In the Senate

corn-meal, and other breadstuffs, preserved 
meats, fruits, hides, vegetables, cotton-seed 
cil, rice, and other provisions, all articles of 
food, lumber, furniture, and all other articles 
of wood, agricultural implements and machin- 
ery, structural steel and iron and steel rails, 
ocomotives, railway cars and supplies, street 
cars, refined roleum, and such other prod- 
ucts of the United States as may be agreed 
upon ; but declaring that it is not the sense of 
the United States that, in any such treaty of 
reciprocal arrangement, the articles of foreign 
wool and hides, in any form, should be ad- 
mitted free -into the ports of this 
country; and it requests the President 
of the United States to omit in any 
such treaty or reciprocal arrangement 
with any such nation, from the . list of 
products of such corntries to be admitted 
into the ports of the United States, the article 
of wool in any of its forms, and also hides.

How the[Cattle Business Will Be Affected 
by the Plimsoll Bill. 


Toronto, Ont., July 26.—[Special.}|—The 


passage in the British House of Commons of 
| Plimsoll’s bill prohibiting the importation of 
live cattle for food from parts situated west 
of 12 degrees west longitude will have a dis- 
astrous effect on the Canadian export trade. 
Canadian dealers are enabled to profitably 
compete with American exporters only be- 
cause of the provision by which they are al- 
lowed to take their cattle into the interior of 
England on the hoof, which privilege is de- 
nied Americans. Exporters from the West- 
ern States, raising their cattle on the prairie, 
can sell them at a lower figure than the dealer 
this side of the line, but the Canadian cattle 
by reason of the privilege of being taken in- 
land alive recover from the effect of the voy- 
age sufficiently to bring one to three cents per 
pound higher than American cattle, which 
must be slaughtered unon landing at Liver- 
pool. Cattle dealers here are of course op- 
posed to .Plimsoll’s bill, and say there is no 
unnecessary suffering among cattle on board 
ship if properly loaded. No ship should be 
allowed to carry cattle on more than two 
decks, and no cattle should be allowed to go 
out of the country on top decks.

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OBSTACLES IN THE WAY. 


DIFFICULTIES MET IN THE EFFORT 
TO ADVANCE WESTEEN RATES. 


The Division of Traffic Arrangement Can- 
not Be Carried Out Unless Omaha and 
Council Bluffs Are Included—Notice 
Given by the Alton of Intention to Ke- 
duce Gtain Rates— Sleeping-Car Kate 
War Improbable. 


It is by no means certain that the agree- 
ment made last Friday between the managers 
of the roads in the Southwestern Division of 
the Western Freight Association for a di- 
vision of traffic and an advance in rates be- 
tween Chicago and Southwestern Missouri 
River points will be ratified by the general 
meeting to be held in this city next Wednes- 
day. While all the roads in the Southwestern 
Division of the Western Freight Association 
have given their assent to the proposed agree- 
ment, yet some of those roads think that it 
cannot be successfully carried out unless the 
Council Bluffs and Omaha roads join in the 
arrangement. With the latter gateway open 
it is feared that the Northwestern and Burling- 
ton would get away with the bulk of the traf- 
fic to and from points west of the Missouri. 
The Northwestern, in connection with the 
Union Pacific, can get into the territory of 
the Southwestern roads via the St. Marysville 
cut-off, and the Burlington could take the bulk 
of its Kansas and Southern Nebraska business 
via Plattsmouth without having to account for 
it to the Southwestern Association. The North- 
western road will under no consideration 
join in a division of traffic arrangement, for 
the alleged reason that such an arrangement 
is contrary to.the provisions of the Inter-State 
Commerce. law; but some of its competitors 
claim that its opposition is due to the fact that 
such arrangement would interfere with its 
Union Pacific contract. 

But, aside from this, other obstacles will 
have to be surmounted before the rates an- 
nounced in yesterday’s TRIBUNE can be put in 
effect. The Alton insists that grain rates from 
the Missouri River must be reduced at the 
same time that the rates on cattle, provisions, 
and dressed beef are advanced. The Santa 
Fé and one or two other roads are bitterly op- 
posed to a reduction in grain rates, but the 
Alton is inexorable on that point and yester- 
day notified Chairman Midgley of its inten- 
tion to put in effect a rate of 20 cents on wheat 
and 17 cents on corn and oats from Kansas 
City to Chicago, no matter whether the other 
-roads agree to those rates or not. 
people agree with the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission that the present 
rates on grain from the Missouri 
River are excessive, and therefore  pro- 
pose accept the rates recommended 
by the commission. If the grain rates pro- 

by the Alton are accepted by the other 
roads it probably will submit to the proposi- 
tion to advance Bee wh rates to the basis of 15 
cents per 100 pounds from Chicago to the Mis- 
souri River. The question of the restoration 
of salt and wool rates also will cut quite a 
figure at Wednesday’s meeting, as those rates 
* cannot easily be advanced owing to the fact 
that contracts at. the present rate have been 
made by some of the roads. 


AN ABSURD RUMOR. 


No Prospect of a War on Sleeping-Car 
Rates. 

An evening paper published the absurd rvu- 
mor yesterday that the Pullman and Wagner 
Sleeping-Car companies were about to engage 
in a serious rate war. While it would no 
doubt be gratifying to the public if a reduc- 
tion in the present exorbitant charges for 
sleeping-car accommodations were made, 
there is not the slightest prospect that this 
will be done voluntarily by the two great cor- 
poratiens which control the entire sleeping-car 
service of this country. The only chance for 
the public toever enjoy lower sleeping-car 
rates than are now in effect would be by Con- 

ional or islative action. Both Mr. 
liman and the Vanderbilts (the latter own- 
ing the Wagnercompany) have too good an 
eye for the main chance to engage in a 
rate war. During all their squabbles and dis- 
agreements they have never had any trouble 
as regards the maintenance of rates. Neither 
could gain anything by sucha fight. A rate 
war would not help them to adjust the con- 
tentions between them. Both 1e8 
are 80 wealthy and powerful that 
they. could stand ‘a rate war for 
any length of time and neither would feel the 
loss very seriously. The bone of contention 
between the two companies is as to which is 
to have the greater number of roads over 
which to run its cars. Tie Wagner cars 
run almost exclusively over lines owned and 
controlled by the Vanderbilts, and the reason 
that Wagner cars have lately supplanted Pull- 
man cars on a large number of roads is due 
to the fact that the Vanderbilts have acquired 
control or a large interest in such roads. The 
only way by which Mr. Pullman can hope to 
keep the Nid. nap ears from obtaining further 
foothold in the territory he now controls is to 
give his roads favorable terms and make long- 
time contracts with them. This is the course 
Mr. Pullman has pursued for some time past, 
and he, no doubt, intends to pursue that 
course in the future, or at least until such 
time ag an agreenient can be perfected be- 
tween fhe two companies for an amalgama- 
tion of interests. 


AT HOME IN CHICAGO, 


The Removal of the St. Paul’s Offices Ac- 
complished Yesterday. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul rail- 
road company yesterday contributed about 
275 persons to the population of Chicago, and 
Milwaukee’s population has been decreased to 
that extent. The general offices of the com- 
pany were removed to this city and occupy 
two entire floors—the second and third—of 
the Rand-McNally Building on Adams and 
Quincy streets. There is not a railway com- 
pany in this city, with the simgle ex- 
ception of the Burlington, which 
occupies finer or more convenient and 
commodious quarters. The departments 
which have been transferred from Milwaukee 
to Chicago are as follows: The principal 
office. of President Miller, including J. F. 
Tucker, assistant to the President, and Secre- 
taries nnox and Morrison; General Man- 
ager Earling’s office, with Assistant Stubbs 
amd entire working force; Third. Vice-Presi- 
dent E. P. Ripley, c Manager Bird, Gen- 
eral Freight Agent Hiland, and Assistant 
General Freight Agent Goll, and all employés 
of the gencral freight department. Assistant 
Gener Freight Agent Keyes is the only 
promment freight official of the company who 
will remain at Milwaukee. - The general pas- 
senger and ticket department has also 
been bodily transferred to Chicago, with 
General Passenger and Ticket Agent Heaf- 
ford in charge. The only r official 
remaining at Milwaukee is A. V. H. Carpen- 
ter, who will hereafter have the title of Ad- 
vising General Passenger Agent. Among 
other departments located in the Rand-Mc- 
Nally Building are the following: Freight 
Claim Agent and force, Freight Auditor and 
force, General Auditor J. P. Whaling and as- 
sistants; Special agent John A. Hinsey and 
force, Controller - L. Sewell and force, 
the entire law department, and the Purchasing 
Agent, The engineering department will re- 
move to Chicago in the fali.

It isthe same old Waukesha—springs, inva- 
lids, hotel, hackmen, cornet player, children, 
prices—dear old Waukesha! The very smile 
and bang that greeted visitors last year shine 
on the hotel clerk’s face. Possibly they were 
both pomaded at the same time. The “Shells 
of Ocean’t polka floats out from the parlors. 
It floated out last. year.. The old gentlemen 
dispute over the cribbage count. They dis- 
puted last year. Tue Txisune artist sketches 
the airy little green and yellow pavilions 
where people go to drink. He sketched them 
last year. 

Still there have never before been so many 

wople at Waukesha as there are this year. 

‘hey have poured in from Chicago, Milwau- 
kee, St. Louis, Louisville, the South, and 
Southwest in caravans. They have filled the 
hotels and boarding-houses until the balconies 
are Hobson’s choice to wayfaring strangers. 
They threaten to drink the famous springs 
dry, and they have Kodaked the country for 
miles around. But of all these misdeeds they 
are absolved, for they have brought with them 
swarms and flocks and bevies of midsummer 
girls to delight the eye and tonic the system 
that defies the effect of “ Long ” Jones’ min- 
eral water. 

‘The Waukesha summer girl is a hopeless in- 
valid.

Judge Hill’s Defiance of His Enemies, Who 
Threatened to “ Remove” Him.

Wilbur Fisk Hill, who 

has attained «no little 

notoriety by his recent 

utterances in behalf of 

a “free ballot and a 

fair count,”’ is Judge of 

Pulaski County, of 

which Little Rock: is 

the county-seat. He 

was born March 15, 

1844, near Clarksville, 

Tex., and was reared 

on a farm. When 18 

years old he entered 

the Confederate army, 

and served four years. He was dangerously 

wounded in the battle at Mansfield, La., but 

recovered. After the war he determined to 

obtain an education, and in 1870 graduated 

from the Cumberland University, at Lebanon, 

Tenn. In 1873 he began the practice of law 

at Little Rock, and soon won a high position 
in that profession. 

In 1884 Mr. Hill was nominated by the 
Democrats of Pulaski County for Judge and 
was elected, and was reélected in 1886. Dur- 
ing his incumbency he has made internal im- 
provements of a substantial character, includ- 
ing the building of a jail and the erection of 
one of the finest court-houses in the South- 
west. In 1888 he was indorsed by all parties 
for the office he now holds. In 1889 he was 
an independent candidate for Supreme Judge, 
and received more than 40,000 votes, though 
making no canvass. He will be a candidate 
for the County Judgeship, subject to 
the action of the electors, and _ the 
canvass. promises to be “memorable. 
A strong effort is being made to 
defeat him. The recent grand jury was ex- 
pected to indict him, on trumped up charges, 
as his friends Claim. It failed to do so, how- 
ever, being unable to secure the requisite 
number of votes necessary to return an in- 
dictment. Judge Hill referred to the jury 
only recently, in an interview, in scathing 
terms. He stated that efforts had been made 
to “‘remove”’ him by assassination, but de- 
clared his intention to fight for the rights of 
the people regardless of the displeasure of 
rings and cliques who were seeking public 
plunder. 


The Old Well-Sweep. 

I was driving with a friend the other day 
through a somewhat dreary stretch of country 
where there seemed to be very little to attract 
notice or deserve remark. Still the old spirit 
infused by “Eyes and No Eyes” was upon me, 
and I looked for Something to fasten my thought 
upon and treat as an artist treats a study fora 
picture.

The beautiful 
well-sweep! It is too rarely that we see it, and as 
it dies out and gives place to the odiously con- 
venient pump, with the last patent on its cast- 
iron uninterestingnéss, does it not seem as if the 
farmyard aspect had lost half its attraction? So 
long as the dairy farm exists doubtless there 
must be every facility for getting water in abund- 
ance; but the loss of the well sweep cannot be 
made up to us even if our milk were diluted to 
twice its present attenuation.—Oliver Wendell 
Hoimes in August Atlantic.

Borrowers of money are not entirely out of the 
woods yet. The local money market is much 
easier than it was earlier in the month, it is true, 
but there is by no means a plethora of funds. 
The operator who takes for granted that all 
troubles from tight: money are over and who 
thinks that enterprises. and speculative schemes 
can now be pushed forward with the assurance 
that there will be ample funds at the beck and 
call of everyone is basing his calculations on un- 
certain grounds. Money is easier, but it isa 
long ways from “easy.” Funds are to 
had at 6 per cent in sufficient amount to meet 
present demands, but the calls have been 
cut down by the experiences of the last three 
weeks to a point far below what they would be if 
everyone thought they could easily get accom- 
modations. If business .at the Stock Exchange 
should suddenly jump into such activity as 
marked some of the earlier months of the year, 
we would-again be tied up as tightly as we were 
July 1. There is money enough now to accom- 
modate freely all lines of legitimate. business, and 
there is some overflow for speculative borrowers, 
but if the operations of such borrowers are too 
rapidly extended they will again find themselves 
cut off as sharply as they were a few weeks ago. 
» Both New York and sterling exchange were ex- 
tremely dull. A few sales of New York were made 
at 12% cents premium, Sterling rates were up- 
changed, and New York advices quoted opinions 
widely at variance as to the future course of ex- 
change. 

The bull feeling was pronounced at the Stock 
Exchange Saturday. There was nothing for sale, 
and every one wanted to buy. Under such condi- 
tions prices went up rapidly—rather too rapidly, 
in fact, for a healthy movement. West 
Side -jumped to 121, and it _was_ hard 
to -— get. at that price. There was 
some talk of a fear of labor troubles, but there 
was little weight given to that. Easier money 
and the old stories of increased earnings after the 
cable starts were the factors. Strawboard was 
strong, advancing.to 108, Calumet Dock was up, 
too, closing at 76, with the air full of the most 
bullish predictions. The Brewery stocks are 
helped by both the easier money and the settle- 
ment of the war on the price of beer.

MARKETS.

The leading produce markets were much more 
active than usual, especially for Saturday, and a 
great deal stronger. There was a general wave of 
buying which carried prices up, though those in 
wheat only reached the maximum of the previous 
day, and apparently it was al ther a matter of 
weather here andin Europe. Calls for margins 
were again numerous, and most of them were 
promptly responded to, but in not a few cases it 
was deemed best to accept the loss already ac- 
crued and not run the risk of its becoming larger. 
Hence a considerable part of the business was in 
evening up trades, deals being closed freely on 
both sides. 

Minnéapolis sent word that Hull had accepted 
an offer of flour at an advance of 9d per sack for 
patents and that the flour demand was good by 


all foreign ports. 

A cablegram from “ Ableray” was circulated on 
’Change here and in New York Which completely 
contradicted the recent claims of extensive crop 
damage in France. Itsaid the crop conditions 
are favorable, a yield equal to that of last year is 
expected, and that the French markets. were de- 
pressed in consequence, With this came the 
news that foreigners were free rs of wheat in 
New York. It is difficult to understand why 
French buyers should have taken so much wheat 
during the last few weeks, with a duty of about 
26c per bu, if the alleged cable news were true. 

Baker had a cable from the Ameritan Consul at 
Odessa which says: ‘“ Crop (in Rissia) expected 
to be of inferior quality. Below average. Damage 
done to crop considerable.”’ 

It is intimated that certain wheat buyers in the 
Northwest have determined to open the season at 
45c per bu., An operator here remarks that those 
gentlemen are intereste keeping the price 
down to the lowest possible point and bend all 
their energies in the direction of making the re- 
ports of present condition and prospects as favor- 
able as possible. He says that but for them the 
estimates of yield which aré widely believed 
here would not be accepted, as the truth is the 
outlook in that sectionis on the whole a poor 


one. 

The total exports of flour and wheat for both 
coasts of the United States last week are footed 
up as 1,545,000 bu, against 1,997,000 bu for'the week 
preceding, and 1,38,000 bu for the corresponding 
week last year. The total since the close of June 
is 6,485,000 bu, against 5,707,000 bu for the same 
time last year. 

No. 3 corn again sold 4c below the price for No. 
2, and the No. 4 was nominally at but a small dis- 
count. The shippers are now taking No. 2 freely, 
as there is practically no price-inducement to take 
the lower grades. lare quoted scarce, and the 
movement fromthe country is only a moderate 
one. There is some ground in these facts for the 
allegation that it is speculative selling which has 
kept down the price of corn in this market.

Tse municipal authorities, after waiting for 
a year and a half, have~begun to attack the 
smoke uuisance. It is a pleasure to see them 
at it, not merely because the nuisance is one 
which ought to be abated under any circum- 
stances, but because it is absurd to talk of 
having any part of the Fair on the Lake-Front 
—especially that part which embraces the cost- 
liest and finest articles—until the air has been 
cleared of soot and sulphur fumes. But there 
is reason to fear that this sudden spurt of en- 
ergy will not last long. It is the peculiarity 
of the present Administration that it is diffi- 
cult for it to enforce more than one ordinance 
at a time, and that after it has worked away 
at one evil for a little while it drops it and 
tackles another. Thus, while it was making a 
pretense of shutting up the gaming-houses 
it left the pool-rooms unmolested. It is after 
the latter now and has let the gaming-houses 
reopen. At present it is stirring up the smoke- 
makers but it allows the alleys to remain 
filthy. Presently it will dropthe smoke prose- 
cutions and make an effort to clean up the 
filthy byways. “ But for whatever we receive 
let us be thankful,” as the depositor in a 
burst bank remarked, after getting a divi 
dend of a quarter of 1 per cent. “It might 
have been much bigger, but it might have 
been a little smaller.”

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At the meeting of the Public Service Com- 
mittee of the County Board Friday resolutions 
were adopted by vote of 9 to 4 urging that a 
bill be passed at the next meeting of the Gen- 
eral Assembly transferring the control of the 
Insane Asylum to the State, also providing 
for its maintenance by State taxation. If 
such a bill is passed it must be general in its 
application and must refer to other counties 
as well as Cook. The La’ Salle and other 
County Boards have, it appears, passed simi- 
lar resolutions. So the intention is that the 
bill shall be of a general character. Perhaps 
the only objection that Cook County people 
would make to such a measure is that it would 
lead to an increase of taxation. Even though 
the Cook County Board should be relieved of 
the support of the Insane Asylum the Com- 
missioners would continue to levy taxes to 
the fullest limit of the law and Constitution 
for county purposes. But should the State 
take charge of all the insane asylums the 
‘State tax would have to be increased to meet 
the expenses. This increase would be in addi- 
tion to the average of taxesmow paid by prop- 
erty-own:rs of this county. Are the taxpay- 
ers prepared for the additional burden when 
they are called on te pay taxes for drainage 
and taxes for interest on the city’s contribu- 
“tion to the World’s Fair? Are not the Cook 


County taxpayers’ burdens onerous enough 
without adding to them? It is, of course, true 
that the nanagement of the Cook County In- 
sane Asyluin has been scandalous in the past. 
But who is to blame? The management just 
now happens to be entirely creditable. The 
accommodations are being increased. There 
have been no recent complaints. Is this the 


| proper time then to make a change or to ad- 


yocate an increased tax on the people? 


Apout a month ago some of the directors of 
the Gas Trust—now known as the Chicago 
Gas company—intimated that they would urge 
on the management of that concern that the 
price of illuminating gas to private consumers 
should be fixed at $1 per thousand all over the 
city, and that it was likely the reduction 
would be made to head off certain sandbag- 
ging ordinances now pending before the Coun- 
cil. The reduction. has not been made yet. 
Ordinances proposing to supply gas at a dollar 
per thousand are pending before the Council. 
One or more of them will be passed tomorrow 
evening. It is possible that if one is passed it 
will be used on the Gas Trust corporation 
with sandbagging effect. The people will not 
care much. They have not much sympathy 
with the trust, which, however, could set itself 
right to some extent with the public and pro- 
tect itself from sandbagging by reducing 
prices to the figure§ which prevailed in the 
North and South Divisions before the trust 
was organized. The reduction to $1 ought to 
be announced at tomorrow evening’s meeting 
of the Council. 


A PRONOUNCED bull movement has set in at 
the Chicago Stock Exchange. Business is 
more active and prices show génerous ad- 
vances. In New York one of the dullest weeks 
of the year ended with the dullest day of the 
week. New York exchange was 12'¢ cents 
premium ; sterling was unchanged. The local 
money situation continues to improve.—The 
Chicago markets were more active, with real 
buoyancy in the leading departments. Pork 
and corn were the strongest, owing to fears of 
a short crop of the latter, and wheat was well 
sustained by advices of, poor prospects in 
Europe. As compared with Friday pork 
closed 80 cents higher for September and 624¢ 
cents higher for January, lard 1244 cents high- 
er, ribs 10 cents higher, wheat 14, cents higher, 
corn 24 cents higher, oats % cent higher on 
futures, rye 3 cents higher, barley firm, and 
flaxseeds 44 cent higher. The receipts of last 
week in this city exceeded the shipments by 
52,000 bushels in oats, and were less by 32,000 
bushels in wheat and 738,000 bushels in corn. 
The packing of Chicago since the close of 
February includes 1,864,000 hogs, against 
1,422,000 for the same time last year and 1,200,- 
000 for do in 1888, 


Day before yesterday, when one of the mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee of the Senate 
was speaking of the great pressure on the 
committee for an increase of the duties on 
glass and earthenware, Senator Plumb asked 
whether it was “from consumers or manu- 
facturers.”” The question was so unexpected 
that it was some little timne before he got his 
answer that it- was “from manufacturers 
mostly.”’ The Senator from Kansas should 
not put such embarrassing queries, which 
serve to call attention tothe fact. which 
the McKinleyites seek to hide, that there is a 
large class in this country, known 4s con- 
sumers, who are not helped in the slightest 
degree by the McKinley bill, and have 
never asked for the increased duties it 
imposes. Not one person belonging to 
this class has been before the Finance Com- 


_mittee to ask that he be made to pay more for 


his clothing, his carpets, earthenware, tin- 
ware, window-glass, hats, cutlery, hardware, 
ete. If this isa mistake, and a consumer has 
been asking for higher duties, his name and 
post-office address should be ‘given that he 
may have the fame he deserves. It is always 
the manufacturer who finds his way to Wash- 
ington to state his side of the case, and the 
consumer is never invited to be present.to 
tell why he thinks duties should not be raised. 
No wonder that this mention of him by Sena- 
tor Plumb caused consternation. But while 
he does not count for much at Washington 
the consumer may count for a good deal: at 
the polls this fall if his representatives do not 
follow his instructions.

HUXLEY VS. OLD TESTAMENT HISTORY. 

The theologians who base the authority of 
Messianic doctrine upon the narratives of 
Old Testament history will have their hands 
fullin dealing with Prof. Huxley, who has 
trained his heaviest scientific guns upon them 
in an article, “ ‘Lux Mundi’ and Science, ” 
contained in the July issue of the Nineteenth 
Century. In a somewhat long introduction the 
professor assumes three ways of regarding 
the narrative of any past occurrence: 1. The 
true narrative based upon the actual vision 
of a witness. 2. Partly true and partly false 
narrative. 3. Narrative in which fiction pre- 
-dominates. To the second class he relegates 
all profane history as the outcome of the 
science of historical criticism. To the same 
category he assigns the records of Jewish his- 
tory contained in the Old Testament, with the 
corollary that as the vonception of the 
Messiah is closely interwoven with Jewish 
history the one must be judged by 
the same tests as the other, and that if the de- 
tailed narrative of the Old Testament has no 
more value as history than the narrative of 
regal Rome, then the Messianic doctrine 
must take the same chances of belief. In 
other words, he agrees with the theologians 
that the trustworthiness of the Old Testa- 
ment is inseparable from the trustworthiness 
of Jesus the Christ. From this point, how- 
ever, it is unnecessary to say that the pro- 
fessor and the theologians arrive at different 
conclusions. 

Prof. Huxley’s discussion is noticeable 
particularly for its illustrations and their scien- 
tific bearing. The Brampton lecturer, Canon 
Rawlinson, with whom he has his principal 
contention, mone of his discussions put in 
this plea for the veracity of the Pentateuch: 


Adam, according to the Hebrew original. was for 
243 years contemporary with Methuselah, who con- 
versed for a hundred years withShem. Shem was 


- for fifty years contemporary with Jacob, who 


 pameagen saw Jdochobed, Moses’ mother. Thus 
oses might by oral tradition have obtained the 
history of Abraham, and even of the Deluge, at 
third hand; and that of the Temptation and the 
Fall at fifth hand. ... 

If it be granted—as it seems to be—that the 
great and stirring events in a nation’s life will 
under ordinary circumstances, be remembered

of 150 years, being handed down tlitough five 
nerations, it must be allowed (even on mere 
uman grounds) that the account which Moses 
gives of the mag | pe and the Fall is to be 
depended upon, if it passed through ne more than 
four hands between him and Adam. 


As against Rawlinson, the Canon, Prof. 
Huxley summons his own brother, Rawlinson, 
the famous archzologist, and out of his dis- 
coveries among the records of the Assyrians 
and Babylonians, who were nearest in contact 
to the ancient Hebrews, shows that “the as- 
“signment of no more than 4,000 years to 
“the period between Adam and Augustus 
“Cesar is wholly inadmissible, and that the 
a biblical chronology,”’ upon which the 
Canon based his computation, “is relegated 
“by all serious critics to the domain of 
“ fable.” 

The narrative of the deluge occupies the 
most space in the professor's discussion, and 
he has brought the tests of science to bear 
upon it with merciless exactness, It is im- 
practicable to follow him in detail, but it is 
sufficient to state that (supposing the flood to 
be local, as almost everybody now adinits) 


he demonstrates there was nothing to pre- 
vent the vast mass of water, fathoms deep, 
from rushing to the sea im a furious torrent; 
that its subsidence could not have been an 
affair of weeks or months; and that 
it was impossible to accumulate such 
a mass of water “on a flat sur 
“face of land rising wéll above the sea and 
“ separated from it by nosort of barrier.” The 
professor is led to the conclusion tha “in the 
“ face of the plainest and most commonplace 
“‘ of ascertained physical facts the story of the 
‘‘ Noachian déluge has no more claim to credit 
‘than has that of Deucalion.’’ He goes still 
further and claims that the story of the flood 
in Genesis is a version of one of the oldest 
pieces of purely fictitious literdture extant, a 
long epic poem in twelve books written in 
Babylonia and containing an account of a 
flood which corresponds exactly with the ac- 
count in Genesis written much later. The 
other narratives of the Old Testament go the 
same way in Prof. Huxley’s estimation. He 
says: | 

Now, not only do I hold it to be proven that the 
story of the Deluge is a pure fiction, but | have no 
hesitation in affirming the same thing of the story 
of the Creation. Between these two lies the story 
of the creation of man and woman and their fal 
from primitive innocence, which iseven more 
monstrously improbable than either of the other 
two, though from the nature of the case it 1s not 
so easily capable of direct refutation. It can be 
demonstrated that the earth took longer than six 
days inthe making, and that the Deluge as de- 
scribed is a physical impossibility; but there is no 
proving, especially to those who are agent in the 
art of closing their ears to that which they do not 
wish to hear, that a snake did not speak, or that 
Eye was not made out of one of Adam's ribs. 

The compiler of Genesis, in its present form, 
evidently hada definite plan in his mind. His 
countrymen, like all other men, were doubtless 
curious to know how the world began; how men, 
and especially wicked men, came into being, and 
how existing nations and races arose among the 
descendants of one stock; and, finally, what was 
the history of their own particular tribe. They, 
like ourselves, desired to solve the four great 
problems of cosmogeny, anthropogeny, ethnogeny, 
and geneogeny. The Pentateuch furnishes the 
solutions which appeared satisfactory ‘to its 
author. One of these, as we have seen, was bor- 
rowed froma Babylonian fable; and if know of 
no reason to suspect any different origin for the 
rest. 

Such is a bare outline of Prof. Huxley’s dis- 
cussion. With the Old Testament narratives, 
many of which he discards, he dismisses also 
the authority of the Messianic doctrine and 
Pauline theology. How far heis right it is 
not for Tue Triscuns to judge. If there are 
fallacies or weaknesses in his arguments it is 
incumbent on the theologians to point them 
out and confute him, and thus give unscientific 
and untheological laymen a chance to take up 
and repeat their arguments, and so put the 


followers of Huxley to confusion and shame. 
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THE BELLAMY IDEA IN PRACTICE. 

Tue Trisvuxe heartily commends the scheme 
of the Investigating Club of University place, 
Des Moines, Ia., to put the Bellamy idea in 
practice. The Investigating Club is an or- 
ganization of gentlemen who have been ac- 
customed to meet chce a week and discuss s8o- 
cial and economic topics. It has become in- 
fected with the ideas of Bellamy to such an 
extent that it has yearnings to escape from 
the evils of civilization and to seek out a se- 
cluded spot where it can substitute the genial 
system of codperation for the present waste- 
ful and foolish industrial competition. Un- 
deterred by fears of the bulldozers and regu- 
lators of the Louisiana swamps, it has picked 
out a spot in that State and will remove itself 
there shortly and set up its advanced scheme 
of housekeeping. The basic ;principle of the 
colony is as follows: 


Man alone is nothing but a savage; he can sup- 
port existence and thatisall. Itis only in. and 
through society that he can obtain wealth and 
culture. Wealth isthe product of man’s labor 
expended upon the earth, which is God's gift to 
the race. No man should be allowed to m« NOpo- 
lize the natural resources and levy a tribute on 
his fellow-man for the opportunity to labor. Ev- 
éty man is entitled to just so mown | liberty as will 
alieer equal liberty to every other man. Each 
man should receive the full product of his labor 
except an amount suftticient to discharge his debt 
to socemty through whose aid he can effective 
Work. 


The codperative colony will be run upon the 
principle that “‘all will have equal opportu- 
** nity and each will be rewarded according to 
“his need,’’ which differs a little from the 
Bellamy principle—“ from each one accord- 
ing to his ability to each one according to his 
need.”? In most other respects the colonists will 
follow Bellamy, complacently relymg upon 
the perfection of human nature to which they 
have attained that there shall be no quarrel- 
ing, cheating, gouging, or “‘sojering,’’ and no 
display of envy, jealousy, pride, ill-temper, or 
other bad human passions. As no money will 
be needed after the scheme is launched fairly 
and there will be no financial exchanges with 
the outside world, one great temptation 
will be removed until that time at least 
when the members may be desirous to return 
from Louisiana to Des Moines, for which 
money will be needed sadly, as their time 
checks will not pass current on the Illinois 
Central. Another great temptation to evil 
passions is removed by the absence of women 
in the colony. This, too, may be temporary 
only, for housekeeping without women is a 
dreary occupation. 

Tue Trrsuxe commends the project. It is 
in line with Tue Tripune’s frequent ‘ad- 
vice that those who have communistie anarch- 
istic, socialistic, or Bellamyistic ideas should 
go off by themselves and put them into practice, 
mstead of trying to compel - people 
to adopt them who don’t favor 
them. If they succeed and are happy, un- 
doubtedly they will find plenty of recruits. If 
they fail they will do no harm to any outside 
of their community. Tae Trisune is dis- 
posed to believe that one summer in Louisiana 
wll cure them of their folly, and that long be- 
fore the springtime comes they will yearn for 
the flesh-pots of Des Moines and the worldly 
delights of University place, its fashions and 
its passions, its social, political, and industrial 
competitions. . 
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CHEAP TITLES FOR SALE. 


The dispatch from Munich announcing that 


Count Maximilian Pappenheim is not a 
Count, the title. falling to his brother Lud- 
wig, and that the Countess Pappenheim, née 
Wheeler, late of Philadelphia, who married 
the title with much éclat recently, is plain 
Mrs. Pappenheim, points a moral and adorns 
a suggestive tale. The moral is that Ameri- 
can girls who are buying titles should look 
before they leap and be sure the party of the 
second part has a title to deliver before they 
make the expensive investment. Even then 
the question arises whether they do not pay 
too much, considering the drawbacks they have 
totake in the shape of husbands. Prince 
Hatzfeldt cost Miss Huntington $200,000. The 
Marquis de Mores cost the Voh Hoffman 
family about $1,000,000. Miss Caldwell offered 
$10,000 a year for Prince Murat. What the 
Prince Colonna and Duke of Malborough 
cost has not been stated officially, but it 
was up in the hundreds of thousands, and not 
one of these husbands, considered as husbands, 
is worth mentioning as the companion of an 
American lady. The New York World re- 
cently contained the market quotations of 
cash values of titles as furnished by a regular 
brokér in Paris. The conditions of nobility, 
as stated by this broker, are 30,000 francs for 
the title of Count, 25,000 francs for a Viscount, 
and 15,000 for a Baron, all of the titles guar- 
anteed by the Queen of Spain. The same 
broker is prepared to furnish decorations of 
various kinds at prices ranging from 1,200 to 
7,000 francs. Thus the real value of a Count is 
$6,000, of a Viscount $5,000, and of a Baron 
$3,000, and decorations can be had to go with 
them for $240 te $1,4@. A Cdunt with the 
decoration of Commander of the Order of 
Charles III. can be had for $7,400, and 


economical American women should be avie 


to get a Baron with a decoration of a Chevalier 
of Lusignan for $3,240, which is dirt cheap as 
these things go. The official price-list there- 
fore shows that our women have been paying 
fancy prices for articles which are drugs on 
the market. It is worse still to buy a title and 
find there is none to deliver, The World 
makes the suggestion thaf American young 
men enter into competition with the foreign- 
ers by purchasing titles for themselves. It is 
doubtful, however, whether they can be in- 
duced to do so. Even if they could it would 
be of little use, for once a trade had 
sprung up the high tariff fanatics would load 
it down with such a tax that it would be 
cheaper to buy the foreign article where it is 
made and stay over there. In any event it is 
not creditable to the reputation of American 
girls as shoppers that they have paid such gut- 
rageous prices for inferior goods. 
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ATTACKED BY FORMER FRIENDS. 

The senior Democratic organ now has 
turned against the Cregier Administration and 
denounced it in round terms for its disgraceful 
course in reference to the pool-rooms and the 
gambling-houses, Referring to the action of 
Corrigan and the race-track managers against 
the pool-rooms, the senior organ says: 


They get no assistance from city authorities 
blind to daily occurrences under their very eyes. 
Havifg no aid of the regular police foree, private 
agencies, hired for the occasion, are enlisted, and 
warrants and arrests become the matter of this or 
that detective agency. , A crusade against the 
down-town pvol-rooms, which the city will not 
undertake, is conducted with private money in 
private, not public, interest. 


On the other hand, the city authorities have 
rushed to the rescue-of the city pool-rooms by 
raiding the race-track gamblers. Noting this 
corrupt discrimination the Times says: 


There is nothing in thisextraordinary situation, 
however viewed, that does not make a judicious 
citizen grieve. From start to finish this extraor- 
dinary race [between city officials and race mana- 
gers] istainted with suspicion. Nay, more. It 
reeks with scandal. If the city were to keep 
hands off it might justify its course upon the 
opinion of its Law Department that the discrim- 
inating statute is unconstitutional. Even therein 
it would be weak, for it is not the province of a 
municipality to decide the validity of laws. When, 
however, by indirection it makes common cause 
with the pool-rooms by assailing the people who 
are endeavoring with obvious motive to enforce 
the law against them it makes a gross blunder. 


Last week the junior Democratic organs 
upbraided the Administration for its shift- 
less, do-nothing policy in the matter of pub- 
lie work. Last Sunday the City Collector in 
a candid moment denounced his associates as 
the creatures of the criminal classes. Now 
the senior organ charges complicity between 
the city authorities and the pool-room gam- 
blers in the effort to defeat a provision of the 
State law. 

During the week a Democratic grand jury 
refused to indict the gamblers on the ground 
that gambling is the result of a lax, forsworn 
City Administration, and that if anybody 
should be indicted Mayor Cregier, Superin- 
tendent Marsh, and Inspector Ebersold, who 
encourage violation of the law, should be the 
first persons against whom true bills should 
be returned, 

Has there ever been such a disgraceful Ad- 
ministration in Chicago? Even Colvin’s Ad- 
ministration had some redeeming features. 
Cregier’s has none, It is rotten to the core. 

A BAD GAS ORDINANCE. 

Ald. Cullerton’s eagerness to rush an ordi- 
nance through at the fag end of a midsummer 
night’s Council session would in itself have 
aroused public suspicion concerning the- Chi- 
cago Fuel Gas charter, its character, and the 
intentions of its sponsors, backers, and pro- 
moters. But suspicion concerning the ordi- 
nance had been aroused already by the pecul- 
iar tactics of those who had been urging its 
adoption. It was introduced in a surreptitious 
manner and under a false name for the pur- 
pose of confusing the reporters. It never was 
considered publicly ‘in committee. It was 
recommended for passage by the Committee 
on Gas without the change of a word. It had 
not been referred to the Law Department for 
amendment or advice. The ordinance as it 
was urged for passage by Mr. Cullerton Fri- 
day night is in exactly the same form that it 
was in when it left the hands of the attorney 
of the corporation for which it was drafted. 
The recommendation was smuggled into the 
Council. The same evening the Alderman 
who introduced it took leave of his colleagues 
and went on his summer vacation. Was he 
afraid to stand sponsor for his own measure? 
If he was it is not surprising, for he said, the 
night it was introduced, when pressed with 
questions by a reporter who suspected the or- 
dinance, that it ought to be amended. He 
acknowledged that the rates ‘set forth in the 
ordinance were too high; that it did not pro- 
tect the city sufficiently; that it was crudep 
and one-sided. Yet the night this crude, ill- 
digested ordinance was recommended for 
passage Mr. Vierling went on his vacation. He 
is not here now to explain or defend the meas- 
ure, Why not? He told Mr. Cullerton that Mr. 
J. W. Doane, Mr. Erskine M. Phelps, and 
other capitalists were behind the enterprise. 
He told the same thing to some reporters, and 
also that it was the intention of the promoters 
to pipe natural.gas here from Indiana. But 
he is not here to say that now, and Ald. Culler- 
ton is able to speak only at second hand. 

While the history of the ordinance is sus- 
picious, its character is wholly bad. It pro- 
poses to charge 60 cents-per thousand for natural 
gas and 50 cents perthousand for manufactured 
gas. According to Vierling and Cullerton tht 
intention is to furnish only natural gas. The 
price then is to be 60 cents per thousand all 
around. The committee which recom mended 
the ordinance recommended at the same time 
the passage of an ordinance for the so-called 
Independent Gas company, fixing the price 
for fuel gas at 50 cents per thousand, with 10 
per cent off for early payment. Last spring 
the Hyde Park Gas company, whose plant is 
nearly finished in the southern section of the 
city, offered to furnish fuel gas at 30 cents per 
thousand if it should get an ordinance cover 
ing the whole city! What interest have Mr. 
Cullerton and Mr. Vierling and their col- 
leagues in the promoters of this ordinance 
or in the Standard Oil company that they pro- 
pose to pay them 100 per cent more for the 
same service than a local company offers to 
render it for? 

But this is not the worst feature of the or- 
dinance. There is no provision made as to 
the character of the gas to be furnished. In 
well-considered ordinances of this class it is 
stipulated that the gas shall have a certain 
heating power—one-half, or one-third, or two- 
thirds of the heating power. of ordinary 
illuminating gas. There is no such provision 
in this. There is no provision to guard: 
against accidents. The covering for the pipes 
is described. There is not a word as to the 
character or material of the pipes themselves. 
There is nothing to prevent the new com- 
pany’s selling out to the Gas Trust or to any 
other monopoly. Indeed, the whole thing is 
defective so suspiciously as to lead to the be- 
lief that it isa “‘selling ordinance ’’—that is, 
that it is put up for a dummy corporation, so 
that the Aldermen may negotiate for its sale 
to the Gas Trust or some similar concern. 
It certainly ought not to be passed in its 
present form. The proper thing to do with it 
is to send it to the Law Department for proper 
drafting. Then the promoters of the company 
ought to be compelled to come out in the 
open and to state their position exactly. 

The tearing up of the streets and alleys of 
the city for a new gas company is not a thing 
which should be undertaken lightly, nor until 
it is kdown what compensating advantages 
the city may derive from the concession. The

Aldermen who resisted the rushing through of 
the ordinance Friday night deserve the pub- 
lic thanks. Let them stand by their guns. 
They will be sustained by the people. In the 
meantime some explanation is due to their 
constituents from Aldermen like Cooke, Horn, 
Bortree, Conway, Muelhoefer, and Hummel, 
who followed the Cullerton lead Friday even- 
ing, and from Martin, Gorton, Summerfield, 
Mills, Dunham, Goldzier, and others, who 
were absent without sufficient reason. Mr. 
Vierling also. has the floor for an explanation. 
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SECRETARY BLAINE AND SENATOR FRYE. 

The Secretary of State wrote to the Senator 
from Maine calling his attention to'the com- 
mercial wisdom of retaining the duties on 
raw sugars when countries from which they 


were imported ;refused to open their ports to 
the products of the American farmer and to 
certain articles of American manufacture. 
The Senator in reply expressed doubts 
whether Spain would agree to such a reciproc- 
ity for Cuba and Porto Rico, and asked Mr. 
Blaine if he had any information on that 
point. : 

The Secretary in his reply to the Senator, 
printed in yesterday’s Tarsune, says that he 
is surprised at this inquiry, as Mr. Frye can- 
not have forgotten that only six years ago the 
Spanish Prime Minister, in his eagerness to 
secure the free admission of the great product 
of the two Spanish West India Islands, agreed 
to an extensive reciprocity treaty with the 
then Minister at Madrid. By-that treaty the 
United States agreed to admit duty free raw 
sugars, molasses, fruits and vegetables, dye- 
woods, palfn oil, and some other articles, while 
Spain consen.ved to reduce the duty on wheat 
from $1.35 a bushel to 14 cents, andjon flour 
from $5.83 to $1.65. Free admission was also 


secured for along and valuable list of manu- j. 


factured articles. 

The Senate did not ratify this treaty. The 
reason assigned by Mr. Blaine is that Con- 
gress would not then allow a single pound of 
sugar to come in free of duty underjany cir- 
cumstances whatever. Many Congressmen 
were unwilling even then to own up that it 
was useless to keep on fostering the Louisiana 
sugar-cane groWers. It is said there was still 
another reason—that Mr. Bayard, who was 
then in the Senate and who was to be: the in- 
coming Secretary of State, announced that 
such treaties were not agreeable to Mr. Cleve- 
land, and that this prevented the considera- 
tion of the.one with Spain, for had the Senate 
ratified it the Congressional legislation needed 
to carry it into effect could not have been 
secured, 

Mr. Blaine can see, whether Senator. Frye 
can or not, that Spain will be more than 
willing to do in 1890 what it was eager to do 
in 1884, because Spain will see that if it does 
not grant the desired reciprocity other Latin- 
American nations will, and what has always 
been the great market for the sugars of its 
colonies will be closed to it. France, Germany, 
and Belgium not only produce all the sugar 
they need but export large quantities, and 
but for the United States Cuban planters 
would starve. That which puzzles Mr. Blaine 
is why Congress should have rejected free ? 
sugar in 1884 and six years later 


the proposition is to open our ports free to 
every body’s sugar and to dg it with such rapidity 
that we are not to have a moment's time to see if 
we cannot make a better trade—a trade by which 
we may pay for at least a part of the sugar in the 
products of American farms and shops. 

Our change of opinion certainly has been re- 
markable in so brief a period. Indeed, the only 
danger of our not securing advant yus treaties 
of reciprocity now is the possible lief on the 

art of these countries that we are so anxious 
or free sugar that by patient waiting they\can se- 
cure they desire without money and without 
price. 


Senator Frye also is reminded of the com- 
mercial treaty with Mexico negotiated by 
Gen. Grant in 1883. That provided for the 
free admission of Mexican raw and brown 
sugars, that nation in return taking the/duties 
off a great number of the products of this 
country, manufactured and unmanufactured, 
for which there was a special demand. That 
treaty finally was ratified by the Senate, but 
when the Democratic House was asked tio pass 
the necessary legislation to make the treaty 
effecti ve it refused to do so. Mr. Mills of 
Texas was not in favor of free sugar. While 
Mexico was disappointed by the failure of 
that treaty, it is unquestionably as ready 
today as it was seven years ago to make a 
similar arrangement with the United States. 

Mr. Blaine also might have told Senator 
Fyre that reciprocity treaties had been agreed 
on with San Domingo, with the British Minis- 
ter to include all the British West India Isl- 
ands, with Guatemala, Nicaragua, and other 
Central and some South American Republics, 
but the same causes which defeated the treaty 
with Spain led to their being dropped. 

So it is apparent that there will be no diffi- 
culty in securing reciprocity from those|coun- 
tries which furnish the United States with 
nearly every pound of the sugar~it imports. 
The benefits are stated tersely by Mr. Blaine 
thus: 


The value of thé’suga®# we annually consume is 
enormous, Shall we pay for it all in cash or shall 
we seek a reciprocal arran ent by which a 
large part of it may be paid for in pork, and beef, 
and flour, in lumber, and salt, and iron, inishoes, 
and calico, and furniture, and a thousand other 
things? In short, shall we pay for it all in cash 
or try friendly barter in part? I think the latter 
mode is the highest form of protection and the 
best way to promote trade, 


He says further: 


If we now give away the duty on sugar (as we 
already have given away the duties on coffee, and 
hides, and rubber) and get nothingin exchange 
which shall be profitable to the farm or the fac- 
tory in the United States, what shall be our justifi- 
cation for the policy? 


There can be no justification. It would not 
only be'& gross commercial and financial 
blunder, but it would be an abandonment of 
the policy of the Republican party as laid 
down by President Arthur and Gen. Grant 
and antagonized by President Cleveland and 
Mr. Mills. The. facts are so plain that the 
best thing for Senator Frye to do is to unite 
with his colleague in securing the adoption of 
the amendment offered by the latter, and thus 
offset the remission of sugar duties worth 
sixty miMions a year by the acquisition of the 
markets of 40,000,000 people for the American 
farmer and manufacturer. That will be some- 
thing like a fair swap. 
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A prize was offered recently in France for 
the best suggestion of reform in the arrange- 
ment of the months. The successful author 
praposes that the year be divided into four 
trimesters of 91 days or 13 weeks each, and 
make the odd day a complementary one,j{to be 
placed outside of both the weeks and the 
months, marking it January 0. Each quarter 
would then be divided into two months of 30 
days each and one of 31. It does not appear 
from the statement that has reached this 
country what is to be done with the extra day 
that occurs once every four years. Perhaps it 
is intended to mark it “zero No. 2.” That 
would not be acceptable, but the difficulty of 
obtaining popular assent to such a mode of 
reckoning is small compared with that at 
tending another part of the plan, which seems 
to include a dropping out of the odd day from 
the week as well as fromthe month. Bring- 
ing round once a year a week of eight days, 
and perhaps one of nine days every fourth 
year (except in A, D. 1900), the suggested ar- 
rangement would break up the continuity of 
reckoning by which are established the Lord’s 
Day of the Christian and the Sabbath of the 
Jews, to say nothing of an equal desecra- 
tion of the calendar of the Mohammedans 
and other religionists who esteem it a solemn 
duty to set apart each recurring seventh day 
for worship. Such a revulsion could be pro- 


posed and advocated by an infidel only, and

in France to render it likely that such a 
scheme could receive even a respectable in- 
dorsement in any other part of the civilized 
world. Such a change cannot be instituted 
now, and probably never.. tei 


Frew people nowadays read of the Hudson 
Bay company, and those only when they pe- 
ruse some old record. The organization still 
exists, however, but in such fossilized condi- 
tion that it might almost as well be dead. A 
little less than two years ago an effort was 
made to infuse life into it, but with small 
success. The report. by the directors for the 
year ended 1884 stated that the completion of 
the Canadian Pacifie railroad would exercise 
an important influence on the future of the 
company, including an early sale of its lands. 
The promise was repeated in the annual meet- 


ings of the next four ‘years, but it appears 
from the latest report that the net results of 


the land sales during the whole of that time 
are only about $218,000. That amount has 
been passed over to the account of profit 
after deducting from the total of sales the cost 
of the operation. The trading profits are al- 
most equally insignificant. The total for last 
year was but $147,000, and this is on a paid-up 
capital said to be equal to about $6,500,000. In 
this country such a poor showing would be 
regarded as a reason for winding up the busi- 
ness or selling it out to some oné presumably 
more competent to make it earn a fair inter- 
est on a reduced capitalization. 


Theodore Thomas and Chicago. 

Chicago is the second city in the Union. It 
boasts the name and character of a metropolis, 
and yet in several departments of metropolitan 
achievement it lags far behind cities of not half 
its power and wealth. For many years this city 
has been the center of a vital and progressive 
musical influence. Our schools of music are well 
equipped, our amateurs talented and apprecia- 
tive, and of late a great opera-house has been 


erected adequate for the utmost musical needs of 


a metropolitan community. “Yet during all these 
years we have had no orchestra. We are cultivat- 
ing a noble art without yielding obedience to its 
first principles. We are trying to play “ Hamlet” 
without the Prince of Denmark. We are striving 
for an independent musical career without pos- 
sessing the first requisite of independence. 

This city ought to have a thoroughly equipped 
and trained orchestra, and that within the com- 
ing year. For an orchestra a great leader is 
essential—a man of experience and special, proved 
aptitude. There is little doubt that such a man— 
a man without a rival for executive ability and 
catholicity of musical learning—could now be se- 
cured for Chicago in Theodore Thomas. A lit- 
tle energy on the part of a few public-spirited cit- 
izens, the raising of a guarantee fund to insure 
the great undertaking against loss, and Mr. 
Thomas’ allegiance unquestionably could be 
transferred from New York to Chicago after the 
fulfillment of the season’s engagements. A move- 
ment to this end should begin at once, for after 
another year the conditions may not be so favora- 
ble, . At present Mr. Thomas is not under perma- 
nent engagement to New York; that city has no 
hold on him beyond the coming season. But at 
any time these conditions may be changed. Un- 
questionably they will be changed before long if 
Chicago does not seize its present opportunity of 
securing the great leader for itself. 

With such a leader, and the orchestra which he 
would form and train, Chicago’s musical future— 
nay, its musical present—would be assured. An 
orchestra is the first essential of all great per- 
formances in music, whether the human voice be 
called into requisition or not. Given a fine or- 
chestra and out of it would come untold riches. 
We should have during the winter a series of sym- 
phony concerts, interpreting the great works of 
the masters. Our choral societies would have 
adequate orchestra! assistance in the performance 
of oratorios, cantatas, and other works. Out of 
the inspiration of such an orchestra an independ- 
ent operatic organization would soon take life in 
this community, capable of producing adequately 
the music-dramas of the past and present on the 
great stage of the Auditorium. In fine, with such 
a foundation to build on Chicago would rank 
soon, as it ought, as the musical metropolis of 
the West and dispute with New York the honors 
of precedence. Without an orchestra of the high- 
est excellence we can do no more than we have 
done toward an independent musical career, 
toward that development from within which is 
the only true and healthful culture. With it we 
can do everything. 

Can Chicago afford to neglect ; this opportunity ?

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WILL BE A GRAND EVENT. 


THE COMING DEMONSTRATION BY 
ODD-FELLOWS IN CHICAGO, 


- Jt Is Expected That Fifty Thousand Mem- 
bers of the Order Will Participate in 
the Parade — Brilliant Military and 
Musical Features and Unlimited Fire- 
works Promised — Gen, Underwood 
Thinks There Will Be Two Hundred 
Thousand Visitors in This City, 


“(Chicago is Chicago in the same sense that 
business is business,’’ remarked Gen. John C. 
Underwood, Grand Sire of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge of Odd-Fellows, to a Tuisune 
reporter yesterday. “In no other city in this 
country could I have perfected the arrange- 
ments necessary for this grand triennial 
parade of the Patriarchs Militant and the 
Continental Cantonment of Odd-Fellows. I 
want to say to the credit of the people of 
Chicago that their. liberality, progressive 
spirit, and valuable encouragement in every 
direction have made it possible for me to carry 
on an enterprise -of this kind. My ad- 
vices and the information derived from 
the applications made to the railroads for 
transportation confirm the belief that there 
will bé 200.000’ visitors in Chicago during the 
period of the cantonment. The railroads have 
been liberal in. the matter of rates. There 
will be thousands here who have never been 
here before and who will go home with words 
of praise that will redound to the success of 
the World’s Fair and the permanent benefit of 
Chicago. I am almost persuaded to become 
a Chicagoan myself. 

“We are fitting up an amphitheater in the 
Lake-Front Park which will : have a seating 
capacity of about 30,000. The-structure will 
be in three sections, each 500 feet long. The 
center section will contain about 19,000 chairs, 
the other sect:ons being constructed after the 
plan of an open amphitheater. I have con- 
tracted for 100 arc sloctrié lights, which we 
hope to so arrange as to make the amphithea- 
ter as light. as day for evening enter- 
tainments. To add tothe brilliancy of the 
evening entertainments I have arranged for 
fireworks on an elaborate scale. Judging by 
their cost I should say the pyrotechnic dis- 
plays during the week will be as grand as any- 
thing ever seen in this country. I am not 
certain how many of these displays will be 
given. There will be two at least, possibly 
three, the first one being Wednesday evening, 
Aug. 6, and the second Thursday evening, 
Aug. 7,.at which time the degree of chivalry 
will be conferred in open air with military 
pomp. 

The Military Display. 

“This military display alone will be a grand 
spectacle. There will be music by some of 
the best bands in the country. The grand 
parade will take place Thursday afternoon. 
All the military will participate. The route 
of the parade will be announced by special 
orders. Reviewing stands will be erected on 
the Lake-Front. Gov. Fifer and staff and 
Mayor. Cregier will witmess the display. 
I will so review the commands 
from, this point. I estimate there 
will be more than 10,000 of the mili- 
tary in line and enough representatives 
from subordinate lodges to make a column of 
50,000 men. These Odd-Fellows will come 
from all parts of the United States and Can- 
ada. The great crowds,®f course, will come 
from the adjacent States—Ohio, Indiana, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Missouri, 
and Illinois. In fact, the attendance promises 
to be greater than at first anticipated, and 
warrants the belief that the demonstration 
will be the grandest ever made by any order 
on the continent. 

“The military branch of the order is pat- 
terned after the best features of the armies of 
Europe; the uniforms of the various com- 
mands, consisting of companies, battalions, 
brigades, and divisions, are the handsomesé in 
the United States. With the brilliant banners 
and flags they will make the military display 
superb. The troops are principally members 
of the cantonment and will march on foot, 
but there are several companies of cavaliers 
and a regiment called “Turn of Horse’ (a Latin 
term), which comprises two wings of hussars 
and a squad of lancers. These two com- 
mands are mounted and are attached to the 
staff of the commander. The equipment of 
the Patriarchs Militant has cost over $1,- 
000.000. The order is the wealthiest in this 
country and can afford to have things nice. 
The revenue last year amounted to $6,000,000, 
half of which was devoted to various reliefs 
and charities. 

Degree Work. 

“In addition to the military competitive 
drills, inspection, dress-parades, and grand re- 
view, the subordinate lodges and the Rebekahs 
will have a chance to display their degree 
work, which will be conducted in. Battery D 
Armory. The armory will be elaborately 
decorated and equipped witha complete sys- 
tem of electric lights. This is the first tinfe 
ini the history of the order that the subordinate 
lodges and the Rebekahs have been so gener- 
ously recognized, in consequence of which the 


~ attendance and interest will be increased. The 


Californians will come in their usual grand 
style, having their own private cars. The de- 
gree staff of Pasadena Lodge will have its 
owh car and oceupy it during its stay in the 
city, The degree work in California is differ- 
ent from that in the Central States, and this 
fact excites the interest of our Eastern mem- 
bership. We expect to derive a general bene- 
fit from having the different staffs meet and 
compete for the liberal prizes offered.

“prises the vast middle classes, the artisans, 
business-men, doctors, lawyers, and .in fact 
all the business element of the country—men 
who have money to pay their debts, and who 
khow how to enjoy themselves. These people 
are coming here to enjoy themselves; see the 
sights of this great Western metropolis and 
World’s Fair city, and with the determination 
to take home with them kind words for Chi- 
pom and its enterprising and hospitable peo- 
ple. :

evolving on him is enormous, the assistance 
of a corps of stenographers and clerks being 
necessary to keep up with the work. He is in- 
dustrious, reaching the headquarters at 6 
o'clock every morning and often remaining 
until midnight, but through it all he is patient, 
jovial, and always entertaining. He has guar- 
anteed to make a success of the demonstra- 
tion in which he is warmly secohded by the 
order throughout the country. 
Historical. 

The first Odd-Fellows’ lodge in this coun- 
try was organized April 26, 1819, in the City of 
Baltimore. During the seventy-one years of 
Its existence the membership of the order has 
increased rapidly, it being today something 
over 700,000, In Illinois the membership 
reaches 36,000. John L. Barnum of this city 
3 Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of 
Illinois, and has been a member of 
the order since 1862. He has held every 
office in the order from the most 
subordinate one to his present position and is 
one of the best-known figures in Odd-Fellows 
circles in the State. Mr. Barnum has indus- 
triously and enthusiastically labored to have 
the atte ce from this State the largest 
ever known. He has personally given. his at- 
tention to the equipment and drill of the 
various competing degree staffs in the State 
and confidentially believes they will carry 
Sway some of the prizes offered.

Is Now—A Current with Much’ Sand 
anda Corporation with More—The Mon- 
roe Street Mouth of the River—Various

Few persons are aware of the great changes 
which are going on in the position and contour 
of the shores of Lake Michigan, and of the 
mighty forces at work to bring about these 
changes. 

These forces operate irresistibly but stealth- 
ily, and it is only by long and careful waiting 
that the results can be seen. 

But the process and method are visible on a 
small scale any pleasant day with a moderate 
northeasterly wind blowing. 

Stand on such aday onthe lake shore in 
what used to be our sister city, Lake View,

vary from a few inches to several feet, accord- 
ing to the force and direction of the wind. 
The'same movement may be seen in particles 
of sand if the waves be not too high to allow 
a close inspection. 

Strong southeasterly winds would, of course, 
produce a northward movement; but these 
are far less frequent and less urgent than those 
from ‘the north and northeast. Even the 
winds from the southwest (the prevailing di- 
rectior-with us) help the southward drift on 
our shore by creating 4 northward current on 
the other side of the lake. 

‘Westerly or off-shore winds produce little 
direct movement northward on this shore be- 
cause the shore protects the water from their 
influence; yet if they be very strong they 


blow the drift sand into the water to be car--| 


ried southward by the next northeasterly 
storm. 

The great preponderance of force being ex- 
erted fromthe northward the movement of 
sand will be to the southward and thus is es- 
tablished what is known as the littoral or 
shore current—a re ized and almost con- 
stant flow southward along the ‘west Shore. 
The general trend of the lake shore is about 
no?th-northwest, with occasiohal indentations 
like that between Cape Hayes and Grosse Point 
and another between Winnetka and Highland 
Park, and the much more extensive one of 
Milwaukee Bay. So that it is probable that 
the action above described, observed along 
the Cook County shore, extends with more or 
leks reguiarity along the whole’ west shore of 
Lake Michigan.

saw teeth, the bases of which, representing 


no reason to regard the iocal action as 
especially strong at that point. Suppose the 
whole extent of west:shore bluff of Lake 
Michigan to have been subjected to similar 
erosion and we see at once what vast physical 
and geographical changes must have been 
wrought upon the lake and the surrounding 
country in the course of ages. 3 

Sixty years ago, before the opening of new 
channels and the construction of piers had 
changed the rivers emptying into the lake, the 
effect of the drift was plainly visible at their 
mouths. The river current was met and de- 
flected by the littoral current; both were 
somewhat slackened, and the moving sand 
was deposited by the resultant force in a bar 
parallel with the shore, and sometimes chok- 
ing the mouth of the stream. 

t us take a backward glance at the little 
frontier village and: trading post of Chicago 
as it appeared sixty years ago, and see how the 
great natural forces abeve referred to, aided 
by human efforts as persistent if less exten- 
sive, have operated to change the form and 
position of our shore. 
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[known as the sandbar, some 300 
or 400 feet wide, formed in the 
manner described above, 'separated the river 

from Lake Michigan. 

In the case of Bates vs. The Illinois Central 
railroad, known as the ‘‘sandbar case,’’ tried 
in the United States Circuit Court in Chicago 
in 1859, the late Gurdon S. Hubbard testi- 
fied that he had known the _  sand- 
bar to extend south as far. as 
Eighteenth street, and the river to empty at 
that point. The mouth was usually ob- 
structed by a sand shoal, so that only 
barges or scows could enter. 

In the year 1835 the United States Govern- 
ment cut a channa@l through the sandbar on a 
line with the course of the river to the west 
and built a ecrib-pier on its south side and 
a pile dock on its north side, confining the 
water to the new and direct outlet. 

The portion of the bar thus cut off south of 
the new channel being no longer fed by the 
sand from the, north shore was gradually 
eaten away by currerts and storms, and by 
1854 had entirely disappeared except a small 
point of a few feet in extent which was still 
visite at the south side of the south pier 
before that‘ part of the [Illinois Central 
grounds had been filled. This was about 
where the Central grain elevators now stand. 

While this destruction of the old bar south 
of the new channel was in progress, the sand 
gnawed by the waves out of the bluffs to the 
north was arrested by the north pier and'‘de- 
posited along the shore thence north as far as 
Chicago avenue or beyond. By the year 1872 
this accretion in front of what is known as 
Kinzie’s Addition was about 1,500 feet wide at 
the pier and 500 feet wide at Chicago avenue and 
covered an area of 60 to 70 acres. Up to 1868 
this great tract, known as “‘the Sands,’’ had 
only a prospective value.

The filling of 
the grounds for’ freight yards was begun and 
has been continued easterly toa line east of 
the shore line of the old sand bar opposite the 
ends of South Water, Lake, and ndolph 
streets. The filling in of the lake by the Illi- 
nois Central railroad and’ by riparian owners 
was enormously stimulated by the great Chi- 
cago fire of 1871. Thedébris from hundreds 
of acres of burnt buildings had to be disposed 
of, and in addition a place of deposit had to 
be found for hundreds of thousands of cubic 
yards of earth dug from the cellars of the new 
buildings which were being built. Many miles 
of streets were raised to the new grade, and 
the remainder of the material was dumped 
into Lake Michigan, filling the Lake Park and 
the Illinois Central railroad mght of way and 
depot grounds from Park Row to the river, 
and on the North Side extending the. made 
land several hundred feet into the lake. 


But this time the value of lake-shore prop- 
erty began to be understood by riparian 
owners, and efforts were made in various 
places from Lake View to Hyke Park to re- 
claim the bed of the lake and extend the 
shore property. Some of them failed from a 
lack of capital and of an immediate use for 
made land, successive storms washing away 
the neglected pile work and piers. 

But the work of filling has been carried 


on. vigorously since the fire by the 
Illinois Central on the south and 
by the several riparian proprietors on 


the north till the present time, and it is still 
advancing at a rapid rate, Upto about 1869 
the accretion on the North Side was produced 
almost wholly py natural causes from the 
sand brought down from the north. There

lake at right angles. A beach soon formed 
on the north side of each pier, which kept the 
surf from eating away the foot of the bluff, 
and allowed the bluff to form a natural slope. 

One of the earliest of these structures was 
that built by the late Artemus Carter, at 
Winnetka, about the year 1869. The beach 
formed by this piece was some twovor three 
hundred feet wide at its base and extended 
northward a quarter of a mile or more. This 
example has been followed until now, from 
Belmont avenue in Lake View to Lake Forest, 
and probably further, such pieces occur at fre- 
quent intervals. They serve the double pur- 
pose of preventing the waste of the bluff and 
ef arresting the drift of sand from farther 
north, 

_In consequence of these efforts at protec- 
tion the supply of drift sand has been ver 
much diminished. But the rapidity with 
which natural accretion has formed in some 
places along the Lincoln Park front, and 
especially in the inclosure formed by the pier 
built in the lake some two years ago, extend- 
ing from Pearson street to Oak street, shows 
that great quantities are brought down each 
year. 

The map printed herewith represents the 
lake shore for three and a half miles; from 
North avenue to Sixteenth street, giving the 
original shore line as shown by the earliest 
maps of subdivision from 1833 to 1839, and 
the present shore line with its docks and 
breakwaters. 

The width of made land varies from 100 feet 
to 2,800 feet. 

Between Indiana street and the north pier 
its width is 2,800 feet. At Randolph street it 
is 2,650 feet. The area of made land from 
North avenue to the riveris about 180 acres, 
and about the same from the river to Six- 
teenth street.

Four-fifths of the outer harbor, al- 
ready dredged out by the United States Gov- 
ernment, would be filled up, and the present 
city would be carried half a mile farther from 
the waters of Lake Michigan than it is now. 
Michigan avente would then be placed, rela- 
tively to the lake, about where Market street 
now is. 

The right of the riparian owner to extend 
his holding by building solid structures in the 
water, and by filling the inclosed space, has 
been little debated, and seems not distinctly 
settled in this State.

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OLD NEW ENGLAND HOMES. 


The Oldest Inhabited Houses at Dedham, 
Mass. : 

In answering a question of a correspondent 
a short time ago Tuz Trisune said that the 
oldest house in the United States was Crad- 
dock Fort at East Medford, Mass., built in 
1634. 

This paragraph catching the eye of Mr. A. 
Fowler of Boston he sends a photograph of 
the Jonathan Fairbanks house of Dedham, 


Mass., which was built in 1640. He makes 


the claim that this quaint structure is the old- 
est inhabited dwelling in the United States. 
The photograph he incloses, which. is here re- 
produced, never before has been published. 
It exhibits a study which well might tempt 
the brush of an artist. 

A few words may not be out of place regard- 
ing the history of a home which enjoys the 
unique distinction of having been inhabited 
for two centuries and a half. 

The ancient Town of Dedham is situated 
on the Charles River, ten miles southwest 
from Boston.

IBSEN’S DRAMA, LADY INGER OF OSTRAT 


Somber and Powerful, and Capitally Done 
Into English in the Archer Series, 

Those works of Ibsen which excite the most 
interest are his social dramas, because the at- 
tention of English-speaking people has been 
called tothem atatime when social prob- 
lems are being freely discussed. The historical 
and poetical plays of the Norwegian dramatist 
are no less worthy of examination from. an 
artistic point of view, but are not likely to 
find translators while public attention is con- 
centrated on what it deems sensational in the 
author. 

Mr. William Archer, however, in his series of 
“Prose Dramas” (Scribner & Welford), has 
gone beyond the region of the social studies, 
and given us a taste of the author’s treatment 
of historical themes. The series, which is 
in three ee, is just completed.

most striking play in the last volume. The 
English, virile and simple, is by Mr. Archer’s 
brother Charles. It takes the reader back to 
the darkest period of Norwegian history— 
the beginning of the sixteenth century— 
when Norway, with nobility scattered 
and a peasantry inert, was about to be re- 
ceived into the maw_of Denmark. As a 
heroine Ibsen chooses Fru Inger Ottisdatter 
Gyldenlove, who was the greatest poeaee 
of her time. He represents her as a y 
Macbeth in her thirst for power and strength 
of will. The motive of the play is the strife 
that r in her bosom between maternal 
love and patriotism. . *

The play is too complicated to be described 
at length, but it is powerfully constructed and 
advances swiftly toward a terribledenouement. 
The cause of Lady Inger’s vacillation—the cause 
to which she sacrificed the hopes of her 
country and even the happiness of her 
daughters—is found to be an illegitimate 
whom she had borne in her youth to the Re- 
gent of Sweden. To discover this son, and 
even to. press his claims to the throne of 
Sweden, are the ambitions of her life. When 
the young man finally falls into her hands she 


is ignorant of his identity. Supposing 
the prisoner to be =the rightful 
heir whose life stood between her 


boy and the crown she connives at his secret 
assassination. It is only when the youth is in 
his coffin and the lid nailed down by her own 
orders that y Inger learns that the victim 
is her own son. The last scene is terrific. 

As for the character of Lady Inger only a 
Siddons or a Cushman could adequately 
represent it. | 

The play may be described a melodramatic 
tragedy. Several situations are melodramatic 
in their improbability; but the character of 
Lady Inger overshadows such expedients by 
its tragic intensity. 

The darkness and sadness of the North are 
in this work, as indeed they are in all Ibsen's 
writings ; and closing the book one is haunted 
by a melancholy like that which breathes in 
the music of Grieg. ' 

It is needless to pay that the dramatist takes 
an artist’s liberties with history. Little is 
known of the real Lady Inger, and that little 
represents her as a grasping creature am bi- 
tious of social influence, and more given 


to the accumulation of wealth than 
to the fostering of patriotic sentiments. 
Several of the eading characters 


were real personages, but they are freely 
handled to suit the author’s purposes. While 
the drama does not furnish historical informa- 
tion it gives one what. is just as valuable—the 
historical atmosphere of Norway in the six- 
teenth century, and affords the reader an in- 
sight into Scandinavian character.

SCENES AND TRADITIONS OF A MOST 
ROMANTIC REGION. 


A Great Spread of Country Abounding in 
Natural Attractions—The Dalles of St. 
Louis — Interesting Indian Legends— 
Work and Wanderings of the Early 

_ Catholic Missionaries—The Copper Mines 
--Mackinac Island and Its Old Forts. 


‘The south shore of Lake Superior can much 
_ of tt be regarded as quite like an unknown 
country. Picturesque America says it.is 238 
years since the first white man set. foot there. 
He met a crowd of Ojipway and Algonquin 
Indians, and tive years later they killed him. 
The two centuries and over since then are a 
long time in American history, yet in all that 
time but little about this great inland sea has 
been written. The lake i4 460 miles long and 
170 miles wide, and along the south shore are 
scattered massive rocky walls, giant cliffs, and 
dense forests, the equai to anything existing 
on the Atlantic coast. As to the shape of . the 
lake, the early French missionaries described 
it as like a bow, with the arch on the Cana- 
dian side and the straight string the American 
boyuds. Continue this string west across the 
country and it ruys through the Yellowstone 
Valles, Spokaue Falls, Seattle, and Tacomia. 
At the extreme western end of Lake Super- 
jor is St. Louis Bay, separated from the lake 
itself by a narrow strip of land; or, more 
properly, two, called Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin Points, forming a natural harbor of many 
miles in extent. It was first visited by civil- 
ized miner. in 1682. as nearly as history records. 
In 1641 Fathers Daniel and Brebasuft were in- 
vited to visit the lake, but came no further 
than Sault Ste. Marie. The first white men to 
leave an actual reference to this territory were 
Pierre d’Esprit (Sicur Radison) and Madart 
(hanart (Sieur des Groselliers) is the fall of 
1661.

It appears that the Chippewas im.- 
agined the home of the Bad Manitou to be at 
the gateway to Superior Bay. Because the 
currents of the bay and of the lake conflict 
just there and keep the water constantly 
though not violently, disturbed, they fancied 
that the evil spirit kept house in or under the 
water just at that spot. They knew he made 
trouble everywhere, and the unexplained dis- 
turbance m the water was therefore a certain 
sign that this was where he lived.

they are the ports from which that 
product is shipped. ‘ Keweenaw ”’ signifies 
a portage, and it is told that centuries ago the 
copper mines were worked by Indians.. The 
Chippewas occupied that territory then, and 
they were full of superstitious fear regarding 
Keweenaw Point; they believed that a demon 
resided there, and they dared not visit his do- 
main to procure copper without first propi- 
tiating him with rites and gifts; then, trem- 
bling and in silence, they lighted fires around 
some exposed mass of the metal, and when it 
was softened they hastily cut off a small quan- 
tity and fled to their canoes without looking 
back. So strong was their dread that for 
years the explorers were unable to obtain 
from them information about the int, 
neither would they act as guides, although 
tempting bribes were offered. 

Presque Isle is the name of a high headland 
two miles north of the Marquette. Its shores 
are rugged, sandstone cliffs, broken here and 
there by the waves into fancifully formed cav- 
erns, pillars, and arches. The strata are 
nearly horizontal and the veins of different 
colored minerals make a singularly striking 
appearance. It interested Agassiz immensely 
when he visited it a few years before his death. 


This spot was once the site of a flourishing : 


Indian village of the Chippewa tribe. 

Of the scenic beauties that will be seen on 
the way the most striking are Douglas Falls, 
the great cave at Cat Island, the Miner’s 
Castle, Dead River Falls, and the cave at 
Presque Isle. 

A spot that should be visited before leaving 
the lake shore is Mackinac, pronounced as 
though spelled ‘‘Mackinaw.’’ Mackinac 
Island lies like a broken link between Upper 
and Lower Michigan. Around it meet the 
waters of the two great lakes, Huron and 
Michigan, whose level is 581: feet above the 
sea. This island has sufficient area to cause 
a journey of nine miles in skirting its shores. 
It is shaped as if it had been made square, 
then some giant force had pulled each of its 
corners a little way. It rises sheer above the 
translucent waters, a great plateau, 200 to 300 
feet in height, wooded luxuriantly, and framed 
with a broad white beach. 

Asis the custom with old villages, where- 
ever they are seen, the little original settle- 
ment crouches at the foot of the bluff beneath 
the fort—a straggling, picturesque settlement 
of shops and cottages, churches and hotels, 
facing the white ‘strand and the marvelously 
clear water. As is also the custom with the 
wiser planning of mankind today, the far 
choicer high ground is being: built upon with 
modern hotels and lovely villas. Up there, 
also, is the military reservation of 108 acres, 
and the remainder has been set apart by the 
Government—justly appreciating its unique 
attractions—for a National Park. 

Fort Mackinac, which stands on a rocky 
eminence just above the town, was built by 
the English in 1780. The buildings are a hos- 
pital, outside the wall and east of the fort: a 
guard-house, near the south gate; officers’ 
quarters on the hill near the flagstaff, quarters 
for the men in the center, block-houses on the 
walls, magazine in the hollow, not far from 
the south gate; store-houses, offices, etc. 
There are persons yet living on the island who, 
during the troubles of 1814, took refuge in 
these self-same block-houses. In the rear of 
the fort isthe parade ground, and the spot 
where Capt. Roberts planted his guns in 1812. 
while his whole force of Indians was conceal 
in the adjacent thickets. Capt. Roberts dis- 
embarked at British Landing, marched

George, but when it beeame an American pos- 
session it was renamed in honor of Maj.

As far back as his story begins to vie with 
traditions that reach into the distant past 
Mackinac Island has been a place of great in- 
terest. A legend relates . that a large number 
of Indians were once assembled at Point St. 
Ignace, and while intently gazing at the rising 
son, during the great Manitou or February 
moon, they beheld the island suddenly rise up 
from the water, assuming its present form. 
From the point. of observation it bore the fan- 
cied resemblance to the back of a huge turtle ; 
hence they called it by the name of Mas-che- 
ne-mac-sing, which means a great turtle. The 
name, when put into a French dress, became 
Machilimackinac, to be in turn again abbre- 
viated by the always practical English into 
Mackinac. 

In 1671 Father Marquette, pioneer and 
priest, wrote that ‘** Michilimackinac 18 an 
island famous in these regions, of more than 
a league in diameter, and elevated in some 
places by such high cliffs as to be seen more 
than twelve leagues off.’’ Father Marquette 
was doubtless the first white man to visit if, 
or at least to dwell upon it. He established a 
school on the island in 1671 for the education 
of the Indian youths, and so much was he at- 
tached to “the Straits’’ that when he died 
in 1675 it was at his request his Indian con- 
verts brought his body back to the little mis- 
sion established by him at St.Ignace. The 
first vessel ever seen on these waters was the 
Griffin, built by the explorer La Salle on Lake 
Erie in 1678. 

In 1695 Cadillac, who stili later founded De- 
troit, established a small fort here. Then 
the contests and skirmishes, not unmingled 
with massacres, until finally Mackinac, wit 
all the other French strongholds on the lakes, 
was surrendered to the English in Septem- 
ber, 1761. In 1763 began the rm av! of 
Pontiac—a coup de guerre wonderful for-the 
sagacity with which it was planned and the 
vigor with which it was executed. 

A year afterwards, a treaty of peace having 
been made with the Indians, troops were 
again sent to raise the English flag over the 
fort. The present fort on Mackinac Island 
was built by the English in 1770. By a treaty 
of peace between Great Britain and the 
United States Sept. 3, 1783, the island fell 
within the boundary of: the United States, but 
under various processes the English refused-to 
withdraw their troops. By a second treaty, 
concluded Nov. 19, 1794, it was stipulated that 
the British should withdraw on or before 
June 1, 1797. Two companies of United 
States troops arrived in October, 1796, and 
took possession, a previous treaty with the In- 
dians having secured from them the post, 
During the war of 1812 the island was again 
surrendered to the British. After the victory 
of Commodore Perry on Lake Erie in 1813 an 
effort was made to recapture it, but the troops 
sent were insufficient in numbers, and not un- 
til 1814 was the American flag again hoisted 
over the Gibraltar of the lakes. 

In savage minds Mackinac’s superb posi- 
tion was a, preciated, then the missionaries 
made it their chief pulpit, next civilized war- 
fare made it a coveted stronghold, later it be- 
came a commercial cefter. This was when 
the fur trade was carried on by John Jacob 
Astor. Mr. Astor organized the American 
Fur company with a capital of $2,000,000. The 
outposts of the company were scattered 
throughout the whole West and Northwest. 
This island was the great central mart to 
which the goods were brought from New 
York by way of the lakes, and from Quebec 
and Montreal by way of the Ottawa, Lake 
Nipissing, and French River. From this

point they were distributed to all the out- 
posts, while from all the Indian countries the 
furs were annually brought down to the island 
by the company’s agents, whence they were 
sentto New York, Quebec, or to Europe. 
This company was organized in 1809 and con- 
tinued to do business until 1848.

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MISS PHILIPPA FAWCETT. 


| One Who Knows Tells of Her and Her 
Parents. 

Of Miss Philippa Fawcett, who has taken 
| highest honors in Cambridge, in competition 
with wranglers of the other sex, a friendly 
critic says: “It now remains to be seen 
whether she will hold this vantage ground 
through life.”” Upon this point it is impossi- 
ble to make any positive forecast, but, barring 
accidents, it is safe to predict that Miss Faw- 
cett will be a woman not only of distinguished 
ability but of distinguished effectiveness. As 
a little girl, 6 years old, the writer saw 
Philippa Fawcett at the home of her Grand- 
mother Fawcett in Salisbury, knowing 
Prof. Fawcett and Mrs. Faweett in London. 
Much interest was natural in seeing their only 
child, a broad, high-browed, delicate-looking 
little girl, rather shy, as all English gre, but 
with eyes which once seen can never be for- 
gotten. They were not brilliant, they were 
scarcely meditative, rather, they were mystic 
and half-veiled, and there seemed something 
in them beyond the grasp. 

Her grandmother told the writer the follow- 
ing anecdote: A few days before Philip 
was nursing her “ sick and crying’”’ doll. 
After it beeame quiet the grandmother said: 
“ Your doll is better now, isn’t she?’ Philip- 
pa’s little hand was eagerly raised, and-in an 
undertone of deep anxiety she _ said, 
‘“‘Hush-sh-sh. I¢ has been the object of my 
life to keep her from. knowing that she was a 
doll.”” Elizabeth Stuart Phelps said, on hear- 
ing this anecdote, ‘* Well, one ehild is enough 
for parents, if that is the kind of child 
she is.” 

The parentage of Miss Fawcett gives the 
promise of a remarkable endowment in com- 
mon sense and practical efficiency. ~ Her 
father, Prof. Henry Fawcett, the blind Post- 
master-General, losing his sight by an acci- 
dent in gunning just before he was ready for 
the university, with the aid of a reader fin- 
ished his preparation, entered Cambridge, and 
rove eed his university course with a degree 
of merit that secured him a fellowship. Sub- 
sequent treatises on questions of the time 
brought him a_ professorship in political 
economy. Without the scholarly breadth or 
acumen of John Stuart Mill, or the suotle- 
ty of Prof. Cairns, he brought a rare degree 
of comprehensible common sense into his 
treatment of the labor problems of the time. 
His political economy studies were all of a 
practical nature, and especially concerned in 
ameliorating the condition of the laborer,not: 
only for his own advantage but as a means to 
improve the wealth-producing implements as 
well. And he was no more concerned in im- 
proving the present condition of the laborer 
than he was in offering him inducements to 
save his —— that he might himself become 
a capitalist. He seemed to be moved not 
so much by personal sympathy as by a 
large-minded sense of justice and an ardent 
interest in the greatest good for the whole 
community. 

Prof. Fawcett spoke and wrote so temper- 
ately, his statements were so freighted with 
unquestioned common sense and human dig- 
nity, that he was listened to with the same in- 
terest by capitalist and aristocrat as by dissat- 
isfied and pauperized workingmen. . This 
widespread popularity gave him a seat in 
Parliament during the latter part of our war. 

The night following Mr. Lincoln’s assassina- 
tion occurred one of Mrs. Peter Taylor’s fort- 
nightly receptions. These receptions were at 
the time quite famous in the second structure of 
London social life. Peter Taylor was per- 
haps the most radical man in Parliament 
and America had no _ (firmer frien 
on British soil. Mrs, Taylor, who shared all 
Mr. Taylor’s radical opinions and fondness 
for America, was a woman of great loveliness 
and benevolence united to a most graceful 
and gracious strong-mindedness. With re- 
markable feminine gentleness, she yet had a. 
courage and zeal that enabled her to express 
her opinions on any publie platform where a 

lace was offered her. The Taylors lived in a 

arge, old house, set in a lovely garden, join- 
ing Holland Park. To these receptions aristo- 
cratic people were not invited, but there came 
artists and literary people, statesmen and rad- 
icals, and whoever was foremost in 
any good work, im any count or 
| clime. A young man connected with the 
American. Legation said: “The Taylors’ 
drawing-rooms are like Noah’s ark. You find 
there animals of all kinds, from all climes 
under the heavens.’’ This evening the shock 
of the recent news had brought together an 
unusually large number of those who were 
watching American affairs, and there seemed 
to be but one themé of conversation. , During 
the evening Mr. Fawcett heard some lady say: 
“It would have been less loss to the world i 
every crowned head in Europe fallen.”’ 
Inquiring the name of the speaker, he asked 
to be introduced to*her. The lady was Miss 
Millicent Garrett, a petite, fair, bright 

strong-minded girl of 18 or 19, already a good 
deal known in the radical. circles of London. 
The acquaintance soon ripened into personal 
affection, and a few years later Miss Garrett 
became the wife of the large-souled, strong- 
hearted, blind member of Parliament. 

Prof. Fawcett was a tall, large, muscular 
man with an-apparent strength of | fiber that 
belongs to our backwoodsmen. Strength and 
utility were the basis of his whole nature, 
physically and intellectually. There was 
no fineness to give the weakness 
of daintiness, and there owas too 
much strength to allow the = slightest 
affectation or pretension. Never in conversa- 
tion or heated parliamentary debate was he 
for one instant thrown off his balance of plain- 
est common sense; a COMmMon sense so plain, 
so almost commonplace,that it took me a long 
time to see how it was he carried so much 
weight both in and out of Parliament. 

With a mathematician’s eye for facts he 
made no questionable statements, and there 
was acandor and outspoken sincerity that 
won the absolute respect of political oppo- 
nents as well as political friends. Devoid of 

srsonal animosity and holding steadily to 
Scots and principles, without rhetoric or 
oratory, he seldom gave offense to the advo- 
sates of those principles he fearlessly attacked. 
Nithout timidity, or shyness, or self-distrust, 
he owas ever ready to do what 
seemed to him proper to be done. With a 
young man as constant attendant and reader, 
and the‘ready aid of Mrs. Fawcett, he prob- 
ably accomplished quite as much as he would 
if he had used his own eyes.. The writer was 
once one of a yachting party with him on the 
Thames. At every point he would ask some 
one to describe to him the sky and the land- 
scape. He traveled with interest in Switzer- 
land, and more than once he said, “I want to 
see America.’’ Conducted to the door of Par- 
liament by his attendant or Mrs. Fawcett (no 
non-member can pass through the door when 
Parliament is in session), some member led 
him to his seat. Though an effective speaker, 
his rather harsh voice and plain statements 
freed from any graces of expression, avoi 
any suspicion of oratory. 

He drew.no crowds to hear him, but those 
present listened with unusual attention, part- 
ly from a native respect for a man who under 
unfortunate conditions had kept abreast of 
other men, but chiefly because he was known 
to be remarkably clear-headed and absolutely 
candid and true. Unable to make any use of 
notes, it was surprising to hear him quote 
numerical statistics almost without end. As 
head of the Post-Office Department in Mr. 
Gladstone’s last Government he introduced 
various reforms, the chief of which 
was the establishment of post-office 
savings-banks, designed to encourage 
children and small-wage earners to lay 
by their money, by furnishing a bank at every 
post-office, ready to take in and care for little 
sums from a penny upward. Mr. Fawcett, 
the son of an apothecary, without much inher- 
ited fortune, and dependent upon the income 
from his professorship and writings, had little 
money to give to philanthropic work, but his 
words and his influence went out to every 
good cause. With a fair lease of. years it 
seemed not improbable that the blind states- 
man would some day become Prime Minister 
in the Liberal party, but death cut him down 
in middle life. 

Mrs. Fawcett is one of a quite remarkable 
family. of Garrett sisters. An elder sister, 
Mrs. Dr. Garrett-Anderson, was the first 
woman who attained the rank of M. D. in 
Great Britain, and this was won only through 
the most persistent and unwearying struggle. 
First trying one door and then another, only 
to find it shut and barred against her when she 
was half-way through. At length, after taking a 
degree in Paris, she found some unbarred 
back stairway and slipped in before English 
doctors had time to close it up. 

The father of the Garretis was a brewer of 
moderate means, a man apparently in no way 
‘remarkable, and remembered by the writer 
only for a rather unusual degree of vanity for 
an Englishman, while the mother was in an 
equal degree modest and retiring and quite 
averse to strong-mindedness in women. The 
daughters, without any of those rare qualities 
we call genius, were women of unusual effec- 
tiveness, witha perfect poise between vanity 
and self-distrust. Never stepping in front of 
the position others would have assigned 
them they were ever in the rear of it. 
One would they had a perfect com- 
prehension of their own ability and the energy 
and courage to use itto the best advantage.

But is it to be supposed that girls who have 
energy enough to take a four-year college 
course will sit tamely down and let the young 
men monopolize the society business? That 
will do very well in the seclusion of Wellesley 
and Vassar, but at Cornell and Syracuse, what 
girl of spirit can put up with the air of mys- 
tery which pervades the college halls and 
campus; the allusions to grips, signals, pass- 
words, and the mysterious references to cer- 
tain tragic experiences in goat-riding? Itisa 
contagion not to be resisted, hence the organ- 
ization of the Kappa Alpha Theta, Kappa 
Kappa Gamma, Alpha Phi, and ail the rest of 
the sororities. , 

In some of the coeducation colleges where 
there is no dormitory system and but few 
women as instructors the girls are obliged to 
be their own mentors, and societies for gen- 
eral culture as well as greater mental develop- 
ment are felt to be a necessity. 

Convivial Attractions, 

The social element enters somewhat into the 
sororities, of course, or they would be no 
match tor the fraternities, and “ spreads,” 
banquets, and reunions marx oif the year in a 
delightful manner. By some of the societies 
these periodic festivities are considered suffi- 
cient, and the rest of the time is spent in solid 
work by earnest, conscientious girls whose 
desire for culture in the broadest sense is a 
strong characteristic. There are others, how- 
ever, who desire a reputation for having only 
elegant “‘ society ’’ girls among their number, 
and that means much payeter Geena the year 
and usually a corresponding lack in scholar- 
ship. In this respect also the girls are like 
their brothers.

Kappa Alpha Theta has long enjoyed the 
reputation of being the first Greek-letter wom- 
an’s society to be imbued with the'fraternity 
idea, although she antedates Kappa Kappa 
Gamma by only a few months. The 27th 
of January, 1870, was the birthday of 
Kappa Alpha Theta and Asbury University, 
Greencastle, Ind., the birthplace. The name 
of the university has since been changed 
to De Pauw, and now the Kappa girls have 
several rivals, but in spite of that they have 
flourished so finely that they now have eight- 
een chapters. The number of active members 
at present is about 200, and the list of alumnz 
has reached more than the thousand limit. 
Among the alumnez the Theta girls are proud 
to claim Miss Anna Dickinson, Mrs. Alice 
Freeman Palmer, President of the Associa- 
tion of Collegiate Alumnz and formerly Pres- 
ident of Wellesley, who charmed so many peo- 
ple in this city recently by her delightful ad- 
dress before the ag te wm Club; Mrs:

Chickamauga Letter in the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat; Of all the battlefields Chicka- 
mauga is the best preserved. Twenty-seven 
years have worked few changes. Then it was 
astretch of pine woods lying along the west 
sid» of Chickamauga River, broken here and 
there by cleared farms. It is the same today. 
The farm buildings stand where they stood 
then. The tilled fields have almost the iden- 
tical boundaries that they had. The strips 
and blocks of forest are unchanged save that 
there is more undergrowth. The deep, slug- 
gish river is bridged and forded at the same 
crossing which the Confederate. forces used 
when they came marching over from the east 
side to open the battle the afternoon of Fri- 
day, Sept. 18. The bfoad Lafayette or State 
road extends through the heart of the battle- 
field, and the lanes and trails lead into and 
out of it just as they did, 

The Confederate veterans spent the last day 
of the Chattanooga reunion upon the battle- 
field. They came down by train-loads and 
scattered in all directions to go over the ground 
upon which they fought. .With rarely an ex- 
ception this was the first visit since the battle. 
Scenes and experiences came back with mar- 
velous distinctness. A little south of where 
the hardest fighting was done there is a pecul- 
iar depression. The county road curves to 
avoid one side of it. The other half breaks in 
upon a cornfield. Natives call the place a sink. 
Water collects there... Perhaps it is fed by a 
spring at the bottom. At any rate, in a dry 
spell, such as.it is now, withering the black- 
berries and making the corn look yellow, the 
sink’s contents show Only a little contraction. 
“Bloody Pond”’ the place is called. Many of 
the veterans walked down to look at it as soon 

as they left the cars. As they stood around 
the edges they told of the sights they saw there 
in the closing hours of the battle. 

There is more forest than farm in the to- 
pography of Chickamauga. Springs are few, 
and, although each farm house has a well, 
there was no water supply for a fighting army. 
In making provision for the 3,000 veterans the 
Chattanooga committee had barrels of water 
hauled from a considerable distance. It is not 
difficult to understand what must have been 
the condition when 100,000 soldiers were 
marching and countermarching, charging and 
retreating, over these ridges, across these 
fields; and through these pine forest glades. 

So long as they were resting on Chickamauga 
River, or so long as_ they could reach it from 
a reasonable distance, the Confederates relied 
upon that for water. But Sunday carried the 
tide of battle two miles to the west of the 
river. And then it was that Blood Pond 
received its name and became one 
of the historic spots on the field. 
Wounded men by |. hundreds dragged 
themselves toward the pond. Some, crazed 
by feverish thirst, staggered io the edge and 
fling themselves in. Many died, as they lay 
there within sight, begging for just a drop. 
When Monday morning came there was no 
more horrifying scene than that presented in 
and around Bloody-Pond. Corpses floated on 
the water and corpses lay higher than the pine 
cones all around theedges. Both armies were 
represented in the ghastly scene. 

‘We could drink anything in the form of 
water those days,’’ one of the veterans said, as 
he looked at Bloody Pond. 

+ 
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From Bloody Pond it is a good ten minutes’ 
walk eastward to the Vineyard place on the 
Lafayette road. The lane by which the walk 
is taken skirts the pine tree forest on the left, 
with open fields on the right. Two-thirds of 
the way across from the pond to the Vineyard 
place a lumberman has set up asawmill. His 
intention was to reduce to lumber the best of 
the pine trees among which the battle of Chick- 
amauga was fought. The mill is idle. It is 
doubtful if it will ever run again. Tacklinga 
buzz-saw is a synonym for supreme folly. But 
the buzz-saws which tackled the Chickamauga 
pines found more than their match. One 
after another the saws went to pieces upon 
miinie balis, grape, and bits of shells, until 
the lumberman found bankruptcy staring him 
in the face, There is today a standing rule at 
ail of the saw-mills of ‘this region that no logs 
from Chickamauga battlefield will be taken. 
In the store windows of Chattanooga the  vis- 
itor may see many “ Chickamauga relics.”’ 
They usually take the form of sections of 
trees with half-buried missiles protruding. A 
suspicion exists that the manufacture of relics 
is a profitable industry followed by some of 
the enterprising residents of the vicinity. It 
is said that with assorted fragments of iron 
a collection of musket-balls, some scarred 
logs, and a siedge-hammer the. most in- 
teresting relics can be turned out-in a few 
hours. During the Confederate reunion a 
man drove into Chattanooga with his wagon 
full'of logs. One of his specimens had thir- 
teen pieces of shell sticking in it and partially 
visible. People who live upon the battlefield 
proper say that those who are not so fortunate 
as to have free access to the forest in which 
the fighting was done manufacture their relics 
right — They argue that a piece of a tree. 
with a bullet only half hidden by tMe bark, is 
to be viewed with natural suspicion, because 
it is only reasonable to suppose that in twenty- 
seven years the wood of any live tree would 
have grown over an imbedded missile. Then 
they take you out into the forest and show you 
that, while every tree bears the marks of hav- 
ing been struck, there are no bullets pro- 
truding. To make the object lesson com- 

léte the honest natiye takes an ax, chops 
into the sree at one of the scars and shows 
the genuine relic—a bullet buried perhaps 
two or three inches beyond the bark. 
And the moral is: “Beware of Chick- 
amauga relics which show too much.”’ 
It is in sawing the logs for boards or in split- 
ting them for rails that the reliable evidences 
of the terrific storm of iron hail are to be 
found. Jim Brotherton, who was born on the 
field, who fought here with his Georgia 

regiment, and who camie back here after the 
war, told the writer that he and his brother, 
several years ago, got out the rails for fencing 
# forty-acre field. Out of a section of pine 
tree long enough for a rail cut they had taken 


as nany as a hundred minie balls. uss 
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. At the. Vineyard place there is the same 
combination of open field, rail fence, sur- 
rounding pine forest, and wide road to be 
found in other parts of the field. For 
possession of the old State road leading 
northward from Lafayette to Chattanooga 
both sides fought. The Vineyard place 
was made historical by what . occurred 
on Saturday. Beyond the road the ground 
undulates toward the winding Chickamauga, 
which is a little over half a mile away 
at the nearest point. In the glades of the for- 
ést between the road and the river the first 
shock came, Bragg had sent the Confeder- 
Ste divisions across Chi¢kamauga by ford and 
bridge at daylight. Rosecrans was slowly 
concentrating his trogps and moving them 
northward, so as to keep between “Bragg and 
and Chattanooga. Neither army could see 
>movements of the other. It was only by 
feeling about in these forest glades that one 
Side could find the other. Bragg-had no idea 
of finding Rosecrans where he did. He ex- 
pected the battle to open in earnest a mile or 
more to the south, at and Gordon’s mills. 
These haphazard meetings in the forest gave 
the battle of Chickamauga its destructive char- 
acter. It was in several respects the most re- 
markable battle\of the war. The fighting was 
bloodier and the losses were greater than in 
any other engagement. There was less of 
What has pveen called the moral effect of the 
marge. Where the waiting line can see the 
enemy advancing in force from a long dis- 
tance a panicky feeling is inspired. The vic- 
tory of a charge is often won before the 
charging column is within range. But at 
Chickamauga the conditions of the field pre- 
vented that. Brigade encountered brigade . 
and division was hurled against division in 
giades, and neither saw the other until 
they were not more than a pistol-shot apart. 
And then they stood and fought until ammu- 
nition gave out or the ranks melted away. 
~ Capt. Se. eager of the Second Georgia, Ben- 
ning's brigade, told of an incident he wit- 
nessed which iliustrates the peculiar character 
of this fighting. Cheatham’s division, “ of

tance. The cannon roared, and shell and ball 
were sent crashing through the pine trees. In 
a few minutes the Confederate line moved for- 
ward, and then it was found that the artillery 
fire swept away a field hospital. The 
balls had plowed through rows of wounded 
wwent deep. ” d Houghto 6

= nothing in view to show the hospital from 
where the guns were planted. The sight was 
a horrible one when we went forward. Among 
the dead was a young aid. I remember 
thinking as I looked at him that he was the 
handsomest man I had everseen. A shot or 
shell had torn off the covering of his chest. 
He had in his pocket the evidence that he had 
been within our lines. It was in this fight 
that I killed my first man—that is, to be cer- 
tain of. ILhad been in many battles before 
and had done my share of shooting. But here 
I shot a man and was certain of it when I did 
it. He was behind a tree, and I was advanc- 
ing on him. We were but a few feet apart. 
He was an Eighth Kansas man. The bullet

“How did you know that he belonged to the 
Eighth Kansas?”’ 

‘From the letters in his pocket. We Con- 
federates tore up our letters from home when 
we had read them. The Yankees carried 
theirs in their pockets. We could identify 
them in that way. There was no hesitation 
about overhauling the dead, We continually 
replenished our ammunition by emptying the 
cartridge boxes of those who had fallen. The 
worst scare I got on the battleficld of 
Chickamauga was in trying to _ get 
adrink. Isaw a canteen on a dead Yankee, 
as I Se. “po Stooping down, I felt of the 
cover. It was moist, and that showed me 
there was water in it. I unbuckled it and gave 
it a jerk to pull out the strap, which was under 
him. At that instant the man panpes up. He 
wasn’t hurt a bit, but had been lying there 
shamming ever since our charge drove back 
his line. I had left my gun twenty feet away, 
standing against a tree. As the Yankee was a 
good deal bigger man, I thought for a few sec- 
onds that he had me, but he was scared al- 
most to death.” 

Houghton told a reminiscence which illus- 
trates how fickle the fortune of war was in 
the first day’s fighting: near the Vineyard 
place. 

‘“‘In one of our charges we captured a bat- 
tery and took possession of it. But the horses 
were dead, and there was no way to move it. 
In a few minutes down came the Yankee line 
on us, and back-our fellows went into the tim- 
ber. I got a little behind them in falling back, 
and concluded that it was as safe to stay right 
there behind a tree and take the chances as to 
follow my regiment. .The Yankees came up 
to the battery, but instead of keeping right 
along while they had our fellows on the run 
they stopped at the battery, jumped on the 
guns, began to make speeches and celebrate 
the recapture. While they were doing this 
up came another line of our fellows, and 
“ guns were ours again. We kept them that 
ime. * 

“I saw one scene that day,’’ continued 
Houghton, “that was the worst slaughtering 
of human beings that came within my view 
during the whole war. Our brigade was en- 
gaged with a Yankee brigade on a line which 
was partly in an open field and partly in the 
woods. My regiment was opposite the part of 
their line which was in the woods. For some 
reason that gave way first, and we pushed 
ahead and swung round against the fence just 
as the Yankee line in the field began.to give 
way. As they ran back through the open field 
we stood there behind the fence and trees 
shooting them down. They passed so near, 
some of them, that we could almost touch 
them with our guns. We would shout to them 
to surrender, and they would tell us to go to 
——, atid then down they would go. It was 
horrible slaughter. That - field seemed to be 
covered with dead and wounded when we 
stopped firing.”’

It has been mentioned that the battle of 
Chickamauga started a mile or more from 
where Bragg, who was attacking, intended it 
should. Both armies were’ in motion. The 
pine woods were full of columns. Bragg’s 
torees were crowding across the bridges and 
fords to get between Rosecrans and Chatta- 
nooga, and Rosecrans, suspecting the. inten- 
tion, was moving his divisions northward to 
prevent Bragg -from cutting him off from 
Chattanooga. So, all of a sudden and without 
warning, two divisions of Thomas’ ; corps fell 
in with Forrest’s dismounted cavalry, and the 
battle began. It was about 9 o’clock in the 
morning. The commanding Generals could 
see nothing, but they could hear the incessant 
volleys. Forrest was soon calling for rein- 
forcements, and Bragg sent in first a brigade 
—W alker’s—then a division of five brigades— 
Cheatham’s—and later on both Buckner and 
Cleburne went into this forest fight, guided by 
the sound of the firing. And while Bragg was 
pouring in his divisions from the river side of 
the pirie woods Rosecrans was sending in com- 
mand after command from his side. The for- 
est was full of battle by noon. 

On the ideal battlefield) the commanding 
General occupies a high point in the rear. He 
sits on a fiery charger undera spreading oak. 
He has powerful field.glasses in his hand. 
Before his vision is spread out the long line of 
battle. He sweeps the scene with his glasses, 
and from time to time he sends off the staff 
officers who are about him with orders to this 
and that part of the line. Chickamauga was 
not that kind of a battlefield. Even the com- 
manding Generals saw a very small part of the 
fighting. Here and there (a cleared field re- 
vealed lines of troops or gave a partial view of 
acharge. Confu bodies of men from time 
to time struggled out of the| woods, reformed 
and realigned along the broad State road, and 
went back into the forest again. Out from the 
midst of the glades came the roar of musketry. 
Sometimes the roar was loudest down toward 
Reed’s and Alexander’s bridge and the Chicha- 
mauga, and sometimes the tide swept up back 
of the Vineyard place. Masses of troops went 
in and fought wherever they found each other. 
There was no long, clearly-defined line of 
battle, but brigade engaged brigade and had 
it out. A dozen mighty duels were going on at 
once, filling the pine trees with lead and cover- 
ing the ground with dead and wounded. 

As the movements can be learned in detail 


’ and with reliability from survivors signboards 


are being put - to show just where these en- 
counters took place in the forest cast of the 
road. Many boards are already in position. 
The worm fences around the Vineyard place 
were not more crooked than the angles which 
the bodies of troops formed in their move- 
ments. Bullets flew to all points of the com- 
pass. On most battlefields the scarson the 
trees show a general direction of fire. Here, 
back of the Vineyard place, you find the pine 
trees marked all the way round. There was 
fighting front to front, and fighting on the 
flanks. There was enfilading and cross-tir- 
ing. Cheatham had the strongest division in 
the Confederate army. He had five brigades. 
At one time he advanced in a charge with his 
lines four deep. Thomas, the corps com- 
mander; Brannon, the division commander, 
and Vandiveer, the brigadier, were on the 
Union line toward which Cheatham’s columns 
were. coming. It looked as if nothing could 
stay the magnificent advance. But when the 
lines were scarcely fifty yards apart a Federal 
battery, which had at that moment swung into 
ition, opened with canister, firing straight 
own the Confederate front. Three rounds 
the battery fired, and when the smoke lifted 
the lines of Cheatham had melted away. It 
was this flank firing that made the carnage 
frightful. A single missile killed or disabled 
two, three, four, or half addozen men. Cheat- 
ham’s division did great fighting both days. 
A Captain in one of Cheathams regiments, 
the Second Georgia, said to the writer: 

** At roli-call Saturday morning 200 men an- 
swered. Saturday night we had only 100 left. 
Monday morning just forty-two answered to 

ir names,”’ 

Of Cheat ham’s whole division, the pride of 
Bragg’s army, over 40 r cent were swept 
away in the two days’ fighting.

: ‘From 9 in the morning till § in the afternoon 
this charging and countercharging in the 
woods wenton. Brigade after brigade was 
knocked to pieces, fell back, reformed, and 
went in again. There was a surprise every 
half hour. The trees were not so thick as to 
hinder the progress of troops. They were 
thick enough, however, to conceal movements 
until often the columns marching the differ- 
ent directions came front to front or front to 
flank within half a musket shot before either 
discovered the other. Then volleys were de- 
livered and received at short range. Masses 
of troops fell to fighting until one or the other 
ve way. This happened when Stuart, of 
the Confederate — marching to relieve 

Cheat came plump upon two bri 
ham, 2 pon rigades of 


Van Cleve’s di Union troops, and 
’ 
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fought them muzzle to muzzle. Bate’s brig- 
ade, led by the present junior Senator from 
Tennessee, made one of the most remarkable 
movements. It pl forward through the 
Union lines —_ it and kept going until 
the road, for control of which 
both armies were fighting. it went over 
thr more woods, and into a clear 
field, bringing up at Widow Glenn’s house, 
half a-mile in the rear of the whole Union 
army. Rosecrans had to pull two brigades 
out of the battle and send them after Bate to 
drive him back to where he belonged. In 
that wild, resistless charge the Tennessee Brig- 
adier had three horses shot under him. 
Into the woods between the Vineyard place 
and Reed’s bridge, a stretch of two miles 
rans sent in succession the divisions o 
Brannon, Baird, Johnson, Palmer, Reynolds, 
Van Cleve, Wood, Davis, and Sheridan. Nine 
divisions, which could not have numbered less 
than 5,000 men each, were in that hidden fight 
for the Union side. And Bragg sent in from 
his side Forrest with his dismounted cavalry- 
men, Waller, Liddell, Cheatham, Stuart, 
Bushrod Johnson, part of Hood, and finally 
Cleburne. There were eight divisions of Con- 
federates, and they probably equaled the nine 
divisions of. Rosecrans in strength. It 
was triangular fighting ground, with the 
road for one of the long sides, the Chicka- 
mauga River for the other, and the Vineyard 
place for the apex. Ninety thousand men were 
crowded in, and there they fought. Around 
the Vineyard place was one of_the centers of 
fiercest battling. In front of Reed’s bridge, 
where the scene opened at 9 o’clock im the 
morning, was another. Midway between the 
extremes along a little rise was the third 
place toward which the masses of troops 
converged, as if by common impulse, The 
battle was one of musketry. Battery after 
battery went into the woods and never came 
out. The guns were placed in position. They 
did terrible execution for atime. Then came 
a charge and the interchange of volleys at 
close range. The battery horses lay dead in 
their traces.: As the lines shifted the -cannon 
had to be left. They could not be hauled 


off. 

‘“‘T walked over the field,” said one of the 
Brothertons, who was born and raised here, 
“the morning after the battle. In one place 
down in the woods I counted sixteen big 
artillery horses lying in one heap. A little 
way off was another heap of twelve. And 

that was the way it was all through here.’’ 


* * 

From-9 in the morning to 5 in the afternoon 
the divisions marched into the woods and 
fought. They were so crowded together at 
times that fronts could not be formed. At 5 
o’clock there was stillness. The wounded re- 
ceived some attention. Order was brought out 
of the chaos of lines. It seemed as if the 
day’s work wasdone. But at sundown there 
came a crashing sound from the direction of 
Reed’s bridge. Cleburne’s brigade, compara- 
tively fresh, had formed a long front of a mile, 
and just before dark came sweeping up the 
slopes from the Chickamauga. They fell upon 
Johnson’s and Baird’s divisions of the Union 
side, and then for an hour anda half, while it 
grew darker and darker, both armies listened 
tosuch musketry as had not been heard before 
that day. Perhaps it was the hour. Perhaps 
it was the forest glades. Perhaps it was the 
peculiar top graphy. But survivors of both 
sides say that never, before nor since did they 
listen to such firing. It was the sharp crack of 
the rifle multiplied by thousands and continu- 
ous. 

Maj. Dick Person, a Confederate staff offi- 
cer, went with the writer over the ground upon 
which Cleburne’s long line advanced. He said: 

“The Federal line gave back very slowly. 
We could not see them, and they could not see 
us. We located their position by the line of 
fire, and kept going towards it. I don’t know 
how long we kept on, but it seemed as if we 
fought for an hour, at least, after it became 
entirely dark. Then both sides stopped firing 
and lay down on the ground to wait for day.’’ 

Capt. Coleman, who comimanded a com- 

ny of Hawkins’ sharpshooters in Cleburne’s 

ivision, told a story of what he heard, rather 
than saw in that night advance. Said he: 

‘“‘As we went along, keeping track of the 
Yankees by the line of fire, for we could see 
nothing at all, there was a crash just a few 
steps from me. I turned to say something 
about ‘that shell coming pretty close,’ for I 
was sure it was.a shell, when out of the dark- 
ness I heard one of our boys sing out to a com- 
rade: ‘**She’s a globe sight, Pat, and ad—d 
good one.’ Then I heard the rattle of a 
caisson. We had stumbled upon and captured 
a Federal battery, and it was the last shot fired 
by the Yankee artillerymen that I had taken 
for a shell exploding. There were four beauti- 
ful guns, with everything complete.”’ 

So ended Saturday, the first day’s fighting at 
Chickamauga. The September day had been 
hot, as usual in this latitude. The September 
night which followed was frosty. No fires 
were built. Dry crackers made the supper. 
Both armies lay down in the pine woods to 
wait till morning. The Confederates had 
gained sure footing on the west side of Chicka- 
mauga. The Union troops still held the State 
or Chattanooga road. 


SHALL WE LIVE ONE HUNDRED YEARS! 


The Census Shows That Life Is Gaining 
Every Year. 

New York Journal: How long can an aver- 
age man live under the present order of 
things? 

With a view to ascertaining something defi- 
nite about the matter, the writer yesterday 
asked the opinion of some of the leading New 
York physicians on the subject. 

Dr. Cyrus Edson was of the opinion that, 
all things considered, people are physically 
stronger now than they were several genera- 
tions back. 

** Statistics of longevity are hard to collect,” 
he said, “‘ for the reason that it would require 
a comparison of four or/five generations to ob- 
tain actyal figures. Within the last twenty 
years sanitary science has made wonderful 
strides. We have passed the period when 
sick people who got well did so in spite of the 
doctor. There is a more intelligent under- 
standing of the causes of disease, and the 
result cannot but be beneficial.”’ 

“Then you think that, on the whole, people 
are stronger now than in the ‘good did 
days?’ ”’ | 

‘There are many things to point to such a 
conclusion. Take, for instance, the last ex- 
pedition to the North Pole. The men on that 
expedition lived under conditions to which the 
men of a generation or two ago succumbed. 
They had passed the limit where animal and 
vegetable life could exist, and where the ther- 
mometer registered over 70° below zero. This 
feat was never accomplished before in the his- 
tory of the world.”’ 

He also instanced the walking feats of the 

present'day, which had broken all previous 
records. 
(j“* As to the duration of human life, I am 
not a statistician,” he said, “‘and could give 
nothing definite, but I believe the people of 
the present are at least as long lived as their 
ancestors, On an average.”’ 

Dr. Bryant of the Health Department also 
thought that the present conditions pointed to 
as great vitality, generally speaking, as in 
past generations. There were many things in 
city life which were not conducive to longev- 
ity, but on the other hand modern science had 
done a great deal toward offsetting them. 

Dr. Roger S, Tracy of the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics was next seen. 

** | think,” he said, “‘ that the result of the 
present census will show that there are a great 
many more old people in the country than 
would be suspected. The tables showing the 
death rates and the average duration of hu- 
man life have not been so carefully kept in 
this country as in England, but in England 
they undoubtedly show a decrease in the death 
rate since 1840. In that year the annual death 
rate in London was twenty-five per thousand, 
and it has gone down until it is now 17.04 per 
thousand.”’

Physicians Deprecate Games Involving Vio- 
lent Exercise, 

London Lancet: We noticed with some de- 
gree of alarm in the columns of a contempo- 
rary recently that ‘‘ another step is to be noted 
in the progress of woman. Henceforth the 
noble art of self-defense is to be included in 
the list of her many accomplishments.”’ It is 
satisfactory, however, to find that this state- 
ment is merely alleged in regard to our fair 
American cousins, and is not yet applicable, 
so far as we can learn, to our countrywomen. 
Referring to another branch of sport which 
some of our English sisters are essaying, a 
correspondent, in answering the question, 
“Should women play ‘cricket?’ addresses a 
word ot warning to those who are desirous of 
adopting this game as a means of exercise, 
and alludes to the risks resulting from the 
blow of a cricket-ball on the mammary gland 
and its possible consequences, 

What has hitherto been called “the manly 
art’’ will, we hope, remain as at present in 
this country—an exercise for the display of 
masculine prowess and agility; and even in 
regard to cricket, we are inclined to recom- 
mend ladies on physiological grounds to be 
content with other .pastimes and methods of 
physical improvement in which sudden muscu- 
lar strain is avoided and which are equally ef- 


ficient for imvigorating exercise and 
healthful pleasure. In reference to 
lawn tennis even, in most respects 
an admirable game for both sexes, 


a warning must also be given, as cases some- 
times: occur of unequal development with 
lateral spinal curvature in those who play ex- 
cessively, owing to the too continuous use of 
the one arm. We have often drawn attention 
to the great necessity of systematic bodily 
exercise for women, as by such methods as 
that developed in Sweden by Ling, and now 
being adopted in our Board Schools.

Should she 
violate the laws of the Sisterhood and yield to 
her parents her life was to be made most un- 
pleasant by the other members, and she would 
be taunted as a worthless being. Shé con- 
sulted with them as to the best mode 
of escaping this marriage, and 
they all agreed to die with her if 
she could plan to run away from her parents 
on the night of the marriage. As there were 
many friends to watch her movements it was 
almost impossible for her to escape; so she 
attempted her life by swallowing a gold ring; 
but any serious consequence that might have 
resulted was prevented by the administration 
of a powerful emetic. By bribing the female 
servants she was taken one night to her sisters 
under the cover of darkness.

THE AUTHOR OF “ BEAUTIFUL SNOW.” 


Survival of a Rival Claimant to the Author 
ship Who Is Living in New York, 

There died last week in New York, and was 
buried in the Press Club plot in Cypress Hills 
Cemetery, the man who was in all probability 
the author of *‘ Beautiful Snow ’—the one of 
all pretenders to the authorship who adduced 
the strongest evidences to support his claim. 
His name was John W. Watson. 

In questions of disputed authorshipit is well 
to examine the works of the different claim- 
ants and find whose style approximates that of 
the piece in controversy. Applying this test 
no one can doubt for a moment that Mrs. 
Elia Wheeler Wilcox wrote “Laugh and the 
World Laughs with You,” and that Col. 
Joyce was mistaken when he claimed 
the poem as his _ literary offspring. 
A still more satisfactory proof to persons who 
are not judges of style is the giving of the 
time and circumstances of publication, which 
if proven, make invalid the claims of all 
who supposed they wrote the poem at 


a later date Thus the verses, 
“You Kissed Me,”’ which originally 
appeared in the New York “Tribune 


under the initials ‘‘ H. G.’’ and were supposed 
to be by Horace Greeley, are now generally 
considered to be the work of Homer Greene, 
he not only proving priority of publication 
over his competitors, but establishing his 
ability to write such a poem by his subsequent 
compositions. 

The credit of writing “* Beautiful Snow’”’ has 
been more fiercely fought for than that of any 
fugitive piece in American literature, The 
poem was attributed in 1858, when it first ap- 
peared, to half a dozen well-known writers 
who promptly disclaimed it. A written copy 
of it was found on the body of a dead woman 
whieh was taken from the Ohio River; and 
the newspapers far and wide chose to cham- 
pion the unfortunate as the author. One Mc- 
Masters, a portrait painter of New York, came 
out in aletter inthe public prints in 1865, 
modestly declaring himself to the writer. 
In 1870 came one of the most persistent of 
claimants, who is still living, and is still 
firmly convinced of the truth of his assertions. 
This is Col. William Allen Silloway, soldier, 
printer, and journalist, who lives in New 
York and is 73 years old. William Cullen 
Bryant indorsed his claim, and credited him 
with ‘“* Beautiful Snow” in “The Poets of 
America,’’ published in 1873. 

As said before, however, the claim of the 
man who died the other day remains the 
strongest and for two reasons. His other 
verses published in “ Beautiful Snow, with 
Other Poems,”’ lead one to think that he 
was capable of ‘producing the disputed lyric; 
second, he gives the most satisfactory ac- 
count of the circumstances of its publica- 
tion. In a letter written Nov. 1, 1886; tothe 
publishers of his volume he says: 

Where I got the idea it is hard to recall at 
this late day, but it certainly was not from “ sit- 
ting in any Broadway saloon,” or having ** the idea 
suggested by any fallen woman.” I te it as I 
have written a hundred other things, from the 
thought of the moment. 

** Beautiful Snow’ was first published on the 
front page of No. 100, Nov. 8, 1858, of Harper’s 
Weekly, and was immediatel copied all over the 
country, but, of course, asit had not any name 
attached to it—apongmans publications being 
then the policy of the Harpers—nobody knew me 
as the writer and, to.tell the truth, I did not wish 
to become known asthe author, knowing, as I 
have since had bitter cause to be certain of, that 
the reputation ofan author anda poet would 
ruin me as a business-man. : 

‘‘ There is one singular circumstance connected 
with this poem which has always been a mystery 
tome. I have always contended. that yr cmprreand 
is an accident ; but in this case, and only this case, 
within a few days after the publication of ‘ Beau- 
tiful Snow’ Imet two friends in the street who 
said they recognized the poem as mine by 
the style and predicted tome that it would 
become one of the most, popular poems of the 
time. Both these gentlemen are alive and can re- 
member the circumstance. The first is Thomas 
Powell, then an attaché of Leslie’s, as he is still, 
at the age of %0; the second, Clarence Eytinge, 
the brother of the well-known artist, Sol Eytinge, 
and himself an artist of great ability.” } 

The letter goes on to denounce Col. Silloway 
whose chaiacter the writer impugns. 

Col. Silloway was visited last week by a re-

Isent it to my friend, 
Mrs. Lydia H. Sigourney, in Hartford, Conn. She 
read it over and made a few changes and returned 
ittome. The poem was published for the first 
time in 1854 in Maria Louise Hankins’ paper—the 
first journal for women published in New York. 
It was copied everywhere in > ay as well as 
America—wherever the English language was 
spoken, in fact. I never thought the poem was 
oing to be so famous, but when it appeared in 
aria Louise Hankins’ paper my name appeared 
as author.” 
What is one to conclude from such conflict- 
ing testimony as this? One claimant died 
protesting the truth of his assertion to the end ; 
the other is on the brink of the grave and evi- 
dently thinks that he, too, 1s telling the truth. 
It is charitable to ws that there is a

WHAT CHICAGO RESTS ON. 


SOME GEOLOGY OF CHICAGO AND ITS 
VICINITY. 


How Our City Came to Be—The Answer to 
Be Found Close to the Ogden Dam— 
The Shortest Portage Between the Lakes 
and the Mississippi—La Salle and Mar- 
guette Followed the Indians—What 
Formed the Divide and How Long It 
Took in Forming. 

(From Ellen B. Bastins’ Article in August Harper.) 

Let usinquire why Chicago has become a 
great city. Many attribute her growth and 
prosperity to her harbor and her proximity to 
the southern end of Lake Michigan as the 
head of navigation. True; but there are other 
and better harbors along our coast than our 
river affords, while for sightliness any point 
between Evanston and Milwaukee would have 
been preferable. It is also claimed that this 
particular location was due to the erec 
tion of a fort in 1808, thus form- 
ing a nucleus around which population 
naturally collected. But what determined 
the location of the fort? It was needed, the 
historian says, to protect white and Indian 
traders, who had long met on this far frontier 
to exchange their commodities, and also be- 
cause it was a point convenient for the distri- 
bution of Government supplies to the Indians. 

But how came this to be a convenient point 
for Indian supplies and commercial inter- 
change? Because this strip of ground and this 
only on which we live forms solow a divide 
between the eastward and westward flowing 
waters of the great central plain of our con- 
tinent that easy communication could at all 
times be maintained between the two. ) 


For more than a century previous to the 
erection of Fort Dearborn, indeed ever since 
the days of La Salle and Marquette, white 
men came by lake from Mackinac to meet at 
this point the Indians of the great North- 
west Territory, while these in turn could 
come all the way in canoes if they chose from 
the great river to the great lake with scarcely 
a eo to obstruct their transit. 

t was then the brave and adventurous 
Jesuit fathers who located Chicago, because 
of its unique natural advantages for inland 
communication. So carefully did they ex- 
plore this region, and so accurately did they 
describe its topography, that but for the dates 
one might imagine himself reading a recent 
argument in favor of the great ship-canal.

laces. Here it can be studied. It is-of 
throughout, with occasion- 
saturated by petroleum 
products. While these are not 
present in quantity sufficient to warrant the 
cost of extraction, they impart to the stone a 
mottled antique appearance which e 
its value for building purposes.

Again, this hard crystalline formation ,is 
everywhere penetrated by a porous, honey- 
combed structure, consisting of very symmet- 
rical five-sided cells. Yet these three varieties 
—the sedimentary, the crystailine, and the 
pentagonal—are one in composition; they 
glide so insensibly into each other as to sug- 
gest a common origin. : 

We can explain how sedimentary rocks 
are deposited by what we see going on at 
the outlet of any running stream. We can 
also explain the crystalline formation by 
fusing processes that could be approx- 
imated in the laboratory. But we will 
not be able to explain the honey-combed 
cellular structure by any process, artificial 
or natural, in this part of the world. Florida 
or the Bahama Islands will furnish for this 

urpose the nearest point of observation. 

ere among the coral reefs that form both 


foundation and border to these semi-tropical 


lands will we recognize the analogue of our 
five-sided cell-like limestone formations. 
There, oa - the living reefs, nen have 
studied the habits of coral animals, have 
measured their rate of growth, and discovered 
the conditions necessary to their existence. 
The coral demands first of all, warm water: 
none exist in temperatures lower than 68° 
Fahr. These waters must also be salt and 
shallow: no corals can live below a hundred 
feet from the surface. As reefs often extend 


downward thousands of feet, their depth is ex- | 


plained by a slow sinkage of the sea-bottom, 
a subsidence that must bear a close relat.on in 
time to the upward growth of the reef-builders, 
else they would be destroyed. Another con- 
dition is great purity of water, hence they can- 
not live near the mouths of rivers, nor in the 
track of sediment-bearing ocean currents, nor 
in the vicinity of volcanic discharges. Let us 
make of these conditions the outlines of a 
picture to be filled in later. 

We have now found through observation of 
similar building in tropical oceans that our 
rocks are composed of great coral reefs, built 
partly in situ and partly by the broken and 
comminuted pieces of coral lodged among 
them by the action of the waves. 

We have next to find when, at what stage of

Fossils Are the Almanac, 

The keys that unlock the doors of time to 
the geologist are fossils, and the combination 
or guide to their successful use is this: the 
simplest life forms came first—a great 
geological principle, involving the idéa 
of a progressive development from 
lower to higher, from simpler to more 
complex. Without fossils and without this 
principle for their interpretation rock systems 
would fail to account for the earth’s history. 
It becomes, then, of vital importance to ac- 
quaint ourselves with the nature of the fossils 
associated with our corals and embedded with 
them in our rocks. 

Our rocks fairly swarm with the petrified 
remains of animals and ee They are 
marine. They have no living duplicates, yet 
all can be classified under some of the exist- 
ing orders of life; They have modern _repre- 
sentatives, but as varieties, as species, as 
genera, with perhaps one exception, they are 
extinct. Ne ge 

For us.at present the most significant fact 
respecting them is this: Among all their 
abundance and variety not one fossil form be- 
longs to the class of vertebrates. No animals 
with backbones are represented here. 
fact alone places our rocks in the Silurian age 
of the world’s natural history—that period of 
earliest life forms of which the rocks yield 
any certain record. It is also called the age 
of mollusks, because this type of anim 
then” attained a superiority m_ size, 
numbers, and variety which made them 
the rulers of the . ancient seas. One 
class, known as orthoceratites, whose remains 
are very abundant in our limestones, were ten 
and even twenty feet in length. They lived in 
straight shells, separated into compartments, 
only the front one of which tlje creature occu- 
pied, withdrawing himself from each chamber 
in turn as he secreted a new one in front. 
From this chamber protruded enormous arms 
or tentacles for feeling and grasping; he 
seased a — beak for tearing, and lidless 
eyes with which to sweep the surrounding 
waters for prey. A modern representative of 
this terrible mollusk is the chambered or 
pearly nautilus. . 

Another form, whose remains, next to those 
of the corals, make up the mass of the lime- 
stones, is the crinoid, a creature often spoken 
of asasea-lily. These crinoids attach them- 
selves, as ug , to shallow sea- 
bottoms ; thence they send up long stems end- 
ing in cup-shape budlike bodies, whose slowly 
moving arms are highly suggestive in their ar- 
rangement and coloring of the petals of

ANOTHER WEEK OF LARGE TRANS- 
ACTIONS AND ADVANCING VALUES. 


a ° 


Cicero Is Just Now the Center of Activity, 


but There Are Heavy Operations in Ev- 
ery Direction—A Long List of Sales 
Near the Northern Pacific’s Recent Pur- 
chase—Marked Activity on tka Lake- 
Shore Drive—Various Notes. 


The advance of summer brings no abate- 
ment in the activity in the real-estate market. 
The record of transfers for the week shows a 
total of nearly four times that of the corre- 
sponding week last year. The record of trans- 
fers is just now more than ordinarily behind 
the spirit of the market. Great effort is made 
in many instances to cover up all trace of 
transactions. The man who buys at one 
price today and is looking for some one to sell 
to at a 50 per cent advance tomorrow natural- 
ly objects to having the details of his purchase 
paraded. It is for that reason that the record 
frequently shows transfers in pairs, the first 
buyer not putting the sale on record till an- 
other buyer was securely netted. 

Again the most significant operations of the 
week are in Cicero. It was an interesting list 
of sales Taz Trisune published yesterday, all 
near by the recent Northern Pacific purchase 
in Sec, 19. Outside of the purchase -of the 
Sturgis property sales have been made within 
a short time in that vicinity that will aggre- 
gate probably $1,500,000. The details of some 
of those sales are still suppressed, but a long 
list of them is now public. A few-are sup- 
posed to be in the interest of the railroad syn- 
dicate, but most of them are to people who 
hope to profit by the development which they 
are sure is to come in that region. 

The undesirable character of the option op- 
erations which have been growing steadily in 
importance is shown in the great number of 
sensational rumors that have recently been 
set afloat. Many of these rumors have no 
further foundation than the desire of some ir- 


responsible person who has secured an option | 


and who is endeavoring no matter by what 
means to secure a buyer who will pay a price 
which will net him-a profit. Men are flocking 
here from Western boom towns, bringing with 
them little capital but all the undesirable 
methods of business that the building of pa- 
per towns improvised. 

“The real-estate future is full of puzzles, 
and never more so than just now,” said a real- 
estate man. “Chief among these puzzles is 
the effect on values in the business district of 
the creation of 150 or 200 acres of land close 
to the business center. To be sure, the ordi- 
nance under which the filling of the Lake- 
Front is to be done, if it is done, says that the 
land is to be used for a public park after the 
Exposition directors are through with it, but 
there is no one who imagines that 
the single line to that effect which 
the ordinance contains is a complete 
safeguard which shall forever prevent 
any other use being made of the land. It may 
as well be looked squarely in the face that 
there is a possibility of a great addition of 
business property being made directly in the 
heart of the business district.” 

Looking at the matter from the most rad- 
ical standpoint and supposing there is to be 
at some future time an addition of some 200 
acres to central business property, the effect 
of such a change becomes an interesting 
matter for speculation. The first thought 
of an owner of down-town property is 
that if the supply is doubled the value must 
decrease. It is by no means sure that such is 
the case. There are some careful students of 
the course of real-estate affairs who think that 
anything that would make a reduction in some 
of the present fancy values would be a public 
blessing. They argue that values in some 
quarters have reached a point where it is im- 
possible to return an income on the imvest- 
ment without building a sixteen or eighteen- 


story building, and in that they see a ee 


that will lead toward a 

centralization which is for many sentete un- 

desirable. Whether or not it is desirable to 
t values so that a skyscraper is no longer 
lutely necessary to get an income from 


3 the property, it is by no means certain that 


the turning of the Lake-Front into business 
lots will bring about such a reduction of = 
ues. With the demand the same any ee 
recede if the supply is increased, but the de- 
mand for business property in‘ Chicage is a 
constant and rapidly growing factor. Busi- 
ness has already grown to a volume where 
every increase forces either the ra 
tion of higher buildings on 
movals across the river.

What in Costs to Carry Acres. 

To the present eager buyers of acre prop- 
erty for speculative purposes there are some 
wholesome lessons—if they would heed them 
—in the experiences of buyers of such prop- 
erty back in the early °70s. When the market 
for speculative acres stops, it stops short; but 
assessments, taxes, and interest run on. There 
is a sermnon in the following extracts from a 
letter written to a local agent by the holder of 
some acre property. It shows that increasing 
values in the last twenty years have not been 
nearly rapid enough to keep pace with inter- 
est arid taxes, and it illustrates how rapid such 
increase in values must be if there is to be 
any profit in the long. holding of unproduc- 
tive property. He writes: 

I think the Assessor is unjust in stating that 
vacant and unsubdivided land has been getting 
off with mere nominal taxes. Ona plot of eighty 
acres I have paid since 1873 the sum of $1,491 for 
assessments and taxes, and have had nodirect ad- 
vantages except those coming from the special 
assessments. In fact, this particular section 
been neglected and avoided for fifteen years on ac- 
count of what was considered excessive taxation. 
It can hardly be considered a profitable investment 
to hold on to.eproperty so long and not 
be able to realize assessments, taxes, and simple 
interest. For the greater portion of the time 
money was worth more than 6 per cent, espe- 
cially im Chic Ifl wereto base my expecta- 
tions on simply the addition of taxes, assess- 
ments, and timple interest, you can see to what 

roportions it would increase the price of this 

and. For ten acres near Douglas Park I refused 

$2,200 an acre in 1872. Addimg to that value taxes, 
assessments, and simple interest, it would make 
my ten acres stand at over $80,000.a price that 
even the present crop of enthusiastic speculators 
could see no profit in. 

The owner of unproductive property who is 
obliged to carry it for any years almost in- 
variably finds, as this owner has found, that 
even such rapid increases in values as Chicago 
has shown cannot keep up with the total of 
assessments, taxes, and interest. 

Some High-Priced Acres. 

The property on West/T'welfth street boule- 
vard, running through to Thirteenth street, 
and bounded by Lincoln street on the east 
and Robey street on the west, with a frontage 
of 625 feet on the boulevard, comprising 
about ten acres, has been sold to M. Kusworm 
for $155,000 cash. It is understood that Mr. 
Kusworm yesterday resold the same property 
to an Eastern amusement syndicate for 
$176,000. The latter parties will immediately, 
as soon as the deeds and other papers pass for 
record, commence to eonstruct a novel amuse- 
ment enterprise, unlike anything now in Chi- 
cago. They are reticent about the details 
until all the papers are ready for record. 

A New School Building. 

William A. Merigold & Co.’s subdivis- 
ions, known as erigold’s, Our Home, 
and Casey’s subdivisions, extending from

PERSONAL HABITS OF NAPOLEON. 


The Latest Ancedotes of the'Great Emperor. 

Napoleon, we are told, was dressed every 
morning by the valet in attendance. He did 
not don a single garment himself; eventually, 
however, he was induced to shave himself. 
It happened in this wise: In 1808 the head 
valet, Hambard, pleaded ill-health as an 
excuse for not accompanying his mas‘er to 
Boulogne. “Who is to shave me?’’ asked 
Napoleon, for Hambard had regularly dis- 
charged this duty. Hambard suggested Con- 
stant, who, foreseeing this emergency, had 
been diligently taking lessons on humbler 
chins and had acquired proficiency. He had 
no easy task, for Napoleon, while undergoing 
the operation, would talk, read the news- 
papers, and fidget in his chair, sometimes 
sitting as stiff as a statue and declining to 
bend his head an inch. Great care was neces- 
sary to avoid cutting his face. 

Another peculiarity was that he insisted on 
one side being lathered and shaved before the 
- other was touched. When Constant got free 
enough with him to venture on the step, he 
urged on Napoleon the desirability of his 
learning to shave, as he himself might be ill or 
absent, and Napoleon would not like to be 
operated ori by a stranger. Napoleon was, 
with some difficulty, induced to try the experi- 
ment, but, of course, he experimented only on 
himself, and did not, therefore, acquire pro- 
fessional proficiency. Very clumsy at first, he 
gradually became tolerably expert. On one 
point, however, he was obstinate—he per- 
sisted in moving the razor downward instead 
of upward, and occasional cuts were the con- 

uence. 

yhile not lifting a finger to dress himself, 
Napoleon dispensed with assistance in un- 
dressing; but he flung his garments all over 
the room—his watch sometimes missing the 
table or bed at which it was aimed and falling 
broken on the floor. As to dress he despised 
dandies, never wore rings, and abominated 
scents, except eau de cologne, with which he 
was often rubbed, and which was his specific 
for bruises. When coat-tails became shorter 
he stuck to the old fashion until Constant got 
the tailor to shorten them by imperceptible 
gradations. He disliked tightly fitting clothes 
found a new hat uncomfortable, though lined 
with silk and wadding, and stuck to an old 
one as long as possible, He put on every 
morning a clean white waistcoat, with knee- 
breeches to match—he never wore trousers; 
but as he habitually wiped his pen on his 
breeches after three or four washings they 
were done with, 

Constant denies, however, the common 
| story of his keeping snuff loose in his waist- 
coat pocket. He\ always used a snuff-box, 
and, though he~frequently took a pinch, he 
simply held it to his nose and then dropped 
all or nearly all onthe floor. His snuff in- 
jured the carpet, not his waistcoat. Smoking 
he never tried but once. An Oriental Ambas- 
sador had presented him with a chibbuk. It 
was filled and lit for him, but he merely 
oo and shut his lips instead of drawing. 

hen at last he was induced to draw the 
smoke went down his throat and came out at 
his nose. He felt queer for an hour, de- 
claimed against the habit as fit only for lazy 
people, and never touched a pipe again.

OUTSIDE THE OLD LIMITS. 


NEWS AND GOSSIP FROM TOWNS ON 
CHICAGO’S BORDERS. 

Trouble with the Street-Cars in Hyde Park

TWO OPINIONS ON OBER-AMMERG AU. 


The Passion Play as Viewed by a Great 
Churchman and a Great Editor. 

Archdeacon Farrar has published in England 
a little book on the Passion Play at Ober- 
Ammergau, in which he asks whether that 
famous representation of a sacred subject is 
right or wrong. He assures “not a few En- 
glish men and women of earnest and reverent 
minds who denounce the play as blasphemous, 
and consider it a sin to witness it,’ that such 
a view is “harsh and insular.’’? But he has 
his own scruples for all that, and thinks that 
even if the play is not wrong up to date it will 
become so if it goes on much longer: 

Indeed, it may well be questioned whether the 
suppression of the play has not at last become 
desirable; When it degenerates into a European 
spectacie, criticised in all the newspapers by hun- 
dreds of reporters as though it were an opera in 
Dresden or Vienna, it becomes, alas! a fatal an- 
achronism. It is endangered by an alien atmos- 
phere. The play derives its origin from days in 
which the whole attitude of the minds of men in 
relation to religious questions was different 
from what now it is. I must confess that 
the tremendous realism of the crucifixion in the 
play—especially the piercing of the side by a 
spear, which, by a mechanical contrivance of the 
spearhead, leaves the semblance of a deep gash— 
seemed to me overwhelmingly oppressive. Up to 
the crucifixion scene I could watch and listen 
with profit; but from the moment that the cross 
was raised my imagination was perturbed and 
overwhelmed with the doubt whether this scene 
was not far too majestically sacred fer such pre- 
sentation. 

Above all, the Archdeacon would regret the 
continuance of the play if Mr. Augustus Har- 
ris (say) were to take it up: 

The conscience of Christendom might well cry 
out in alarm against the hideous profanation of 
transplanting such a spectacle from its true sur- 
roundings in the hearts of a simple, believing 
peasantry to pollute it into wicked and blas- 
phemous vulgarity by setting it upon the boards of 
some coarse rendezvous of idilers, or worse, in 
Paris or in London. 

Mr. Stead, who also has written a book on 
the subject, thinks the influence of the Pas- 
sion Play has hardly yet begun, It was the 
actuality of the play that impressed him. He 
found certain analogies to it m modern poli- 
tics which he was at pains to point out. In 
one word, Mr, Stead was flippant.

GROWING TOBACCO IN NEW YORK. 


All Difficulties Now Overcome—Domestic 
Havana in Onondaga County. 

Syracuse Letter in the New York Tribune: 
Onondaga is the banner county in the grow- 
ing of tobacco. More domestic ** Havana” is 
sold in this section than in any other portion 
of the State. The tobacco center of the coun- 
ty is Baldwinsville, where the people literally 
worship the ‘divine weed,’’ for it brings gold 
to their pockets and happiness to their homes. 

Among the more prominent tobacco-growers 
of the town is ex-Assemblyman Wallace Ta 
pan, who has spent some twenty-five years in 
experimenting with the cultivation of the leaf. 
This year’s tobacco crop will be the heaviest 
ever grown there. From Mr. Tappan a few 
facts were gathered regarding the situation. 

“The country surrounding the town is 
grand,” said Mr. Tappan; “the soil is well 
adapted to the growth of tobacco, the farmers 
have the necessary experience to grow it, and 
hence these things have made Baldwinsville 
what it is today, the largest tobacco center in 
the State, outside of the great metropolis. 
Here millions of pounds of leaf tobacco are 
annually received and shipped to various 
points all over the land. Thousands upon 
thousands of dollars are paid out weekly al- 
most the entire year around for the precious 
leaf that we call domestic Havana. ere the 
buyers assemble from all parts of the country, 
from the great cities and from the cigar man- 
ufacturing’ centers, to buy leaf from 
which millions upon millions of cigars 
are made. You will hear more talk here 
about the methods of raising and manipulat- 
ing leaf tobacco than anywhere else in the 
country. Men dream about their choice cigar 
leaf, its beauties, its colors, its sweetness, its 
elasticity, its grand and, dignified appearance 
its good smoking qualities, its flavor an 
white burn, its peculiarities,and its many 
points recommending it for usefulness and 
consumption. Wagons and sleighs come into 
town laden with the valuable product called 
Wilson’s Hybrid and the famous Eureka, from 
which the lover of cigars makes his glossy 
smoke. Large quantities of dqmestic Havana 
are stored here to go through a fermentation, 
preparing the leaf for the markets of the 
world. Here the active sampler draws his 
samples, and the cases are examined as to 
their soundness. 

“The so-called Onondaga Havana leaf is 
used very largely for cigars, end all manufac- 
turers agree that it has no superior in regard 
to quality, flavor, and general usefullness as 
stock for cigars; while it also possesses most 
excellent characteristics as wrapper stock. 
The domestic Havana wrappers grown here 
are glossy aud have a fine luster. It is to be 
regretted that the Netherlands speculators 
and manipulators of Sumatran tobacco have 
forced upon our shores an article of 
tobacco that has cost the American producers 
immense losses by invading their terrritory 
to the detriment of the tobaceo-producing inter- 
ests generally in the United States, besides caus- 
ing much annoyance to the Government and 
to those who are engaged in growing cigar 
leaf in this country. It is co the 
so-called Sumatran leaf does not possess a 
fine flavor, nor is it free from bitterness, and 
weakness in its structural make up, being af- 
fected very much by cold weather when wrap- 

d around a cigar, because of the extreme 

neness and thinness of the leaves, 

“ But nevertheless it has nade great inroads 
into our domestic industry atid has proved an 
invader of the worst sort, Risplacing the use 
of thousands—nay, millions--o of our 
domestic Havana wrappers. Our pecple ia 
the States that produce ar leaf. became 
aroused in 1884 and then made great efforts to 
have the law of 1883 changed by Congress so 
that Sumatra tobacco wo be shut out from 
our ports, but not until 1889 was the matter 

laced properly before the Committee on 
ays and Means. This committee saw at 
once the force of the appeal and argument 
against permitting Sumatra leaf to come into 
our ports virtually at a duty of 35centsa 
pound. To this, heacean there was an ex- 
ception, for under new rulings about a quar- 
ter of the importations had to pay a duty of 75 
cents a pound. 

“ The new schedule sy po by. the House 
and reported by Senator Morrill to the Senate 
makes a great and wise change by fixing the 
duty on unstemmed Sumatra tobacco at $2 a 
pound, This, if it should become a law, would 

reatly stimulate the production of domestic 
man tobacco in New York State, Penn- 
sylvania, Connecticut, Wisconsin, Ohio, and 
other States. 

‘* The seed from which we produce domes- 
tic Havana came originally from Cuba, from 
the Patent Office, im this the predecessor of 
the Agricultural Department, through its dis- 
tribution by members of Congress. It is do- 
mesticated by a succession of plantings and 
thus it is acclimated, and yet it retains its 
aroma and other valuable ‘characteristics. It 
is better than the old-fashioned Connecticut 
seed leaf, since it matures sooner and hence 
gets out of the way of frosts, and has a gloss 
which does not appear on seed leaf. 

“Its eulture has proven a at success. 
Some manufacturers insist, perhaps reasona- 
ably, that it makes a cigar equal to some of 
the genuine Cuba or Havana-tobacco that we 
import. This seems to be the fact, for there 
are some varieties of tobaeco grown in Cuba 
that are not as good by many points as that 
produced in Onondaga and adjoining coun- 


ties. 

. “* Tn 1889 there were produced in the United 
States nearly, if not quite, five billions of 
cigars. And how many cigarettes were made 
it is difficult to say, but the number is im- 
mense, Baldwinsville and_ its vicinity have 
become famous for cigar leaf. Millions of 
pounds of tobacco are stored here, The tobacco 
comes in from the surrounding country in cases 
prepared for packing the leaf. About 325 to 
350 pounds net are put intoacase. In this 
way it is received. It is shipped to all parts 
of the country, and large quantities annually 
go to Europe. The cigar manufacturing cen- 
ters receive it. Then, after its fermentation 
and manipulation, it is made into cigars. A 
long history is connected with the growth of 
the cigar leaf from the time the seed bed is made 
until finally the leaf finds its way into cigars, 
ready for smoking. .It would require a vol- 
ume to tell what nice work is needed to make 
tobacco-growing a success. It is a great in- 
dustry and is expanding constantly in Central 
New York and elsewhere to keep pace with the 
immense consumptive demand.”

The “ Pensive Old Piano” was also made by 
Kaabe, so this new heir to Gubernatorial favor 
simply steps into the shoes vacated by its an- 
cestor, By wa as a Prince succeeds the King. 

Nevertheless there are those who have played on 
the old instrument who will regret its passing 
away in spite of its ancient appearance. 
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artistic point of view is a series of twelve enamels 
on copper illustrating Biblical subjects and bear- 
ing the date 1542. These enamels are at pres- 
eut mounted im a Gothic frame of old oak, but 
this is scarcely an appropriate or cotemperaneous 
setting, and it will probably be removed. The 
panels themselves are wonderfully rich and beau- 
tifulin color, and truly ecclesiastical in motive. 
Deep blues, greens, and browns are the prevailing 
tones, lightened profusely with superficial touches 
of gold. The colors have the luminous quality 
peculiar to glass, and against their rich darkness 
the grayish white tones of the flesh 
stand in striking contrast. Probably executed 
for an altar, these beautiful little panels are cor- 
rectly ecclesiastical in feeling. Such a man as 
William Blake, with his enthusiasm for color and 
his religious inspiration, would have delighted in 
their glowing blues and greens and their naiveté 
of feeling. 

Two specimens of ivory carving also interpret 
sacred subjects—one the Crucifixion, the other 
the Flight into Egypt. The second is a beautiful 
piece of work, in composition singularly like 
Holman Hunt's pictures, We have the Virgin 
and Child on an ass, the Child throwing up its 
arms to two cherubs, who are handing him fruit 
from their post in a tree. The resemblance in at- 
titude and expression is thus far very marked, but 
St. Joseph follows the ass, which is led by an 
angel who is feeding it. The delicate little work 
is a triptych, and the two side panels carry figures 
of four saints. 

Two tall altar-chairs are fine specimens ¥ an- 
tique carving in oak. They are Gothic in tive 
and elaborately flamboyant, and one ef them has 
a figure carved in the center of the back. A num- 
ber of richly embroidered vestments and altar- 
cloths accompany this church furniture, splendid 
examples of the sumptuous robes which testified 
to the magnificence of the church a few ceaturies 
ago. A chasuble of rose-colored silk embroidered 
in gold is a superb piece. Another of white satin 
is heavy with a magnificent embroidery of colored 
flowers in a conventionalized design. Modern em- 
broiderers- could learn many valuable lessons 
from the designsand colors used in these vest- 
ments. But the most remarkable example of em- 
broidery is the cover of a sedan chair. This 
chair, said to be the only one in America, served 
for the journeyings of a bishop, for his mitre may 
be found among the elaborate floral embroideries 
on the cover. For further evidence a gilt lamb 
sitson the door and a gilt imagé of Truth stands 
over four pendent bells on the roof, holding a 
cross) in one hand. The. white satin 
cover which conceals the wooden frame 
work is covered with an elaborate ara- 
besque of conventionalized flowers and birds, 
embroidered with marvelous skill, such as only 
the Japanese could rival nowadays. The interior 
of the chair is upholstered and curtained with 
heavy cloth of gold and silver, and wherever 
woodwork is visible it is elaborately carved and 
gilded. It is doubtful ifthe Musée de Cluny it-

It isa pity that difficulties of transporta- 
tion make it impossible for our American sculpt- 
ors to exhibit their work in Paris. If the highest 
achievements of our ablest men could be shown 
at the Salon French sculptors and critics would 
recognize that in this department of art we have 
clearly disputed their long precedence. French 
sculpture, as represented in the Salon this year, 
must have been hopelessly commonplace if one 
may judge by the prints in the * Figaro-Salon.” 
One affectation after another is offered us—a 
crowd of self-conscious nude females, posing in 
various attitudes of the model and wearing the 
model’s unmistakable and insufferable smile of 
shallow vanity. Such are Falguidre’s “ Femme 
au Paon, “ Mercié's “ La Peinture,” and Chapn’s 
* Danseuse.”” Among such as these the * Jeune 
Fille de Bou-Saada,” with its breath of Oriental 
feeling, seems delightfully sincere and true. 

But of all the unpleasant creatures shown, 
perhaps M. Gérome’s “ Tanagra” is the most dis- 
agreeable, because its subject is Greek, and one 
inevitably contrasts it at once with the heauti- 
fully spontaneous and simple little terra-cotta 
statuettes which have recently been unearthed in 
the domain of classic art. If any proof were 
needed to establish the genuineness of these 


exquisite bits of antiquity one need 
no further than this stiff female 
of M. Gérome’s, for she is the 


utmost that a modern artist of high repute can 
accomplish in the reproduction of the Greek 
spirit, and she is trivially French, odiously con- 
ventional, and about as acceptable a ‘‘ Tamagra” 
as a danseuse from the Opera would be, arrayed 
in her splendor of tulle and tights. IfM. Gérome, 
after giving up painting for the nonce, shutting 
himself up in his studio, and rigidly excluding all 
alien influences, all the distractions of the modern 
world, can create nothing more. Greek than this 
pedantic anatomical study, we may safely con- 
clude that the peasants and artisans of modern 
Greece would be unable to produce the lovely 
little terra-cotta groups and figures which the 
world is admiring today. 

There are certain works of art of which one 
asks no questions, The Venus of Milo needs no 
pedigree. In the same way some of 
the Tanagra miniatures proclaim _ their 
antique origin by their simplicity, their grace, 
their spontaneity, and more than all by an inde- 
finable lyric quality which may be felt but not 
described, and which is as far beyond our ‘reach 
as Sappho’s songs. As the editor of the Studio 
puts it, speaking of a group called “ The Market- 
Place”: “‘Why should pedants wish to persuade 
us that this group and others like it are not 
Greek? Suppose we had not been told they are 
Greek, to whom should we naturally have as- 
cribed them? Do they not reveal the same 
mind as the pictures on the vases? as the re 
liefs on the coins? as the engravings 
on the gems? Do they not bring back the Idyls 
of Theocritus and the Odyssey and Hymns of 
Homer? Are they not essentially Greek in mo- 
tive, interfused with Greek feeling, and true to 
all we know of the spirit that animated Greek 
art?’ It is probable that the pedants, who are 
too apt to become involved in the superficial as- 
pects of a problem, will continue to contend that 
with rare exceptions the groups are modern fabri- 
cations, if only for the sake of consistency. At 
present, however, the case is clearly against them. 
The pretensions of Mr. Solomon Reinach as an 
expert in this matter have been rather thoroughly 


exploded. It has been proved that both 
he and Mr. Stillman spoke from _ very 
imperfect knowledge, having seen few 


of the miniatures. Their attacks were based 
chiefly on conjecture and that general suspicious- 
ness which often becomes the mental habit of 
archeological students. To one outside the con- 
troversy it seems eminently reasonable that a na- 
tion of sculptors should have executed countless 
beautiful miniatures, and that they should have 
lain eoncealed in tombs until the modern fever 
for excavation brought them to the light. Nor is 
it strange that the places of their discovery are 
not published. Mr. Gaston L, Feuardent, writing 
in the Studio, states the reason with snflficient 
emphasis: “It isto be hoped that no one will be 
indiscreet enough to reveal the names of any 
places where the groups are being found. Such 
an indiscretion would have an effect to:puta 
stop to any further discovery and exportation of 
them. The semi-barbarous Turkish Government 
would not make any effort to excavate for them, 
but only confiscate what has already been found. 
1, for one, know of a location that has produced 
many groups from its antique tombs, but I do 
hope that when its name will be made public it 
will be’ when, and only then, there will be & moral 
certainty that no more monuments can be found 
in that place. But Messrs. Stillman and Reinach 
have no professional secret, or any other secret, 
to keep about their forgers. Then let us hope that 
very soon they will produce these modern artists 
whose Work can compete with that of the antique 
masters ; then they will have rendered to the world 
an immense service.’ This subject becomes doubly 
interesting to Chicagoans in view of the recent pur- 
chases by the Art Institute of three of these an- 
tique terra-cotta statuettes—described in THE 
TRIBUNE a week ago—and of the mold for an- 
other. The last object is extremely interesting, 
as it shows the process by which the miniatures 
were. manufactured and duplicated. The fact 
that the artistic canons of the Greeks permitted 
duplicates is encouraging for us moderns|with 
our countless reproductive processes. If the 
Greeks had invented photography perhaps they 
would not haye scorned it any more than we, but 
would have put it to some noble use.

The Duke of Marlborough in the réle of an 
art critic is a strange spectacle, but to find him 
a good one is stranger still. In an article in the 
New Review for July he belabors modern English 
art and the complacent, self-satisfied methods of 
Royal Academicians in good set terms, declaring 
that, with three or four exceptions, the works of 
no English artist could be sold fora song on the 
Continent. The undeniable truth of his arraign- 
ment makes it all the more curious that so few 
people dare to voice it in England.

Foreign glass was sold at a losing price to the 
maker a part of last season, which fact contrib- 
uted largely to the low price on the American 
ppedee:. At all times the price of imported glass 
orms the basja of price of American glass, and 
one must concede to the home manufacturers the 
possession of too much business sagacity to NA 
pose that they do not keep fully advised as to the 
situation abroad, or that they would put the price 
on hia product so high as to cause incre im- 


ports. 
The late large arrivals of imported glass referred 
to are more than likely from orders sent to the oth- 
er side last season when low prices ’ 
as it usually requires several months to 
fill such orders.

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Ottawa Against the World. 

Orrawa, IIL, July 25.—It is Ottawa against the 

‘world, and if one stays long here he must con- 
clude that Ottawa is in the lead. 

Ottawa has the best and most exclusive society. 
It has more ancient history than any other town 
in America. It has more money and more facili- 
ties than any other town. It is a town of the past 
and a frisky city of the present. It is situated on 
two rivers and a canal, and from heavily wooded 
hilltops, north and south, mansions and 
homes and cottages look down upon the town 
where the business centers. 

It is county seat and the meeting place for the 
Northern Grand Division of the State for the Su- 
preme Court. It has entertained and listened to 

@ most eminent lowyers and statesmen of the 

est, at least. And yet with its dignity and age 
and its treasures it is a town of today as well. It 
has within it an element as spirited as an un- 
broken colt. Hence the “ best boat club” ; hence 
the “fastest half-mile track in the world. 
There is the -record for it, right in 
the annals: “ Fred Arthur, 
2:15%,”" last year. It has a base-ball club 
with a paid-up capital of $2,500, and when the 
brotherhood and the National League shall have 
pommeled themselves out of usefulness and some 
future Spalding shall get up and look for new 
talent with which to regalvanize the greatest 
game on earth Ottawa is going to furnish that 

‘talent. It is here now and here it will flourish in 


perpetual youth. 


Really a Curious City. 

You walk about the town and one moment you 
are saying to yourself the words which Words- 
worth put down somewhere, some time: 

Ne’er saw I, never felt, a calm so deep! 
The river glideth at his own sweet will; 
Dear God! the very houses sceni asleep. 

There is an ancient house upon which the ivy 
has gathered as if to hide the other-day de 
formity. There is an old stone sidewalk, the 
sort that used to be laid from the lintel of the old 
homestead down to the front gate, in which the 
rains gathered and stood in pools. Right against 
this old-pattern house is another house built in one 
of the schools of today. There is an old-fashioned 
Dutch building with one of its gables to the 
street, and looking as squatty as the Goede 
Vrouw which Washington Irving tells us brought 
over the colony from Holland to Gibbet Island: 
“One hundred feet in the beam; 100 feet in the 
keel; 100 feet» from the bottom of the stern-post 
to the tafferel.”” And next door to this counter- 
part of the Goede Vrouw a row of modern 
houses with pressed brick fronts and 
Turkish and Moorish and several other 
styles of ornamentation. A blacksmith shop, 
about whose door the children of the first comers 
gathered and watched the sparks from the anvil, 
just as Longfellow said they did in his part of the 
country, stands under the shadow of as fine q 
piece of church architecture, modern, as one 
find in Chicago anywhere. An old tavern on the 
brink of a hill, the old, old-fashioned tavern, with 
a long veranda in front, though it wasn't 
called a veranda when it was built—it was called 
a porch—stands just beyond the modern hotel 
with its mansard roof. The streets are so Wide 
they are not, all used. They run on a straight line 
from one end of town to the other, and the same 
way across. No turns, no cut-offs, no curves, no 
angles. A park—a square—with a picket fence 
about it, the pickets six feet high; a music-stand 
on one side of the square, a pool of water 
in the middle, and. over on the other side 


- @ soldiers’ monument, which was put up before 


there were many monuments in this country. It 
bears about the same resemblance to a monument 
which the elongated shaft in front of the city-hall 
at Washington does—that monstrosity on which a 
very poor figure of Mr. Lincoln is perched. Over 
in another part of town is the court-house—and a 
good one—in the middle of a square. 

To the north a wooded bluff; to the south the 
Dlinois River, with its hanging bluffs of stone and 
its traditions. To the east Fox River, a meander- 
ing stream coming down a valley as pretty and as 
picturesque as that through which the “ Mohawk 
gently glides.” And tothe westthecanal. There 
ien't any poetry in a canal. Artists don’t paint 
canals; no love stories are told along canals; 
they are not even good places for disap- 
pointed sentimentalists to commit suicide. But 
all this makes the picture of Ottawa. 


The Old and the New Get Mixed. 


It is a difficult matter to separate the elements 
one finds here forthe reason just given above. 
The old and the new jostle and join at every turn. 

The stranger is taken to the bluff which over- 
looks the confluence of the Illinois and Fox Rivers 
andthe Ottawa man says: “ Right down there, 
where the Fox River flows into the Illinois, Hen- 
mepin made the first discovery of coal that was 
ever made in America. In 1669.” 

The stranger ins to dream when the citizen 
peints over the river. ““See our electric street- 
ear climbing that bluff over there.” And upa 
very steep declivity there is ‘climbing, or rather 
gliding, a street-car moved by electricity. It isa 
pretty picture as it appears and disappears 
through theshade. « 

And it is being propelled along a strip of coun- 
try where the old fort stood when the 
messenger - from Shaubanee, the Indian 
chief who was friendly to the whites, came down 
the valley and crossed over and warned the 
whites of the massacre which the reds had 

lanned and which the reds partially carried out. 

he Indian messenger crossed the river in a 
canoe. The white man of today crosses the river 
on splendid bridges and in electric cars and in 
coaches that are palaces. 

It was here, so runs the tradition that Jeff 
Davis mustered in the company of which Abra- 
ham Lincoln was Captain for the Black Hawk 
war, and here also, after the strife, the com- 
pany was mustered out. ; 8 

Over yonder, in the park, a monument with 800 
names cut into the granite—Gen. T. E. G. Ransom, 
Gen. W. H. L. Wallace, and Col. T. Lyle Dickey. 
The latter was Grant's chief of cavalry and then 
became one of the Supreme Judges of the State. 
Wallace was killed at Shiloh, and at the time of 
his death ranked with Grant and Sherman. And 
Ransom fought until he couldn't sit his horse, 
and then his men took him and put him on a rude 
sort of a litter and he commanded them and 
cheered them, bleeding and maimed, and died at 
the head. And on this monument is the name of 
Col, J. C. Cameron, who was killed at the head of 
his regiment. 

@hese men and the 800 whose names are on this 
monument were in a war that was 
augurated and waged by i § the 
man ‘who on this spot mustered in 
Abraham Lincoln and afterwards mustered him 
out. Isn't it a curious chapter? That these 800 
men should have gone out from the very place, 
years after, where Lindéoln and Davis had met to 
the call of Lincola, who saved his country from 
the attempt which Davis made to destroy it? 

The bodies of Dickey and Wallace are in graves 
ever on the north bluff. The others are scattered 
about. 

In five days Ottawa sent 500 men into the field 
and subscribed $40,000 to assist in the prosecution 
of the war. And this monument was put up in 
1868 by voluntary subscriptions raised in Ottawa 
and La Salle County. 


. Still a Free-Trader. 

‘Going down the street one sees this sign sticking 
out of a hallway: “The Free-Trader.” It is the 
name of anewspaper. It was established forty 
years ago, and it was called The Free-Trader at 
that time. The same man is the editor now who 
established the concern and wrote the salutatory 
~—Mr. William Osman. 

Mr. Osman is 75 yéars old and writes as much 
now as he.did years ago, and his voice is still for 
free trade. He was Postmaster here under com- 
mission from James Buchanan, and Buchanan 


-had him decapitated because Osman was the 


champion of Stephen A. Dougias. The latter 
made way for Osman to go to Chicago, where for 
awhile he was associated with the late James W. 
Sheahan in the editorial management of the Chi- 
cago Times. Then Mr. Osman came back here, 
and by and by President Cleveland selected him 
for Postmaster. He has two sons whom he has 
reared in the way he has traveled, and they are 
associated with him in the management of his 
paper. 


a Reddick’s Gift to Ottawa. 

e big brick house opposite the Supreme Court 
Temple, on Columbus street, was the home of 
William R. Reddick. Regardless of politics any 
Ottawa man, woman, or child will tell you that 
Mr. Reddick was one of the best men that ever 
lived in this county. He was Sheriff and Collect- 
or time and again when those two offices were 
one, and he made every man pay his assessment 
or he paid itfor him. Under his administration 
there wasn’t a cent delinquent. When he got 
tired of being Sheriff they made him State Sena- 
tor. He was always an uncom ising Demo- 


promis 
- erat. When he died he left this homestead to 


Ottawa, valued at $40,000, and a legacy he also 


. left for a public library. And in memory Ottawa 


is doing its share.

Mr. Henry Eames of Chicago is a stockholder of

B. C. Cooke. who is living a life of retirement in 
Chicago, once represented this district in Con- 
gress. He also won some distinction in renomi- 
nating Mr. Lincoln for the Presidency. 

J. QO. Glover, once United States District Attor- 
ney for the Northern District, went from here to 
Chicago, where he now resides. 

E. A. Nattinger, Postmaster and editor of the 
Ottawa Times, has the distinction of issuing the 
first daily newspaper here. 

No history of Ottawa would sell in this country, 
or be countenanced, which did not devote much 
of its space to Judge Caton, who.has done so 
much for the city. and  Vvicinage. He 
came here when the town owas in 
knee-breeches, and was identified with the Ili- 
nois Telegraph company, the first telegraph com- 
pany in this section. It was in 1854. Mr. Caton— 
he was Mr. then—also gave to Ottawa the Caton 
water-works, and through his management the 
city got its water supply from the springs three 
miles below here. He was the sole owner of the 
starch works here, and was President of the glass 
works established in 68. 


Great Town for Politics. 

The town is Democratic. The county is close. 
The fight for the loaves keeps both sides planning 
and politics is a subject that will get a hearing 
any time of day or night. A. H. Taylor, Clerk of 
the Supreme Court for this division of the State, 
is a Republican.

If Louis Napoleon had 
sent to Mitch’s he might have learned what he 
found later at Sedan. Talk about gossip among 
women! A night at Mitch’s would break up any 
Sorosis. When a man is late to his din- 

or late at the keyhole, and 
becomes necessary to send a 
tracer after him, the tracer goes to Mitch’s—end 
finds him. “ Meet you at Mitch's” is the coun- 
tersign.

He 
was the owner of Starved Rock, which he sold to 
a Chicago syndicate for a summer resort for $15,- 
000, Col. Hitt lived here when steamboats used to 
land at Ottawa. He was in the Black Hawk war 
and the War of the Rebellion. He has saved 
money and doesn’t worry much about the tomor- 
rows. He is the history of La Salle County, and 
still is surrounded by his family. 


Religion and Education. 
The Rev. Madison C. Peters used to be the pul- 
pit orator here until he was called toa New York

The Sere and Yellow. 

Ottawa has been the county seat of La Salle 
“from the discovery.” In 1850 it was the 
largest inland wagon grain market in the 
world. The’ first permanent white settler 
was David Walker, who came here in 1826. His 
son George was the first Sheriff of the county, 
and as a merchant, with Hickman, was agent for 
the steamboats. The town-became the county 
seat in 1831. The first court-house was a double 
log building. Court was held in one side and the 
Sheriff lived in the other. Judge R. M. Young 
was first Cirevit Judge. The first court-house 
erected cost $40,000. The present one cost $143,000. 
The public library was organized in 1839. The 
first Mayor was William Hickling, in 1853. His 
son William is here in business. 

The industries of Ottawa are its glass factories, 
the Labastie Lamp-Chimney Works, from Brook- 
lyn, flint glass and bottle factories, a factory that 
makes fireproof material, pressed-brick works, 
the opalescent glass works, works that turn out 
brick and paving tile, stoveware, crockery,and 
jugs, rolling-mills, carriage and wagon works, and 
a church organ factory. 

The State yard of the Illinois and Michigan Ca- 
nal is also here. 

The Electric Street-Car company is owned by a 
Council Binffs man. There are ten miles of the 
system and tavelve cars. This is the first street 
railway transportation the town ever had. It is 
very recent. 


. GARFIELD BEACH.
